Arrwt of Sj. Jyoti Basu and reaignation of 8J« Hemanta Kumar Batu. 

Mr. SPEAKER : I have been informed by the (fovernment that Sj. Jyoti 
Basu w'as arrested under the Preventive Detention Act of 1950 on the 1st of 
September, 1950, and committed to the Presidency Jail. 1 have also to 
inform the House that Sj, Hemanta Kumar Basu has, by writing under 
his hand addressed to the Hon’hle Speaker, resig^ned his seat as a member 
of the West Bengal Ix-gislative Assembly from (.‘alcutta North (General) 
Constjtueucy on the afternoon of the 8th July, 1950. * 

Ai 
you have just read out a letter to the effect that Sj. Jyoti Basu, an honourable 
member of this House, has been committed to prison^ I hale also received 
a letter from him asking me to move the nece.ssary motion for the condonation 
of his absence. 
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MlV SPEAKER: Under the Constitution as soon aa I get information 
of any member of the House beinj? arrested by Government* 1 think it is my 
duty to r)hue the matter before the House. So far as the (oudoimtion 
of (jis^bsenee is ooneerned, that should come later* on.

Arrival of His Excellency the Governor into the Chamber. 

[At this Hta^»-e the Secretary mid the Special Officer of the Assembly left 
the Chumb(‘r. Ills Kxcclleiic\ the Governor mus received by the Secretary on 
the stairs and flie Special Otfiecr itiiiiounced from the south door of the 
Chamlier to tli(‘ Ilon’lile Sjieaker that His Excellency the Governor was 
without. The Hon’hle the Speaker precerled hy the Marshal tlien lett the 
Chum her. 

The Ilon’hle the Speaker met His Kxcelleiiey in the <entre of the 
inner square under tlie small dome in the vestibule. His Excellency then 
entered the ('humber in a jiroeession in the followin;^^ order: —

Mr. SPEAKER: I invite Your Exetdleiicy to take^the Chair and deliver 
your address. 

Thereupon His Excellency took the Chair and delivered the following 
speech, •• 

Speech by His Excellency the Governor under Article 176 of the Constitution 

of India. 

Mr. Speaker and Memlnus of the Legislative Assembly, 

May 1, at the outset, exjiress on your behalf ami my own our profound 
distress at the eaiainitv which has overtaken the sister State of Assam. 
We are bound to our tirethreu of Assam by near ties of blood and loug- 
Btanding close association, and whatever affects them touclies us deeply. 
We sliare their joys and .sorrows. M\ Government ha.> already made a con- 
tribution of Its. 25,000 as a token of their warm synijiathy with the people 
and Government of Assam, and I am confident tliat people of West Bengal 
will render all jiossible assi.stanee in men. money and materials in relief 
Operations. This year has been unfortunately notable for widespread floods, 
causing great damage, among otliers, to some jmrts of Bihar. Like A.ssam, 
we hold Bihar in great regard and affection, and I beg to extend our 
sympathy, in your name, with them in their affliction. 

You are all aware of the recent unfortunate happenings in both Bengals 
which* led tffe Prime Mini^sters of India and Paki.stan to meet in April 
last aa the result of which the.^Ielhi i'act was concluded on April 8, 1950. 
The immediate effect of this Agreement was the cessation of mass assaults 
and violence awl soon after, in aot^ordance with the terms of the Agreement, 
'movement of migrants with their belongings from one side to the other 
became easy. I am glad to notice that the number of migrants moving in 
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{)^d out of West Bt^n^al has }^^)ne down jfreatly duriiif^^ the last*few weeks. 
Figures of sftch niif?rati(jn Imve been notiHed in the Press by iny (iioverinneiit 
from day to day. While the harassment of mijjrants from East Bengal 
during transit has ltvisene<l a great deal .since the Delhi Pact it is diffieult, 
however, to say to what extent the main objective of the Paid has been 
achieved, namely, the creation of condiTi(»ns in Plust Bengal whereby con- 
fidence of the minorities may be restored. 1 am hunpy to be able to state, 
however, that since the Pa<'t my (iovernment have beei» able, l>y em*rgetic 
action, to create sin h condltu)n> in my State where, as the migration figures 
show, larger numbers ot Muslim migrants are coming back and are being 
restored to their ioiniei ht»*. D appeals also clear that the great bulk of 
Hindus who have come away from Ka-'t Hcimal will not return and. therefore, 
the problem before my Uovernment is to <levise means for their reliahilitation. 

The Delhi Pact provides a machim-ry tor tlie restoration of the inniioveuhle 
projierty of migrants in case they choose to return within a jirescrihed period. 
If they do not return, t]ie\ continue to retain tlndr owmersliip over such 
property. For (Muiferring a legal status on such an arrangement an 
Ordinance has been jiromulgated empowering the State to deal wutb vacated 
projiertics under ((‘rtjiin I’luiditions and yon will be recjuesied to enatd legis- 
latiou on the basis of its ])rovisions. 

One of the jtrovisious of the Delhi Pact is that a ('ommission of Emjuiry 
should be set up “to efojuire into and n‘port on the causes and extiuii of the 
recent disturlianees and to maki* recommendations with a view to jireveiiting 
recrudescence of similar trouble in future”. You are aware that a 
inission (d Empiiry has been set uj) in my State under an Ordinance and it 
has been making investi^»afions as enjoined in the Pact. ^ ou will be asked 
to ajiprovi* of a Bill to rej»lact* this Ordinance. 

On a rough computation it appears that the total number of ^refugees 
who hav(‘ come ov(‘r from East Bengal since th«‘ lotli August, 1947, would 
Be about 40 lakhs. Many amongst tliem have already fitted them.selvc's into 
■ the economic ^ife of the State*. But then* are many who are still waiting 
in great distress to have an opjiortunily of settling themH(‘lv»‘S in West 
B<‘ngal. Y(»u are aware that eluring the months t»i April, Afay, .lune and 
July migration from Ea.^t Jleiigal was .so great that the transit eainji.s in 
West Bengal w(‘re ove*rfiowing and even the platforms at llie Sealilah Bailw'ay 
Station were overcrow deel with men, w’omeMi and ediildren anxious to get 
shelter and food. This was not only very unhygienic hut also |>ro\ed to be 
very inconvenient to jiassengers wlio iioriiiallv travel by trains from Sealdah. 
Arrangements weie inuib^to provide food for tbese unfortunate people until the 
Betugee Rehabilitation Department <d my (rovernnieiit could arrange lor 
their removal from the railway platforms. We ari* thankful that we have 
at last succeeded in clearing the platforms and putting these nicii in regular 
camps or in rehabilitating tiiem. By uerjuiring land or b*a«ing khus mahal 
lauds and by helping them to aetjuire projierty with tlieir own nioiiey,* niy 
Government have been able to rehabilitate nearly 11 lakhs of people up 
to date. This i.s very encouraging but we have vstill a great leeway to mane 
up. One of the methods wdiieh has recently been adojited by niy (govern- 
ment seein.s to have great possibilities. Villages in We.st Bengal, in inany 
ea.ses, are not self-sufficient units in resjMMt of difiVrent services vitally 
m*ces.Hary for a self-contained rural economy. Many villages, for instance, 
w'oujd welcome a n*sident carpenter or a hlncksmith or a potter Tir u fisherman 
among them. The Refugee Rehubilitution Department of my Goveriimeut 
have approached each union board to take in a certain number of families 
into the villages of the union. It has been jiossible, by su^eying the types 
of people in the camps, to allot to a village such artisans of different 
categories as would usefully fit into its €*conomic life. 
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The iottl amount of money spent for relief and rehabilitation up to Juno, 
1950, IB about Bs. 6 crares. We have acquired plots of land and developed 
and distributed them amongst the refugees. We have built thousands of 
houses an(5» allotted them to the migrants. Many refuj^e students have been 
accommodated in existing institutions some of which have been running in 
double shifts. We have ofiened 400 primary schools where 40,000 refugee 
pupils are feeing taught. Four hundred teachers have been employed in 
these primary schools. We have also arranged additional accommodation 
m 100 secondary schools for refugee boys and employed 500 teachers for 
them. 

Cal(!utla has not only been overcrowded with refugees seeking shelter 
here, but a very large number of students anxious to obtain higher education 
have also come into^this city. The (jovernment of India have, on the urgent 
representation of my Government, allotted a sum of Its, 70 lakhs for the 
dispersal of refugee students and this scheme is being implemented and 
will soon come into operation. Efficient high English schools in the districts 
have been raised to the Intermediate standard and Intermediate colleges 
have been strengthened with money and neeessary equipment. It has been 
so arranged that these institutions in the districts do not suffer in efficiency 
by comparison with the (’alcutta colleges. This will result in stopping the 
overenm’ding of the Calcutta colleges, llesides ojumiim new eoll^es in 
the districts, many technical schools whi(‘h were inefficient hat’e been 
strengthened and three new stdiools have been opened under the supervision 
of the Chittaraiijan Locomotive Works, the dadavpore Technical College 
and the Shibpore Engineering College. 

The influx into West Bengal of a large number of refugees — starving or 
ill-nourished, weak and distressed — has increased the incidence of illness not 
only amongst them but amongst the local population. The tuberculosis 
pronlem has become an acute source of anxiety to my Government. A large 
number of beds has been opened in the different hovSj)itals to a(‘commodate the 
increasiug number of sick j)ersons iu this State. Two new 
hospitals for tulxTculosis, one at Digri and another at Beiiaghata, have 
been opened to u('(!ommo(late d5() patients. In Medical College and in 
Kanchrapara dlosiiital the number of tuberculosis beds has been increased. 
My Government nave givt'ii aid to new hospitalti for treatment of (ancer. 
Nearly bO Thaua and Union Health Centres have been opened iu the course 
of this year and another 00 will be opened before the end of the next year 
which will, again, give rclii'f to the villagers who cannot come to the district 
hospitals. In this field there is plenty of scope for private ei.terprise on 
the part of public-spirited citieeus. 

I am distressed to find that the food situation in the State continues to 
cause anxiety to my Ministers, (hie of the many reasons for the difficult 
food position in West Bengal has been the diversion of more than two lakh 
aiTes of paddy lands in certain districts to the cultivation of Jute. Drought 
at tile heginiiiiig of the cultivating season has affected greatly the output 
of .\us paddy in many areas. The influx of a very large number of refugees 
has resulted in an inereased demand on our limited food resources. The 
Stuti has also been visited by natural calamities which have affected the 
North Bengal districts to a great extent. The abnormal floods in the districts 
of Jalpaigiiri, Malda, Nadia and Midnapore have destroyed considerable 
quantities of paddy just at the time of harvesting, and family stocks of rice 
and paddy haVe also been destroyed or washed away. It is natural that, 
under sutm eiri’iimstances, priced soared very high even in surplus areas. 
We had to rush fiwd to these areas in order to bring down the prices. I am 
glad to say thatj'nn spite of all thes^ unfortunate happenings and handicaps, 
my Government have been able to maintain a regxilar flow of food supply 
up till now. This has been possible because in spite of all that has happenea, 
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the State procurement of fot^grains has been fairly satisfactory and indeed 
more favourable than Ut this perioil last year. The Government of India 
have also piven us such help as they could, considering the vary diJflScult 
food situation in the country as a whole. 

West Bengal is very poorly provided with roads and means of, communi- 
cation. Two years a^o a separate roads organisation was established for the 
planning and construction of roads in West Bengal. Uouds are net'essary 
not n>erely as a means of communication for the people, but they are also 
essential for transport of food, for the execution of health and educational 
measures, for purposes of security and maintenance of law and onler and for 
protecting the border between India and Pakistan. A programme for con- 
structing 12,700 miles of road at a cost of its. 129 cn)re8 was drawn up. 
This excludes about 550 miles of roads under the National Highway system. 
The programme was divided into four stages of five years each. The first 
stage of construction of 2,100 miles of roads at a c(»st of Ks. d2 crores is 
being implemented, of which nearlv half is about to be completed by the 
end of this year. As the result of tlie calamity which fell on the Darjeeling 
district in June this year, roads in that urea have been very badly damaged. 
It has been estimated that there were 75 lakhs c.ft. of landslips us well as 
road subsidence in j)la(‘es. There were breaclies in 189 places and damage 
to culverts and bridges. While the cost of n*storing communications for 
inunediute use is about Its. 12*5 lakhs, the ultimate (‘ost for the complete 
ret‘()^struction of the roads i.s estiiuat<*d to be Its. 110 lakhs. The Dar- 
jeeling Hill Cart Hoad, the Teesta Valley Hoad and the Peshoke Hoad 
were all damaged. Men of the Works and Buildings Directorate of my (lov- 
crnmcnt, from the Chief Engineer down to the Work-Surkar, did everything 
humanly po.ssible and I am gla<l to say that it was only through their uu- 
remitting efforts that most of tin* roads were thrown ()])en to v»du«’ulur traffic 
within three weeks of the disaster except at one spot on the ('art H-oud. 
More than 8,000 labourers worked to effe<*t the (luick n‘storation of the road 
traffic. Hepair and improvement of the old Military Itoad from Kurseimg 
Dow Hill to Ghoom was also taken nj) immediately after the disuHter. The 
comlnned efforts of the Military, the Forest Depart nnmt and the Darjeeling 
•Planters’ Association resnlte<i in the n»ad being (juiekl.v repaired and I am 
glad that it €s now jeepable and will soon be thrown o])en to general trafTu*. 

A\ est Bengal has alway.s been deficient in food and it is essential that 
steps should be taken t(» increase fiMal {>rodu<‘tion in the State. With tliis 
object in view a very large nniiiber of tanks have been excavated to provide 
better irrigation facilities. A number of small and large irrigation schemes 
have also been taken in band and it is exp<*cted that by Marcli, 1951, u iiart 
of the Muynrakhsi Project will be completed. One lakn acres of land will lie 
brought under cultivation next year and .we expect H) get extra 00,000 tons 
of foodgruins. 

The financial position of the State to which I referred in my last address 
continued to be difficult and lias been rendered still more diffi(*ult because of 
the many unforeseen and pressing problems which are facing my Govern- 
ment, The problem of restoring to normah;y the ravaged areas of the Dar- 
jeeling and Jalpaiguri districts has increased the financial Inirden enormously. 

Siipj)Umentary Estimates for the public services will be laid liefore you 
and you will be asked to approve them in due course. A Bill will be placed 
Wfore you for the establishment of a Contingency Fund for the State to 
enable necessary withdrawals to meet all emergent and unforeseen expendi- 
ture pending your formal approval of such expenditure by Appropriation 
Acts. 

During the past few months there have been no major incidents in the 
industrial areas. An attempt recently made by some Trade Unions to bring 
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about a total strike. did not inaterialiHe. But anti-social elements taking 
adjeantage of the uncertain conditions in this State as also the prevailing 
disturbed conditions in the world never fail to make attempts to create 
cha(»s. Strike notices are on the horizon. A large number* of traders, 
manufacturers and industrialists are also trying to take advantage of the 
war atmosjVhere of the world by enhancing the prices of essential commodities. 
My Government us well as the Government of India have taken a serious 
view of the situation and are determined to enforce an efficient system of 
control overdhe prices, storage and sale of the essential commodities. The 
Anti-Corruption and Enforcement Branch of my Government are following 
up a very large number of cases where unusual profiteering and blackmarket- 
iug have taken place. It is, however, obvious that we need public oo-opera- 
tiuu before we can eliminate profiteering and blackinarketLng. Whenever 
there is a demand which is greater than (he supply, there is a tendency for 
people to take advantage of the situation. The jmhlic can certainly 
co-operate by refusing to purchase goods at bhickmurket prices. It would 
be a mistake to tliiiik that blackmurketing is a one-sided ullair. Small 
buyers alwaiys encourage bluckmarketiug. No one should buy more than 
what he needs ami there should not be needless and excessive buying and 
st^jrage by consumers. 

We are having a census next year and my Chief Minister has issued an 
anpeul to the pe(»ple to help in making the census as accurate as possible. 
This will give the State vitally important intormation regarding tlic i^ople 
that inhul)it this State, their occupations and their means oi livc^nhood. 
It will also give us statistics relating t<» trade and commerce* in the State 
and HUcli other information as is essential to increa.se* the ctliciency ot the 
State administration ami develop the ecouomie resonreeN of the State and 
promote the iimterial welfare oi the pe(»ple. 

Ah you are aware, an electoral ndl has been prepared in this State for 
the impending (ieneral Klee'tion in tin* m‘xt \car. Tins cl(‘('ioral loll is 
based upon adult sulfrage and it is to he hoped that every one has taken 
advantage of this o|>port unity of being enlisted tor the purposes ot exercising 
his franchise at the next election. • 

A feW' Hills relating to local authorities will be i)laced before you for your 
(’(msideratiori. Certain other Hills will he placed in due eouist*. including 
an important measure for the extension of the Slat/* laws to ('ooeii lh‘har. 
All Ordinaiiees promulgated since the last session will be iluly laid before 
you and yon will lie invited to approve their eouteiits in appropriate enact- 
ments. 

J pray that you may be blessed with souml judguient by the 'Almighty 
for arriving at right couclusions in all these matters.

I regret therefore that I cannot allow you to 
riolate the rules. The position is that all amendments should come through 
the proper channel. How can I allow you to move an off-hand amendment 
at this stage? 

TM Hon’Ma Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY; He forgets that we are 
not asking him now to give his opinion on the resolution. 

Mr. SPEAKER. I think yo i will allow us to proceed according to rules. 
The position is that you will submit your amendments to-morrow. 

Janab MD. KHUDA BUKH8H: Sir, I am thankful to you for having 
given us time till to-morrow. Members ought to be afforded an opportunity 
to study and assimilate the most excellent speech of His Excellency the 
Governor which runs to twelve pages. So my humble submission from this 
side of the House would be that the debate instead of commencing from 
to-morrow, as Jou have already indicated, should be deferred till day after 
to-morrow to enable all the members of the House to study the speech of 
His Excellency and adopt an attitude for the consideration of the House. 
Sir, this is my humble submission. 

Mf. SPEAKER: The position is this. The speech is there. We have 
got to conclude our session at least before the Pujah holidays. We cannot 
go on having our session and taking the risk of the session being extended 
after the Pujah holidays. Now, the position is this that we haye allotted 
two days’ time for allowing a general discussion. I do not know as to what 
the memlKTH will desire. It may be that they may desire some extra time 
in order to conclude their discussion. 1 do not know — that will be a matter 
for us to discuss later on. If I alldw oJ^e day’s time more, that will not 
materially alter the situation. You have got to read the speech — it is not a 
very lengthy speech nor is the thing so difficult that you must have more 
time. 1 think I can allow this that the session will start to-morrow at 4 
o’clock and I can allow you time till 3 o’clock even in order to send in your 
amendments. Within that hour we shall make them cyclostyled and circu- 
lated and the discussion will continue to-morrow and the day after. 

Janob MD. KHUDA BUKH8H: Mr. Speaker, 1 bow down to your 
ruling, but my submission is that on this side of the House there is a small 
group which flutters itself as a party, but, Sir, 1 find that the more 
important among the members are not presnt to-day.

Therefore, Sir, I 
was suggesting to you, in order that the Oppo.sition as a whole might get a 
chance of studying the speech and formulating their attuude towards it, 
that there may be an extension for a day. Since you prescribe in your 
wisdom that to-morrow at 3 o’clock would be the time that would suffice 
for the Opposition as a whole to go through the speech and also formulate 
their attitude about it, I have to accept it, but again ray submission would 
be to you for your cousid^ation that it may be deferred till day after 
• to-morrow' at 3 o’clock or any other time suitable for the House and we 
shall then table our amendments. The question is about tabling amend- 
ments and sending in amendments. What the amendments would be and 
what the discussion thereon would be — that wouW be for the House, but 
the Opposition should be given adequate opportunity for tabling the amend- 
ments. That is my submission. 

»Mr« SPEAKER : So for as the absence of members is concerned, that is 
not my fault nor the fault of the House. That is the fault of the membm 
who have not chosen to- attend the House. Therefore, that question is dni 
of consideration.

Ministers. 

year I rememher — T will refresh my memoriy ])y going through the 
records— Sj. Deven Sen had complained that there was no labour policy. 
This time there is a labour policy. It is very much like King Lear being 
replaced^by King Stork. I^aht year there was no mention of any labour 
policy in the speech, but this ye;ir there is a policy, namely, that anybody 
who talks of /trike is an auti-social element. This year also I find in the 
amendment moved ])y Dr. llanerji a complaint that there is no labour 
policy, but there is a labour policy, and that policy lias been placed before 
this House. We know that the Howrali Municipal Association w^anted a 
Tribunal, hut tljat was not granted. Then the employees went on a strike, 
and we got an (^'er of a Tribunal immediately within three or four days. 
Not the Hindu Mnzdoor Sabha of which I happen to be the Chairman but 
the Trade I'nion ('ongress is trying to get a Tribunal about the jute 
workers for one year or more. They actually gave dhama to Sj. Kalipada 
Mookerjee. hut he is not moving at all. I do not know what ex-C'live 
Stre(‘t and now Netaji Subhas Hoad was dictating to him. There ^^as some 
other Trihunal not of course as w(‘ wanted, hut there wav at least some attempt 
to meet the grievances, hut here nothing <]oing. ritimately, on the threat 
of a strike, imim'diately a Trihunal lias come. I have got a c(\|^;^of that 
already; it is in my hand. For one year all the leaders of the Indian 
National Trade linioii Congress amongst whom was the Chiet Whiji also, 
could not get a Trihunal, hut when there was a strike, within 72 hours 
ord(*rs issued from Writers' Huildiiigs, and it is already in the hamls ol 
different unions. Hul tliere iv a hw/ in it. Itmn of the Issues or the 
SehedulCs, as they are called, does not mention any bonus. The coiitiui- 
tion is that in the last Trihunal we demanded three months’ bonus. 

Tlie Tribunal Jmlgtvs said that there wer(‘ not tacts enoug-h heiore them. 
This was not {jiiite coiT<‘ct. The balance sheets ot these comjianies \vcre 
examined and on tlu' hasi.s ot them bonuses could have heen declared, hul 
it was not done during thest* two years, lu the meantiim’* the workers of 
iuan\ eompanies (dther !>\ means of .striki* or h\ threats ot strike ha\c got 
l)onns ™-in sonic for two months, in some otliers for one month, and woikms 
of most uf iht' engim*enng concerns got ono ilionth's honus. lu Itomhay 
they have got two months’ bonus, and in the coal industries four montlis' 
bonus. In .lamslu'djun unl\ icccntl\ more than three months’ bonus was 
deidared. Here, in the (‘iisc ot -lute ^Mills whose jirotits go elsewhere, we 
find that their balance sheets are a framl. Kxervhcxlv knows, even one 
who is innocent ot accounting knows that laml taluc is not ilecrcasing- bur 
inci'casing. But in all their halam e sheets \ou will find that land value 
is decreasing and that there is dcprc(*iation and so on and so forth. Sir, 
in ten years' time it has increased ten times hut tlieir profits are 
iuum‘diatel\ transierred not to the workeis hut to more shares hv increas- 
ing lakhs .shares to another '*tl lakhs defrauding the workers ot their due 
share of tlu' profits. So, vSir, tin* dute Mills have dejirived the workers all 
along. During the war ]>eriod they have g^'U nothing, nor have they got 
aiiviliing even after the Tribunal came. Even in tins the latest Trihunal 
which lias heen granted there is no meiifion ot aii> bonus. Tliat is fully 
an indication of what we .ire going to get from this Tribunal. 

Tlien, f^Tr, there is another matter. I do not want to critiidse any- 
body. But one of the TribuTial Judges has expressed a definite opinion in 
the Calcutta Corporal fou Tribunal that there must be a finality in litiga- 
tion, But so far as the relations between labour and capital are concern- 
ed, there can lu' no finality as long as workers are not going to be masters 
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of the factories and despots ctnitiiuie. Therefore this matter cannot l>e 
in the 'JYibiinal unless there is u chancre in the outhxik. Hut the 
man who holds such a View is a misfit for such a Trihumil. He may he 

E romoted to Judgeship of the Iligli Court hut he is a misfit tor a T^hunaL 
a 1947 Dr. Suresh Clu^ndia Baiierji said, “By means of Triimnal we shall 
solve the problem’’. I did not quite agree witli liim, but 1 admitted tluit 
at least -some attemi)ts couhl be made to minimise strikes if Tribunals are 
granted occasionally to meet the tlemands of the workers. 'Dnlay, of 
course, there are various demands of the workers and certainly we cannot 
meet all their demands. But there are 4juestions of living wages, then 
share in the profits, etc., and in the management. So if a man who not 
only does not iinderstaml it but openly deelares his \iews not only onee but 
several times is there, 1 do not know what wtiuld be the fate of the recom- 
mendations even if they aie conceded by the Tribunal c^msisting of such 
men. The view of one ot the Judges of the Tiibunal deliberately and 
strongly exjiressed is that thtu’e must be a finality in litigatitin. So once 
a Tribunal is granted and theu* Is an award, it must be final unless there 
is a substantial change in the circumstanees. 

Regarding the I)amo«lar Valley Cor]>oration, I have got fourteen 
points. 1 won’t sjieak on mam of them, and I ho))e some other sneakers 
will s])eak on them. 1 shall not toucli all the points. 1 find that the 
Damo(laT*4’allcy Corjmration ami the Mor Projects have been eithtu* stopped 
or slowed dowui for want of money. I do hohl that more pressure should 
he put on tin* Centre, and tlie capitalists ami the ]Mihlic liere to invest 
money; and money can be raised ami should he raisiul to have the si'luune 
accelerated. Tl will juoduce food and bung seli-suilieitmcy to tin* ])rovinre 
and otiuu' kinds ot wealth. It will also provide cm|doyinent to many 
refuget‘s whose pr(d)lein is most acut(‘ today. Th(‘y are colhu'ting crores 
through National Savinj^s Scliome, but I <!<> not know' wdiat is lia]>|M'ning 
to tliem. During the wai ptTiod the nioin\\ was sptuif on war imlustries. 
But tli(^ mone\ raised in Bengal now at least can lie diverl<‘d. I find the 
llofi’lde Finance Minist(‘r is Hiniling, i)\i( as, a lawman I leel that attempts 
sliould 1 m‘ ni.ule*tliat these juojects tire acradeiateil and not slowed down. 

Sir, abolition fd’ zamindaT\ is amdhei matter. In Fobriiary last many 
Sfreakers both from this sidy of the House and the other raisi-il ih(* subjiud, 
but sinci* J)r. Ko> is against it. he does not listen or listens but does not 
can* about the abolition oi laridlordisin . I nred md sjMMk what others say, 
but I may say that Madras lias done it, I nited Provinci's has <lone it, Hiliai' 
has (hint* it. •ind t‘\t'n I'i.islton Pakistan has doiit* it But tiou'e is no 
mention of this m tho A-s'^iunblx, and why so? J)r. Ho\, tlo* Chad Minister, 
said in Te})l\ to a deb.ite*thai sanctify «)f prixate pjopml^ is sacrosamd, 
and in that \iew we c.niiint oxpeet rhe abolition (d laiMllofdism as huig as 
lie is siltiuo ti^ht o\ei lleur, unle'.-. b** eluriges liH \u-ws. »d whirl) I dimbt 
there is any hope. 

Another point I want to touch upon is with regard to tlu‘ Calcutta 
CorjxM'atioii \is-u-xis Howiali Municijialil \ . In the hist session there was 
a relereme that tluTe wauild be atiiilt suilrage. But, Sir, not t<» speak <»f 
adult suffrage, even some limited adult sutirage has not yet lieen given 
to the Howrah Municipality which is just across the ri\er and otliei* 
municipalities. W'e demand that that sliould be d'^uie. 

Then, Sir. with regaid to the Howrah Improvement Trusf,* we lalkerl 
ahoui this in this House, passed a Bill and amemled it, ]>ut I do not know 
whether it i.s now in some corner of the almirahs in the Writers’ Buildings, 
nor do we know what has been done. Calcutta hinin\^ are bad enough 
but anybody who has gone to Howrah Caown about Howrah huMtees and 
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unless the Improvement Trust moves quickly — fortunately we have a doctor 
as the Thief Minister and he knows that it is the hot-bed ^of all kin^s of. 
diseases, t^'phoid, dysentery, pox and all the rest of it — these diseases can- 
not removed, but there is no mention of it in the speech we are 
discussing. • 

liegarding high prices and black-marketing a very curious thing has 
happened. Instead of doing what hey should they have come down on the 
public shying, “You are guilty; you public pay the prices, therefore you 
are as guilty as tlie man who exacts l)lack-market prices”. To this an 
effective reply wfis given by the leaders of the Bengal Provincial Trade 
Union Congress, hut as I said this Government never care to deviate from 
their line ; they are going along their own line ! they are trotting out the 
same rotten argument — the public is also re.sponsible. Yes, responsible to 
Rome extent — thftt cannot be denied. Why not give the public some 
responsibility to arrest the black-marketers, not beating them but bring- 
ing them to Wellington Square or Lai Bazar? Then we think much of 
the black-marketing will stop. There may be some abuses, 1 can quite 
conc(*iv(\ but when you say that the public is responsible, give it some 
autliority also. In other provinces out party started picketting godowns 
where black-marketing goes on. The result is we are arrested. We are 
afraid if we take initiative beli(‘ving in the words of the speecli delivered, 
we may find ourselves in jail instead of the black-marketers, strikers 
can he put under preventive arrest why cannot a hundred blacf -marketers 
about whom ])eo})le arc whispering and the whisper^ must havt‘ reached 
(‘von the d(!af ears — cotton-filled ears — of Dr. Boy, be so done? (The 
llonble Dr. Bidjivn Ciiani»k.\ Bo^ : Dinif ears?) (.lanah Mu. Knriu 
Brhiisii : He ha> corre< ti‘d it — cotton-filled ear^.) As I suggi'sted in this 
House before, if a hundred of them — not chuno pif7)tL> hut ra<}hoJ) hoah 
are arrested and kept in detention as jamais — sons-in-law — 1 think the whole 
thing will stop. Some were .suggesting — Bengel Provincial Tradt' Union 
Congress wtuv suggesting confiscation (d tlani pro])eit\. Tlmt will not ht* 
necessary, T think. As a first st(‘j) tin* Briti'^h Gi )Vt‘rmn(*nt found it very 
useful, 'riiev us(*d to arrest the jiedple wlenn the\ susjxH’t'Ml, put all p(M)])le 
like Dr. Bo\ and otlu'rs in jinson and th(‘> tound tliat at least tf»r the lime 
being they" could sto]> it. So for the time being black-marketing can be 
stoppeil if not more than a liundrcd jicople who avv known to be blai'k- 
marketers in the diffiuent spheres are kept in detention — maal not be ke])t 
in the Presidmiey dail. they ean share Ills Hxeelliuiex ’s ijuarters tlaue. 
Even tin'll if tlii'v are not allowed to go in the fatka bazar to dispos*- of 
their ill-gotten shan's and othei things the u hole thing wt-i) sto]). But 
that is not going to happen. AN’liat irrit.ite-. nn* and the pnblie i-, that 
instead of doing- that they siionld sa\ . “woll. \(Mi art* gnilt\'' 'Fliat is the 
most unlu'ard of ]u-oeedure. Similarly tln'v could say of t*ver\ thing. 
Your pocket is picked — you are neglig-eut. Youi houst* is burnt — yon are 
negligent. Somebody does srunt'thing Avrong with the Avnim*n folk — Avhy 
not defend and die in the attempt? So there is no necessity for the Chief 
Minister or the Home Minister for jiolice arrangement. Leave it to chaos 
ns Oandhiji said. But n.s you are sitting there and claiming to do evci-y- 
Hiing properly, you should do things properly. 

Regarding housing problem I have to say something new in this House. 
This I have not said before. Dr. Banerji has given notice about housing 
for ipdust^ial labour. Housing dor refugees i« a problem •w'hicb Dr. Boy 
is tryii^to tackle at Habrt^and other places, but there is a simpler .solu- 
tion. t^at I do suggest Ib rather too simple — anybody having more than 
three rooms for a fnniily of five, those premises be requisitioned. A space 
of 1,000 feet per individual only should be guaranteed and anvbody having 
excess of that is anti-social and that should be taken away. Dr. Roy need 
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BOt be afraid of his house- because part of it is his dispensary where he looks 
after the patients but his library may be requisitioned for the rtiJiabilita- 
’tion\of refugees. (The Hon’ hie Dr. Bidhax Ciiandua Hov: Thank 
you for small mercies ! ) There are huudred.s of house-owners w ho dt) not use 
most of their rooms or^use very scarcely whereas thousands and -^ns of 
thousands of people are rotting, some in Sealdah Station and some in Howrah 
Station who came from Oris.sa. At least temporarily all the homes that 
are available should be reciuisitioned for them as you are speaking of war 
measure. This is a war measure where you are taking houses only tempo- 
rarily and immediately houses are construcled — I do not waiO them to be 
of cement and steel, bamboo and mud may bo used which may be lasting 
for five or ten years and in the meantime our factories will be able to 
produce sufficient steel and cement — at least we may build bouses as tbe 
eliawls in Bombay for tbe workers, they will bo released. Why should it 
be difficult to requisition all the rooms in excess of three*roonis per family 
of hve for refugees!^ They will be asked to vacate as soon as bouses are 
built and they will be ghid to do so. Thi.s is a procedure which can be 
adopted and it has been adopt eil in other countries where labour has a say 
— a proper say in tlu‘ affair^ ot the nation. In thi.s country labour’s voice 
is weak, the "organisation is weak. Dr. Ron's views are well kmiwn and 
others trom whom 1 bad expected better are tr\ing to laugh away at the 
suggestion. Ycm may laugli today but tomorrow nou may timl parts of 
your bou^^s bt*ing occupied by tlu' refugees and Dr. Roy and Sri Kalipada 
Mookerji will find it diilicult to get tbe police m‘cessary to (‘ject all of 
them. (The llon’lde Binr\'ii Ma/imdvu; No mud anywhere; you are 
throwing ail the mud at the ( iovernment . ) 

I Nvould like to speak a tew words on civil liberty. There is no mention 
here and civil lilaut.N as we understand it doi‘s not exist. It is true some 
])eople who were in jail liavt* ))fcn released; I find one of tin* mtunbers of 
this House has l.emi released n^entlN, but there aie many oIIhms wdio are 
ill jail and at buist on humanitarian grounds eases of many (‘ould be revnov- 
ed as is being doin' in otln'r provinces, I am not a jri«*n<l oi the (aunmiinist 
Tarty. I do not want all of them to bo put in jail but their policy is wrong. 
1 ain only requesting that those imunliers of tbe (’ommunist Jbirty who are 
suffering from illness, Dr. Ron as (diief Minister shoubl revie\v their eases 
and release them. The cases’ ot Miizaifar Ahmed, (iunesli (ihosh, Kumal 
Sarkar, Samsul Hiida—soine ot them au* well known to me, we worked 
together and it fills m> lieart Nvitb agony Nvhen we find that we are unalile 
to do anything in their illness — shoubl be reviewed. 

There is ^mother thing Nvliieh is nearer home ami that is thi‘ Socialist 
Party. We declared a slrikt‘ tor the 1‘Jth, and on the Kith many of us were 
detained under the PreveiTliNe Detent H)n Act. When this Bill w-as pas.sed, 
we were told that this power NVf)uld not he u.sed for ordinary nurjioses; it 
would only he used when there Nvas violence. It was also said that cases 
of those i^rsons wdio are not guilty of violence Nvould bo reviewed. There 
was no question of violence in the case of strike of the 12th. Dn the 12th 
there w-as no violence at least on the Howrah side. In Calcutta also there 
was no violence. Some of the Hindu Mahasahhait.s were arrested. They 
were arrested, but were released later on. Sir, strike is not illegal. Had 
it been illegal, and if thev took part in that illegal strike, they could have 
been arrested under the law. But that is not the fact; they were arrested 
under the preventive section, w-hich is, I think, the negation of civil liberty. 
Of the arrested persons only one ha.s not yet been relea.sed anA the rest of 
them have been released. ‘He was the Secretary of the Howrah Muni- 
cipality. I don’t know why he was arre.sted because the municipality was 
exempted from strike. He" had no connection with any other union. He 
is known by the Chief Whip, if not by the Chief Minister, I want to know 
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why he wuk i»ot relt*;ise<l. Eveu tor personal reasons he should have been 
released^ because he is ailing’*. Apart troni that on the j^round of civil 
liberty he should have been released. The Secretary of the rHowrah M'Aiii- 
eipality Uiow Vice-President j was denied this civil liberty, I think he 
should ^^e iiniuediatel\ released. His continued jletention amounts to 
negation of civil liberty, and there are many other cases in which civil 
liberty has been jeopardised. Onl\ the High Court has come to our rescue 
one after another. \Vljy not review all the ca^es^ You have already done 
so ill maSy cases. 1 think that uould he a very good gesture. 

vSir, 1 am sure Janab Kliuda Hnklish and (ftlier^ will speak at length on 
the minority rehabilitation. 1 would also like to inijiress one aspect ot it. 
According tf» the Jbict anylajdy who will he returning uji to December will 
he given back his proper! \ . But lor jobs only seven days’ time was given 
for return. .\n\bo(ly u ho ran away for his lile will get back his job if he 
returns within only seven da.vs. Even that report was not published in the 
papers. That n^port did not reach the villag-es of Bihar. The workers 
are illiterate peojde and they were not given any iacility to know about 
this notice. This notice should ha\e been given puhlicity among the 
work(*rs, hut that was not dom*. Alxmt ‘Jtl.tMH) jute workers witli 20, 2o 
and evrii <1(1 \ears’ servi(‘e went awa> . The\ came hack hut all of them 
hav(‘ not got hack their jobs. Some ol tliem were (d course luck), but 
even then all their jiast services have gone. Tlie\ are not gtOting their 
J*rovi<h‘ut Fund money and Companv’s cniitrihiirioii. On a rougk '(‘sl im.ite 
aliout 20,001) workers h.ive been dennxl ihes«‘ lM*nefi(s in this illegal manner.

8], 8IBNATH BANERJEE: As regards the refugees a rosy pirtuii* ha.8 
been presented by Ills Kx(*t*llenc\ in bis spei'cb. He has said that eleven 
lakhs of ]t‘fugees have been rehabilitated. What has been ilone is to take 
them away from camjis. hut that is nc»t rehabilitation, and I am anxiously 
"ailing tor a statement from the Chiei Minister. I'o rehabilitate 11 lakbs 
of people. Sir, at least two lakh houses or huts have to lx* cy)n'^fru/! ted. 
But from figures I find tliat about 20<J to oHO huts might have been 
eonstnicted at Howrah. I am not sure about it as I am not sure about 
thiug.s done at other refugee centres. But there is ifo figure anywhere to 
show that two lakh huts have l>een constructed by Government o'r with the 
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help of Government. As regards giving them jobs I find that about 50,000 
men haie been given employment. I may Jbe mistaken. Assuming that 
about one lakh of people have bfeen employed

rehabilitated.

As regards rehabilitating refugees sent to union boards, I do not know if 
they have been given any lands. To say that they have been rehabilitated it 
is neeessarv that ten to fifteen bighas of land slmfuld be given to each family. 
Sufficient lands may not be available to rehabilitate those refugees who were 
sent to places in Howrah, Baraset-Basirhat areas, or to Bankura. So I 
can say that the refugees have neither been rehabilitated with lands nor 
with jobs. Therefore, to say that these refugees have been rehabilitated 
is a mischievous statement, 1 should rather say. I quite realise, Sir, that 
the problem is an enormous one, and that no country in the w^orld was ever 
faced with such a big problem. You ought to have said that we have done 
HO much but don’t give us a picture wdiich is not correct. Myself and 
many of my friends have been to many refugee camps, viz,, Basudebpur, 
Dhubulia and others. Everywhere we found more or Jess tlie same picture. 
When refugees arrive in eanips the male adults aie given doles of Ks. 2 
or Us. a wei'k while children and women are given Be. ]-(> am,! Bs. 2 ])er 
liead. Somt* work of tlie nature of cleaning the camp is given to a very 
small jiroportion of the refugees — their number is infinitesimal. One eom- 
pluiiil is that no social worker is allowed to help the refugi'es. In canijis 
the retug-eivs are kept as if in concentration camjis — almost as jirisoners. 
iict us for a minute conijiare the condition of the refugees in Delhi and 
KurukslK'tra eoming from West Pakistan. There were one and a half 
lakhs of ]K*oj)le ^^llo stayial there over a year and voi'ational triiining as well 
as productive work was given to the inmates so that they might not feel 
discouraged for lack of work. Moreover, the entire camj> was run by social 
workiU’H in co-operation with the authorities. Behabilitatioii jdans were 
fonniilaled and those jieople were dispersed according to pbn. 

A sum .of Us. 5 crores was allotted by the Central Government and a 
further sum of Us. 4^ crores was also financed by the Central Government 
for rehabilitation of East Bengal refugees. But how this money has beeu 
spent I do not know, I know that about Ks. 2 crores have been spent, i 
want to imjiress upon the Government that when more money was offered, 
it ought to have been spent for the refugees. What I want is that more 
money should be budgeted for and sjieut by Governmeiit. (At this stage 

the tmie-liiuit was reached ) vSir, 1 am sorry 1 have not beeu able to 

finish iu seven minutes because the matter is so important. 

Mr. 8PEAKER: Y ou, please, go on. 

8J. 8IBNATH BANERilEE: Now, Sir, I come to the most important 
point. A note appeared iu the “Amrita Bazar Patrika” to the following 
effect : — 

The Government of India decided in June last to spend Bs. 75 crores 
on rehabilitation of displaced persons during the next three 
financial years in accordance with the recommendations of the 
. H^h Power Committee appointed last year under the Chairman- 
ship of Sri Gopalaswami Ayyangar.' According to another 
reoommendation of^the Committee the Government increased the 
allotment of i950-51 from Rs. 20 crores to Rs. 25 crores exclusive 
of the amount of Pakistan displaced persons for whom a separate 
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sum of Rs. o crores has been agreed to. A i*t*vlew was to Imve 
taken place in July examine possibility of further raising 
the totikl sum available tluritig lfhu)-ol. 

I hoi^e this statement published in the ‘‘‘Anirita Bazar Patrikj^’' is 
correct. I sltould like td know if we have got this money and. if so, how 
it has been spent. 

I shall now refer to the note submitted by tlie General Secretary of the 
Barrackpore Clmtkal Mazdoor Vnion regarding the ndiabilitafiou of 
refugees in industrial areas. The suggestions made were as follows 

tl) All future vacancies in unskilled labour, partieuiail> IhiJlis, 
might he filled up 1\\ refugeevs (about one thousand per numth). 
Semi-skilled jobs acc»)unt tor at least one tlouisand refiiget‘s per 
month. • 

(3) All workers above no years or above 25 years of service should 

retire and this wttuld absorb 4 to o ]>(‘r cent, ot the labour force. 

(4) Ten aj)prentiee teclinicians from refugee* ho\ s from (*verv mill will 

iicc'ommodate one thousand ref iige(‘.s. 

(5/ Kvei\ null should talo' in a learnei assistant for i verv (h‘(»urfment ; 
this may account for 111-12 hevuls for each null and will absorb 
about I.OIKI lu*a(ls.

I am going to s«‘e 
thost^ who protected and I will make you all full of blof»d in a few minutes.’’ 
i'Aeii then the^iieii did not lUii aw.iv so it i.s lejiorted. 4’hen the Gom- 
m.imlant ordered the ariiu‘d .police to fire, hut tln‘y said, “Wc* cannot fire* 
unless our GonTtnandant givc's onh*rs.“ So, he snatcdied a kukn and 
stabbed Anukul Biahma who iidl down and then tiic*d to run away. Them 
he snatched a revolver ami tired — that liit Anukurs arms and his hrotlier 
Amulya Brahma on the .siiouhler, hut tiie.\ did not die of the gun-shot 
wound. The doctor was sent fen-, hut he would not come. I’lu* Gommaml-* 
ant then sent a rhit wliieli I have* got wdth me and 1 would pa.ss it on to 
the Ghief Minister. He said, “W hy don’t you cfum* and attend tho 
patients He is sutferiiig from gun-slmt wound,” The* doctor said, ‘T 
Won’t go. J.,et him he brought.” The people did not dare to bring tiie 
patient to the unwilling doctor. The dying man also want<*d to sec* his 
parents, his wife and his cliild. But he ditnl there* within three hours of 
nis being wounded. Of course, after he was wounded, he was feft there. 
When the firing was going on there, »*v(*rybody ran away and somebody 
with a torch light found him lying on the ground. This is the story — not 
story but the rejeort and I have got it sigped by one Satyasaran. His

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^signature in there and he is available for interrogation. After that the -mai 
tlied, and the Government attejppt to whitewash the whole thing is veri 
deplorable. It is quite possible that on that day the Go’^erninent did no 
know all the facts, but since^then Mrs. Leela Roy and some other' peoph 
wentNhere and investigated into the incident an/1 brought this documen 
signed l)y the camp people— by the Secretary of the Bastuhara Samity anc 
by those who were lieaten. They have got signed document to disprove 
the Government version. The Commandant was not arrested. Informa 
tion was given to the police. The Superintendent of Police went there 
The Magistrate also went there, but he did not arrest him. He said tha 
he could not do it — .some .senior military officer’s permission was necessary 
The Commandant along with some other officers of the camp was allowec 
ut dead of night to go away with his family and all his belongings. Thej 
were not going to be arrested — at least they could remain there. Th( 
appropriate aiftiiority could arrest them. The Commandant is bein^ 
charged with man-slaughter and deliberate cruelty of a barbarous nature 
but even then he was allowed to go away. Next day, when the camp people 
enquired about him, they were told that he had i)een given leave. I dr 
not know where he is — Dr. Roy knows it. I voice here the demand of the 
public as voiced in several meetings. There must be an impartial enquiry 
by eminent [uiblic men or better still by a High Court Judge. A sugges- 
tion has been made that the eiuiiiirv committee should be ])resided over by 
Dr. Radha Benode Pal. 1 think that is the best suggestion that can bt 
made. A better Jurist than him it is ditiicut to find. 1 tliink the Govein- 
inent should immediately agree to this suggestion made by the public. 

There is also one thing I would request Dr. Roy to take note of. 
There is an attempt to rmnove some of the refugees from there. The 
refugees feel— 1 do not know hut the refugees feel — that this is an attempt 
to lake away witm'sses from the place. Tiierefore, J would request Dr. Roy 
to go into the mati(‘r immedialely and let us have the facts— the facts that 
he will get, 1 do not know what they aie — hut the people will have more 
trust in au eiiqilirv committee over which Dr Uadlia Ih'Uude Pal jiresides. 
Then those who iiave l)t‘en injurerl and killed should get ]>ioper comjiensa- 
tion. That man has u wife, a child and old parents. Others also should 
get compensation. At the same tune, no refugee should be taken away 
from there who can give any evidence on this subject. 1 think no member 
of the Cabinet — faF less the Chief Minister — can desire that a Commandant 
ahould behave like that. The public demands and expects of him to rise 
up to the occasion and accept the enquiry committee which is being 
demanded.

Janab MDi KHUDA BUKH8H: Mr. Speaker, Sir, 1 am thankful to 
IlicS K-\e(*lleney for affording’;' uh this ofipfirtunit \ of discusHin^ the poiiey ^ 
that is l)eing jmrsued in the various departments of his (iovernmenl. Jn 
his most excellent speerii he has covered quite a wide fiehi of administra- 
tive activities that are being pursueil by his (iovermnent. Hut. Sir, herfl 
1 have to draw your attention to one or two things that appear to me to b« 
misleading. Sir, in his .‘Speech referring to the succesii that bus attended 
the iXdhi Pact and its worKing he has said that “since the pact my (iovern- 
ment have been able, by energetic action, to create such conditngjs in^n\ 
State where, as the migration figures sho\%% larger numbers of Muslim 
migrant. s are coming back and are being restored to their former life’ . 

Sir, I have no quarrel with the fact that larger numlwrs of MnsliiUfi 
who had migrated consequent on the disturbances arc coming buck to tlie 
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State. But, Sir, I do not know if His Excellency has been well advised 
by hh Government to have stated before this Assembly that they are being 
restored to their former life. • 

Sir, I suffer from an. initial disability that I happen to be a representa- 
tive chosen from this House to work in the Minority Commission set up 
under the Delhi Agreement. There are many things that have come before 
me in the Commission and we have taken upon ourselves a self-imposed 
embtt^^go that whatever comes to our notice through the Commission is 
confidential and, therefore, Sir, I shall not be able to give you the figures 
and the facts that have come to my notice as a Minority Commissioner. 
But, Sir, generally sjieaking, 1 shall have to tell you and tell this House, 
because this House is my constituency, I represent this House in the 
Minority Commission, exactly what has been achieved by way of imple- 
mentation of the Delhi Agreement. Sir, you are aware of this that 
thousands upon thousands of Mussulmans had migrated to various places, 
many of them outside this State of West Bengal. Consequent upon the 
signing of the Agreement and the cessation of blood-shed and turmoil, the 
Mussalmans came back. That is not to say that they came back because 
they were convinced that there was a sense of security or complete 
security was prevailing in this country, but because they felt that the 
signing of the Agreement was a great au^>ury and belter conditions would 
soon follow. Sir, there is no wide-scale lawlessness today^ but I, as a 
rejiresentative of the minorities, am bound to tell you and througli you to 
this House that that sense of security whieli the Delhi Pact sought to 
achieve and infuse in the minds of the Mussalmans has not been attained 
and realised. 

Sir, this statement of His Excellency that they are being restored to 
their iorirn'r lite means that they are being rehabilitated, that they are being 
given back tlieir bouses, that tbe\ are being given emiiloyment that they 
held, that thev are being restoreil to tlieir sliojxs, that Ihev are being, 
generally sjiejikiiig, restored to their normal avcxsitious tlu*\ had -betore 
they left this country. 1 am afraid. Sir, this is not beijig done*. It \\^)iild 
b(‘ inten‘sting to ask I Ins (lovernment to give this House lacts and figures 
telling Hiis House how many villages and how many nuilutlhis in the (owns 
were atleeted duniig the la.st disturbance, bow many Mushni> were killed, 
how niuiiN bouses were burnt, bow man\ liousi's were looted, how many 
Musliins niigrati'd to I’akislan or elsewhere, how iiianv have siiict‘ returned, 
liow many bouses b*ive since been returned to the Muslims — about industrial 
labour— how many Muslims have been given back tlieir j<;bs, what the 
relief givim to the Muslims immediatt‘l\ aftt‘r tiu' distiiibaiice and wiiat is 
the relief being- given ti) the Muslini> after the\ ]ia\e come lieie liy way of 
rehabilitation grant.s. 

Sir, I can inform this House that the Government of the State decided 
"to give Muslims an all-purposes grant ol not exceeding K.s. 200 and the 
distribution of the.se grants was left to the district authorities. The 
district authorities were expected to ‘use their discretion in the disburse- 
ment of the.se grants, I can tell you this. Sir, because T have got the 
figures that, without naming the districts, most of the districts have not 
yet given returns of their figures and I do not know what they have done, 
but with regard to those districts which have given their returns, not more 
tliAn 5 {t^r cent, have received a grant of Rs. 100 and mostly they have 
received between Rs. Hf and Rs. 14 per family. I ask you, Sir, in all 
humility, is this epough 'for rehabilitation of a Muslim wlio was rendered 
a destitute due to the disturbance P Sir, the State of West Bengal could 
not give protection to the minbiities, for reasons 1 am not going to go into 
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at the moment becan.^e it woulil be useless — I want to bury the dead past, 
bat it is a very* very important question — the amount which was grunted* 
because it is currently enjoying the attention of Government. 

Sir, in this connection it would interest you to draw a comparison. The 
East Bengal retugees who are our charge and whom we have given our 
sacred word that we shall rchahilitate them in this proviiu'e are getting 
a certain sum. The Muslim nationals of AVest Bengal who were driven out 
also suffered greatly. The horrors are all well knowui to you, Sir. They 
went away, they hav(‘ come hack (piite in the same distresstul conditions 
as the East Ifengal retugees. Tlie> have been treateil on a footing different 
from the East Bengal retugees. vSir, ilis Excellencs has also (di.served that 
many refugees have fitted theinsehes into the economy ot this State, hut 
I wonder. Sir, if His Exeel lencv has been tohl hy his (fov^rnment exactly 
through what pi()ees.-> thi.s rehahilit.ition took place or was acliieved. I 
wonder, Sir, it His 1‘ixeellency knows tliat hundreds of acres of land wi*ri» 
lorcibly occujued b\ the retugees and built upon. 'Ibis proei'ss eommemaHl 
a long time ago. You will rei'all that during the last (h'bate on Him 
ExcelleiK*^ 's sjaH'cii I nnuitioned it. it was gnnitiy uc<*eh‘rated by the 
ri'cent disturlianee and liundied^ iipiui hundreils (d acnvs of land have bm'ii 
torcihly taken ]>o,^se^^lon of by the retugiavs mid built uptin. Where is the 
indication of (Jovernmeiit policv in regard to those land.s!'* Sir, I might 
tell you thaT ot tlie liumlnnls of acrt‘s ot land toreildy occupied hy the 
rtdugecs ilie laige majority behuigs to tin* Muslims. 1 do not know.. Sir, 
why the retugm-s coinni^ o\er trom East Bengal should devidop a hostile 
attitude towards the Mussalnians Inue. They should realise that here we 
sutlered the same fate a.s they did in East Bengal. We are sufferers of a 
common malady . They should instead be more friendly and more 
s\ mpat heticall\ disposed towards the minorities. Sir, I liope this afipeal 
will go out to them. 

Sir, His Exei'lleney lias mentioned that luaeliimuy has hemi provided for 
tlte ic.'.toi ation of immovable projierty, houses as well as other iiiimovahle 
pi(qterty, to the teturniiig migrants. Sir, immediately after the signing 
ot the pact there was a real energetic action and in (^ileutta restorations 
w(‘ir brisk and many. In the distiicts the i<*st(»r.ilion is ncgligililr and in 
maii,\ districts mi, 'J'iicn. Sir, it was discovered by ( iovcriimmit that thir 
j)iescnt laws of the land were deficient and the police tiad no authority to 
summarily evict the trespassers and restoic (he lawful owners and occupants 
to jiosscs'iion, e have lieen t<>ld tf»r a long- time that legislation is 

coiitemjdaled. Sir. I wish tliat His Kxcelleucy Ji.id given us an indication 
wh\’ it lias taken sm‘!i a h»ifg turn* to l)nng in an all-important legislation 
lor the T’t'habilitat ion ol the Muslim migrants. 

Sir, this que.stion of lehahilitation is one whether it he the rchahilita- 
ti(»n of Ea.st Bengal ndug^ees or th<‘ Muslim displac<‘d jierson.s of We.st. 
Bengal, which could have been treated separately, but now the two aie so 
l>ound up together that it is imj*ossible to treat one sejiarately trom Hie 
other, because the East B**ngal refugees who under compulsion of 
circumstanced came awax here and chose not to go back are in poMMeM.Mion 
of iiouses and projierties left vacant hy di.splaced Muslims. There was a 
time when by energetic action (fovernment could have restored to the 
Mu.sJims their houses and jiroperties without having to make iiiy aUer- 
native Orangemen t for accommodation of the refugees, but now’ the posi- 
tion is such that alternative accommodation for the refugees will have to 
be made before they can In? oustetl from projierties under their forcible 
occupation. AA^here is the building programme of tlie Government K 
Alternative accommodation will have to he given to the refugees before 
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they emu be ousted from Mu.slim houses. It will not do for Government to 
take shelter behind arguments. Government, if they are, sincere, if they 
are out to implement the annexure as well as the main Delhi Agreement, 
have to undertake to settle the returning migraijts, in their houses. In 
order that they may succeed in doing so, they must be able to take the 
refugees somewhere and give them shelter. 'The problem has been suffered 
to ac<ijjire sucli complexities and issume such proiiortions that the Govern- 
ment are bewildered, but they have to make a beginning, and I think the 
beginning should be made with building of houses, huts, tenements, 
transit camps or whatever you may like, but I must demand of the Govern- 
ment today that (joveniTneiit should solve this problem. It cannot be 
solved piecemeal. I realise this and agree with the Government that it can- 
not he doin’ that way, hut where is tlie beginiiingp I would request the 
Chief Minister to take note of this and make a beginning. 

* 

Sir, the rehabilitation of the returning migrants has been another 
aspect. They should be given opportunities to return to their avocations 
of hie. Hundreds of industrial workers were^ displaced. They were dis- 
missed on the ground that they had left without notice. .Sir, I challenge 
this. I wish Mr. Walker were here and also the group tliat he represents. 

1 challenge this; they did not leave without notice. 1 ask you in all 
humility: Is this going without notice? AVhen Government made 
arrangements for special traiiiH for evacuation of industi'^al workers, 
(lOviTiiment themselves thought that it was unsafe for the Muslims to slav 
where they did, and they made arrangements for their safe evacuation to 
various jilaces even to Pakistan. They were given onl\ seven <lays’ to 
resume their duties. Sir, is that fair? Government have undertaken in 
the annexure ol tin* Delhi Agreement to persuade the enijiloyers to 
reinstate returning migrants. I have not yet seen any circular gding out 
to tlie large employers of labour requesting them to reinstate the returning 
Muslims as far as ])o.ssihle. Sir. even th(‘ CorjMuation of Calcutta wliii'h is 
under the direct administration of Governnient refuses to take hack the 
returning migrants. Sir, as ri’gards unlawful and forcible occupation of 
lamis, the sufferers — the aggrieved party — have gone from post to pillar 
and from* pillar to jjost and at last to the Alinority Commission hut they 
iiave got no redress anywhere. Some of them have even approached the 
courts ot law tor trespass; tliey tried to seek redress under appropriate 
sections of the law. You will he surprised to learn, hut it is true, that in 
a jiartieular ease one Maharaddi Shaikh moved the Suhdivisional Officer of 
Alipore and got an order lor the Tidlygunge ]>o]iec-station cto eiujuiri’ into 
the matter, 'i'he Second Officer of Tollygutige sent his re])Ort stating that 
the petition was true. On the Kith June last, the Suhdivisional Otfieer " 
ordered the Odicer-in-charge of Tollygunge police-station to treat the ])eti- 
tion as the first information report and ehallan the accu.sed jiersons. Sir, 
nothing has even up to today f>eeii done. 

In another case Mrs. Moinin also sought redress in a court of law. The 
remarks ot the trying Magistrate are revealing. He said “after repeated 
reminders when he failed to obtain even a report from the Tollygunge 
Police, he wrote on the order-slieet tliat the entire somnolent police deser\e 
to he given a shake-up. Copy of this order should he forwarded to the 
Superintendent of Police”. Sir, the Hon’ hie Chief Minister,— I think he 
is here in* (his House — I hope, will tell us exactly what he proposes to do in 
regard to the lands forcihlj occupied by the refugees. If it is the inten- 
tion ot the Ooveruinent or. the policy of Government to acquire those lands, 
by all means let them do it, because the refugees will have to be housed. 
Speed up the acquisition proceedings, so that the |>ersons wlio have lost 
their lands, could get back a little benefit in return of the losses suffered hv 
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them. Mr* Bauerjee, while speaking about the refugees, requested the 
. government tq allow the social workers to assist them in the admimstrution 
of the refugee colonies and camps. 1 do not know what type of social 
workers lie might hSHe^iu mind, but from what we have read in the^iapers, 
1 think Government have been wise to discourage such social workers to 
yisit the camps. The Governor, Sir, in his excellent speech has mentioned 
about tl>e retugees that it has been possible by surveying the type of jieople 
in the camps to allot to a village such artisans of different cattf 5 :ones as 
would Usefully fit into its economic Hie. This is excellent, but I must 
say. Sir, that it is rather late in the day. It should have been thought 
about much before and this rehahititatiou should have proceeded along these 
lines. He has also mentioned m his most excellent speech that ('alcutta 
has not only been overcrowded with refugees seeking shelter here but there 
are a large number of students also. I agree with the observations of His 
Excellency. But, Sir, I am afraid, Calcutta is overcrow’ded not only with 
refugees but is also overcrowded with us — normal residents of Caieutta. 
But no mention has been made of the housing schemes and satellite towns 
and other schemes that we were wont to hear during tiie budgid discussion. 
What has been achieved, what has been done I* 1 think this House can 
demand of the Government an answer and also an indication us to what 
exactly those proi)o>.ils and schenu*s were. 

Then observation is that West Bengal is very jioorly provided with 
roads and means of communication. Sir, it brings into mind also tlie state 
ot transport in tlie country that we have everyday. It is common know- 
ledge that our traiisjiort services are none too u(h*(juate. 'riiank (iod that 
communists are no more out and roaming about burning tram cars. But, 
Sir, e\en tlo*n, llu* tran>jM)rt i'i lio]M*h*s<ly imobMpiate; l)ut even with all this 
iii.Hleijiiate transport yon ma\ have read in the n(‘wspa])ers that Government 
have decide<l to take off tlie road as many as 159 huH(‘s. I do not know 
what iIm* (government’s reasons for such withdrawal are, but I have also 
read comments in the daily jiress criticising tlie (lovernment tor having 
retiVsed pt'rinission tor 1 >9 bust's to be on the road. Sir, this is inconsistent. 
We caniKtt on beiialf of th(‘ Stat«‘ aiigimuit our transport services and if

Janab MAHAMMAD 8AYEED MIA: Mr Speaker, Sir, Him Kxcelleiiey 
il)v Governor of AVest Benpal dehvere,! a ver> excellent .speecli m the 
Assembly IIoumc on Monday last and dealt briefly with all burning qucHtions 
of the day including the most vital <me, viz., the refugee problem. lJut I 
reirret to ‘say that he had made no mention of the diflieiilties and hanisHinent 
which the Muslim refugees are undergoing due to tiie delay in the due 
implementation of the Delhi Agreement with regard to their speedy rehidii- 
litation and restoration of their houses and lands and pronerties which they 
left behind during the extremely abnormal period of the last communal 
disturbance. In spite of their utmost efforts the Muslim refugee workers 
have not got back their jobs in the industrial ureas Many Muslim villagors 
came back after a few days with their families to their villages but they were 
not allowed to enter their houses and after staying for some time under 
the trees or in the houses of their relatives in the distant villages they had 
to go awav for unkown destination. Hundreds of aDphcations have since 
been filed by them, and many a time they approached the district authontiei, 
but they have not been restored to their houses and lands. The season for 
cultivating the rabi crops, boro paddy and other crops is fast approaching 
and they have again applied to the district authorities to return to them 
their hoLs and lands, and if no action is taken immediately to rehabilitaU 
them the whole cultivable area will be lying fallow and barren making,<beir 
situation more deplorabU and the existing food problem more acute and 
critical. 

It i. mo.t regrettable and nnfortunate that the failure of the l^al 
authorities to tackle carefully the situatiofi created by the influx of East 
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Bengal refugees and to handle^ them tactfully • has caused the Muslim 
niinoritf to undergo untold miseries and .sufferings. Even after the Delhi 
agreement reports have been received that in some places -*tlie lands ^nd- 
liouses of the Muslim villagers have been forcibly taken possession and their 
paddy and jute cut away by the unruly and unchecked section of the East 
Bengal refugees. ^ 

Sir, the refugee rehabilitation problem concerns the life and death of the 
millioTiH*and re<niires immediate and urgent solution. 

8j. 8ATI8H CHANDRA ROY 8INGH SARKER: Mr. Speaker, Sir, 
at th(‘ very outset let me thank His Excellency for his excellent speech of 
the 2')lh Seplember last delivered in this House. He has kindly referred to 
the cahiinilies of Assam. I’liis morning brought a vivid d(*scii]>tioii of the 
devastation of tike earthquake from the mouth of His Excellency the 
(jove.rnor (jf Assam, and thinking of Assam’s afflictions in these da>s, none 
can remain unmoved on the afflictions that befell the people of Assam. His 
Excidhmey has earned our thanks by timely referring to the calamities at 
the very outset of his speech and has given expression to his sincere thought 
and words of warm sympathy for tys afflicted humanity in most touching 
words. H« aaid are bound to our brethren of Assam by near ties cf 
find l<^«9taildmg close association and whatever affects them touches 
1^ deeply. We share their joys and sorrows”. He has not only ex])re.sse l 
hiinseli but really he has expressed the ver\ hearts of ours too._ We thank 
him for ibis. Hi* has invBed oui assistance in men, nione\ and ni.ileiiid. 
We assure him tliat these will not be wanting. 

Oul of 12 pag<‘s <^f Ills address His Excellency has t.ikcn <> ])ag(‘s to deal 
with tin' ndugec' ^irohlenis and thcor rehabilitation, their nionelarv help, their 
education and medical help and lias troubled to give certain statl^tu•al 
figures. This r(*lu} 4 (‘e rehabilitation jirohltun u)q>ennnst in his nmid as 
in ours and he has triisl to focus tlu' activiti(‘> oi his (jovrrniiient in t!ie 
Hidntion of these hiirning ]trnlil(*nis of the da\, and we thank him for this. 
His staimiHMit shows how his (loverninent ari' st niggling ihior utmost tor 
the rehabilitation of lh<' lefipjees and han* exhausted all kha.s lands 

in settling the i'(*fugces. luen souk* ]iri\ate land had been acijUired foi the 
]Mirpos(‘. Now they call upon the ITiion Board to hel]) tht*m. But will that 
lu'muchi^ Out of 4t) lakh refugees only 11 lakhs )iu\(‘ heeii rehabiitated in 
the hin> 4 uag(' of His ExcadUoicy “there aie still many waiting in glint 
distres', to have oppoitunily <d settling themsidves in A^'es( Bengiil”. What 
can l)e done now? My humble suggestion would be; (lovernmeiit have not 
vast art‘a of forest land. Soim* of these forest amis may eadly be settled 
with the rt'fugees. Eor example in Jalpaiguri Ja^tagiiri forests stand on very 
nice plain' in the midille of villages. This area may he turneil arable and 
si'ttlcd with the refugees. Atti'iilion of the Hon hh' ^finister-in-chargi' cff 
the Eori'st Di'partnn'ut may he drawn to the ])(.ssihility of releasing the 
forest for human habitation. His wadves and by anas earn nothing for him. 
There is a further possibility of rehabilitation of the refugees in tea garden 
areas. A"ast pieces of large area of land are lying fallow. T don't know 
if these are private lands and if (lovernmeiit can si'ttle these lands wuth the 
refugees. 

His Excellency has drawn our attention to the present food situation. 
He is distressed but w'e are more. AVe are in the grip of acute starvation. 
We iu ('oW*h Behar are facing acute starvation. Rice is selling at IN. .oO 
to Rs. oo per maund. Piuhly is not coming to the market. If it comes at 
all, the quantity is very small and the price is as high as IN. 2S per maund. 
(Iiir FcxkI Minister whom I thank for his rer'ent activities, lias kindly raise.! 
the rate of rationing and also art'anged to supply paddy in the uiafassal ut 
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ike rate of 2 seers per head per week, but this has not earned the desired 
reeult. 1 he price fell by Rs. 2 per maund for a week, but it affiiin soared 
up to. Rs. 28 per maund. There is reason for this. About 30, (KK) ifuslim 
evacuees returned to this land— starving and ill-nourished. This brought 
fresh pressure upon the already short granery of the Government. It is 
most unfortunate that at 'the very beginning of merger of Cooch Behar in 
West Bengal, the people had to face this acute scarcity for no fault of 
theirs. Cooch Behar was self-sufficient in food. 1 would appeal to 
Government to send immediate supply of foodgraius and rescue the struggl- 
ing humanity. 

The refugee problem there too is not very hopeful. About two-thirds 
of the refugees that are settled there are agriculturists. It is a pity that 
those distressed people were not supplied with plough cattle in time and 
they could not cultivate the land. Many of them due to frustrutioii and 
disappointment have gone back to their home land in Pakistan. 1 appeal 
to Government to give all possible help to them. 

I now come to the border disturbances. There have been many border 
difiurbanoes. Very recently in Cooch Behar east border the Pakistani mob 
attended with a body of armed force crossed the border of the Statt' and 
raided the adjoining village. Three valuable Hindu refugee lives were lost. 
Our border guard and police could not render any help though they were 
posted at a very short distance. And for what I'cason ? One reason that 
can be ascril^'d is the want of good communication n)a<ls. Thi'y could not 
move for w'ant of boundary roads. Each night the Pakistanis are stealing 
away cattle from the border. lVoj)le have become panicky and are vacating 
tilt* border lands. Unless now communicating roads are ('onsfructeil 
immediately and the existing roads are thorouglily rejiaired tlu* situation 
will soon go out of hand. I would therefore humbly pray for immediate 
construction of boundary roads to save the poor villagers on the border line. 

I shall now refer to His Excellence’s ob.s(*rvations regarding the activi- 
ties of the Anti-corruption and Enforcement Hraneh to chei'k blackinarki't- 
ing ayd profiteering. Sir, this has raised an unpleasant topic in this House. 

t* who are in direct touch with tin* local situation know fullv well that 
the’ activities of tli^se departments are feverish. (Miicial i-onnivunct* at petty 
crimes often encourages the wrong — doers. Sir, His Excellency hi*s invited 
public co-operation. The pulilic will surely co-operale. It is no use 
denying the fact that none dare to come out ami point out the caiutalist 
blackmarketeer for fear of future harassment and imdestation. They want 
protection and also encouragement from Government. But whatever 
measure we inaj' take, any measure short of a drastic ste]) on the jiart of the 
Government may not be effective. A scheme of j)urging out of offic<*rH 
suspected of corruption may have a desired moral effect on the officers. Wo 
should like to see that Government is not sitting idle in this matter. 

Mr. Speaker, I shall be failing in my duty if I do not bring to the 
notice of the Government some facts that are creating dissatisfaction amongst 
our officers and clerks in Uooch Behar. In January last when the Hon’ble* 
the Chief Minister visited Uooch Behar on the happy event of the merger of 
the State he was glad to declare in the public meeting in his memorable 
address that all State employees w'oiild be absorbed into Government ser- 
vices as early as possible but it is the ninth month passing since that 
declaration. Tlie clerks anxiously waited but in vain. The officers going 
there from West Bengal drew better and higher pay. It is not unnatural 
that the former officers slionld have hear! -burning. I would ask «mr Chief 
Minister to consider the possibility of early absorption of those officers. 

Sir, human capacities are all limited. So also His Kxcrllency's are. 
His statement relating to the financial position reveals his dithcumef 
4 
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regarding the development projects and schemes and policies involving 
financial liabilities. His statement is ver}* true* and reouires no corailient. 
It is useless to demand for schemes of development wiien our exchequer 
threatens us with blank cheques. * 

Mr. J. R. WALKER: Mr. Speaker, Sir, in rismg to support the motion 
before the House on behalf of my colleague and myself, I congratulate His 
Excellency the Governor on his concise and able review of the State’s 
activiUes since he last addressed this Assembly. We have been deeply 
impressed by the prompt manner in which his Government has responded 
to the many and difficult problems, natural and otherwise, which they had 
to face and we are confident that steps taken will be to the long-standing 
credit of the State. 

Sir, I have, had personal exi)erience of the beneficial effects of the Delhi 
Pact, f saw the position in East Bengal when the trouble broke out and 
as (diuirman of the Indian Jute Mills Association I saw the terrible effect 
it had in the industry when the trouble took jdace. Members of this House 
will rememher that starting around Ghandernagore the trouble spread to 
jute inills on both sides of the river and came right down to Howrah. The 
position in the State today is very much better and gradually and surely 
confidence is being restored amongst the workers and they \ire working 
happily together. It is not often that 1 agree with the Hon’hle the Labour 
Minister, but 1 would take this opportunity of jiaying a tribute to him for 
the efforts he made by going am<»gnst wmker.s iluring the froubie in an 
effort to stem the tide and to get them to return to their woik. I hope now 
we will be able to carry on and tbeie will be no further trouble amongst 
jute mill W'orkers. It has been said by a cert. tin membt'r of tlii.s House that 
the Indian Jute Mills As.sociation mt'nihei's are not lionouring the pact 
which was made and laid down h> the Tribunal award. 1 can cuicgorically 
say that we have rigidly ol>e\e(l the Tribunal award and carried it (Hit in 
every possible way we could. But if an> memlMH- can bring to my notice 
that we have failed I would like to know it and 1 would s(‘e that the matter 
is .set right. The position I can tell tin* members of the Hou.se war that 
when the trouble took jdace 2‘J tboii.sand Muslims left the jute mills, jiarti- 
ciilarly in and around Ghandernagore area on both sides of the river. The 
jmsition nt the end of June was that nine thousand w'ere juit back to work 
and the jmsition now is that 12 thonsand are hark to their jobs. Those who 
eould not be jilaeed iiermanently have been given jobs, for it must be 

remembered that wlien they were away, there were other jieople looking for 
work and becaii.se they hud knowledge and experience in the .lute industry 
we eould not and we cannot allow' the industry to be at a atandstilJ. But 
I can assure the House that every man (uititled to a gratuity who has left 
has bi'cn jiaid his dues. If any man lia.s not been paid, 1 would certainly 
see that he gets it. 

Sir, it is essential that this rountry becomes self-sufficient in jute. It 
.is cs.sential for her well-being to do so s(K)n as jiossible. But I was 
distressed to hear tluit two lakh acres had to be transferred from paddy to 
jute. If we go back to jirevioiis years we will find that last year we produced 
m the whole of India 81 lakhs of bales and by imj'roving the outturn we 
could have brought it to 50 lakh bales and ‘we would not have found it 
necessary to transfer land from paddy. That is the jiroblem tthich faces 
not only the Government of India but faces us all. My idea is to improve 
the .output per acre so that this country will become self-suflScient and 
Would not be drawing on our reseiw’e for rice production 

Sir, I was very pleased indeed to see that the communications are being 
unproved because there is no use of asking the cultivators to grow more jute 
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unless tliey are in a positicJn to bring that jute rapidly to the mark^. If 
they are not in a position to bring that jute rapidly to the market, the poor 
man ihust sell hift jute and he is at the mercy of the middle man and, Uiere- 
fore, the fact that this Govern men t has seen to it to improve the ooium uni- 
cations is to their credit »nd will do much not only to iniprt^ve tlie jmsition 
of the cultivator but also tlu* position of jute on which this whole province 
depends. 

Sir, an attack — I say because of the privilege of the Housi'— was^made 
on me yesterday and it was stated that I had made one crore of rupet-is as a 
servant of the Government as I am now in an honorary capacity. If it can 
be proved that I have made one anna in my capacity or betrayed my trust 
to this country or to the Government of Hengal, then I must go out in 
disgrace. Sir. 1 can assure this House that 1 have served tiiis provimn* and 
will continue to serve it to the best of my ability as long as»l am here ami 
that an\ thing that this oountrs asks me to do will be done with the gmvtest 
of ])leasure. Sir, I would ask the honourahh* meinbei to place all tin* facts 
beiore me on which he .said that 1 have made money when I am iloiiig my 
best to siTVi* tin* country at a ver\ . viTv ilitlieult time indeed The (iov- 
erniiH'nt mii^t know th(‘ dittieult tiiiu' \\e are all passing through and 1 am 
very much (iistiessed that ary\ memher should say anything against my 
charaetei ami take the privilege of this House in dthng so.

Yahan to yeh hai hai ke Sarkar ka jo 
bhi berodi hota hai wab sarnatheon ke sahanbhnti men do ansu baliaR 
hai. Dehli men ek settji aey they, uphon ney kaha ke Sarkar ney sahyog 
naheen kiya. Juhtak janta ka sahyog naheen hoga kuch naheen hoga. 
Anih ineni ham Sarkar ko apnu kiirtab jialan kerwey ke liey badhie detey 
Lain. 

Janab MUHAMMAD IDRIS: Mr. Speaker, Sir, while thanking Hii 
Excellency the Governor for the speecli he delivered to this House on 25tli 
September 1950 I cannot but regret that a very important item, namely, the 
deplorable conditions and the difficulties of the displaced and uprooted 
Muslims, has been omitt^ in the spwch. What is more regrettable is thh 
that instead of mentioning these difficulties or suggesting policies to be 
followed or devising means and ways to do away with these difficulties ol 
the displaced Muslims, it has been mentioned in the speech that the 
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QoTernmeni nas been able to create a condition in which the returning 
Mnalun migrant^ are being restored to their former life. Sir, I am sorry, 

I cannot agree to this observation made in the speech, for far less oi their 
being restored to former life, in many cases they are not even in a position 
to lead a most ordinary and least possible normal life. Anti how they can 
have their former lifeP For we find still hundreds of them are bewildered 
and perjdexetl with the problem of housing — the problem of accommodation 
while before their very nose they find their bouses are still forcibly od^upied 
by the East Bengal refugees while many others of them find no truce or sign 
of their hearth and home which have completely been demolished, destroyed 
or gutted — for we find thousands <if them are confounded with food problem 
and are practically starving to death while their ])addy lands and corn 
fiehis are under the possession of illeg'al occupants while many more of 
them are seveiely faced with unemidos ment problem while* their jobs and 
occupations are taken away by others either by forcibly occupying their 
business places and shops or by filling up their vacancies h\ others in 
factories and workshops. 

Yet it is true that the (lovernmeiit is not sitting absolutely idle to help 
these displaced Muslims. But the actions that they are taking and the 
policy thev are following are surely not sufficient to cojh* with the situation. 
Particularly in my (’onstituenc\ , 1 mean Howrah district, I can say that 
though consiA^rahle iiuniher of Muslim migrants have come hat'k from East 
Bengal >et they as well as others who did not migrate to East Bengal hut 
being driven out of their houses shifted to some safei villages within the 
district are now confronted with many difliculties. In rural Howrah, Amta 
tharia and Bally tharia ar(‘ worst affected areas. In Amta thana many 
migrants have come back to the villages on the western hank of Damodar,. 
naiuel>, Joyjuir, Khalna, Tulsihena, Sonatola, Tliolia, etc., and in the 
villages of l>t*oru (iuzipur under Fathepur on eastern hank of Damodar and 
somewhat settling with i‘oiuparativel\ 1 (‘sm tiouhle. But in the main and 
woi.st .affected area in Anita thana 1 mean, Basantapiir (ihoruduha, 1‘enro, 
Harispur, Mato Khoshaljuir, Kanupat and the adjoining vilhij^es very few 
di.sjdaced and upKteted Musliiu.s have been res(or(»d to tlieir original houses 
in their foiiiiei’ villages. In these areas most of the Muslim houses w^ere 
r()inpletel> or partly destroyed or burnt and gutted and tin* Muslim villagers 
took sludter in Munshirhat ami Jalalshi in c-oiieentration camps or in Muslim 
houses ther(‘ot and some of them also migrated to Ea.st Bengal. Now' many 
of them are t‘agerly wailing tu go hack to their r)nguial housi‘.s. But alas, 
liow th(‘y can ifo or wheie thcN will reside as their lious(‘s were dt‘stro\iMl 
during the not. Tin* maximum rt'licf grant per (lj.->jjl.K‘ed Muslim family 
is <»nl\ Ks. 201). Mas 1 aslt tin* (iovcTnment Itow' it is |)f).ssihle for these 

unfortunate disjjlaeed Muslims to lehnild and repair theii houses with this 

litth* amount of Bs. (ill, IN. 71) ni say Us. IDO or IN. kMK) at best while the 

loss per family exceeds hundred.s or tlnnisarids of rupees. 1 ask the (iov- 

ernment to seriously think over this and at once chalk out scane policy to. 
rebuild or repaii their houses at (iovernmeiit’s own plan and expenditure. 

I humbly request the Hon’hle the f’hief Minister to vi.sit Basantapur 
area which is onl\ kM) miles away fnnn ( alcutta and to gather personal 
knowledge and first-hand information about the destniction and havoc 
created there in the last week of March HloO and personally acquaint 
himself with the miseiies and difliculties of the affected Muslims. •The (^her 
day the Hon’hle Dr. K. Ahmed went to Munshirhat but unfortunately ho 
did not go to Basantapiir, the main place of occurrence which is only about 
three miles from Munshirhat. It i.s mr»re regrettahI^ that neither lb(5 
minority Ministers Mr. C. C. Biswas and Dr. Malek nor the Enquiry Com« 
mission (with the exception of Mr. Azizul Haque who alone paid a visit to 
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UasaiW^^apur area) visited Basantapur area whicli is perhaps the worst 
affected area in the entire rural area of West Bengal, and 1 hold thst the 
report of the Enquiry Commission cannot ]>e complete without a visit of the 
Enquiry (commission to this particular Basantapur area. Then so far as 
Bally tiiana’s rural area is concerned the villages Eksora, Lillooah, Chowpara, 
Bamungachi, Belgachia, Nischintapur, etc., were the worst affected areas 
and out of these villages only in village Eksora some uprooted Muslims 
have Been rehabilitated. In Eksora some 45 out of 160 Muslim houses have 
l>een returned ho far to their original Muslim owners and the rest are still 
under the posseNsion of East Bengal refugees. The district authorities have 
visited this village and are trying to restore the remaining uprooted Muslims 
in their original houses but unfortunately they have not been successful 
yet. Another neighbouring thana Jagacha was also affected to some extent 
and no Muslims have been restored to their houses in village Biridengi in 
this thanu. 

In Howrah urban area also very few Muslims have been rehabilitated or 
restored to their original houses, for instance Panchanontala, Sadar Bakshi 
Lane, Beiiiupara, Sibpore area, Pilkhana area and Lillooah area may be 
mentioned. The other day the district authorities asked the East Bengal 
refugees to vacate the Muslim houses which they have forcibly been occup- 
ing in Sadar Bakshi Lane area but on the following day the East Bengal 
refugees made a demonstration at Howrah protesting against, the order of 
the district authorities and unfortunately the problem is not yet solved. 
Sir, whatever might have been the attitude of the police and some officials 
before the Delhi Pact, now it is quite clear that their minds are changed to 
SI very considerable extent. Thanks to Providence the Delhi Pact has not 
only stopped mass assault and violence and made the movement and living 
>of Muslims easy, the Pact has created an atmosphere in which most of the 
officials and majority of the Hindus are found sympathetic towards their 
Muslim neighbours. Sir, I think there is not a single Muslim who is not 
grateful to the Hon’ble Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru and thank him from the 
v«‘rv con* of his heart for his famous Delhi Pact which has sufficiently 
rest(»red sense of confidence in their minds. The Pact is? really vsomething 
like blessings from above. Further, W(* are grateful to him for the bold 
and couriigeous stand he took in the lust Nasik session of the Eongress. 
The last Nasik session of the ('ong-rt'ss has dispelled all sorts ot misgivings, 
and let us ho])e its non-conimunal stand would be followed in letter and 
spirit.

Janab 8YED BADRUDDUJA: Mr. Speaker, Sir, I have listened with 
very close att(*ntion to the most excellent speech of His Excellency the 
Governor of West Bengal. The speech, however, refers to vifrious prob- 
lems, but unfortunately omits any reference whatsoever to the miseries, the 
distress, the misfortunes of West Bengal Muslims — uprooted from their 
homes and hearths, robbed of their properties and possessions, denuded of 
all their earthly belongings and reduced to the sorest possible straits. The 
main burden of his song is East Bengal refugees. The melancholy burthen 
and blot of many a page in his speech refers to the East Bengal refugees. 
It refers to the recent havoc caused by eartlupiake in Assam. We have 
genuine sympathies for our brothers and sisters in Assam and the refugees 
iroin Eastern Bengal. But how I wish the (rovernor. as Head of the State, 
representing* us you ohserved. Sir, \esterday, the policy, the mind and will 
of the Government, should have at any rate referred to the misfortunes 
through which Mussalmans have passed during the last ft‘w mouths — mis- 
fortunes before* whieli all other miseries during the last two hundred years 
pale into insignificance. Sir, 1 was wondering what His hlxcelleiicy the 
Governor meant by this deliberate omission — deliberate omission of /the 
sufferings of the Muslims. 1 was wondering, I was rubbing my eyes in 
amazement how the Governor of the province conversant will the affairs 
of the province, conversant with the affairs in all the aspects, in all their 
bearings, in all their implications, in all their repercussions upon the entire 
State and outside us well, how could the (b)vernor ignore this. Sir, I am 
not going to eritieise the G()vernor, becau.se the Governor is too high, much 
too dignified; he is above reproach, he is like tVeser’s wife above suspicion. 
I was womlering, but 1 have got the answer. It is l)ecau.se the Governor 
repre.sents the Government of the province, its policy, its tendency, its 
aspiration, its outlook, its mind and will. The State Government, Sir, have 
failed most miserably to })rotert the Muslim minority from organised hooli- 
ganism and vandalism of the miscreants — miscreants aided and abetted, 
organised, disciplined, arrayed and nuiintained by forces from behind the 
scene. Because the Government have failed, they have no other alternative 
but to com^* forward with a .special pleading from the Governor of the 
province, even after inas8aereM>f Muslim innocents in thousands, even 
after the uprooting ot huiidreils of thousands of Muslims from their homes 
and hearths making them homeles.s wanderers in the State, even after 
devastation on a colossal scale tfnd destruction of properties worth crores 
of rupees, shattering the entire economic structure of Muslim citirens of the 
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Stale^ even after rape and abduction of hundreds of Muslim women and 
even after nakgd processions of Muslim women carried on publicly — a fimt 
that has been testified to by evidence, that has poured in not only fmm 
Muslims but also from responsible Hindu leaders. There are Hindu leaders 
present even in this House for whom I have the ^i^eatest admiration and 
respect. In the hour of the greatest need of Muslims, they st(H>d by them, 
aided with them, sympathised with their miseries. 1 am sure they will bear 
testimony to what I am saying and they \'ill bear out my contentic^. 

Even after the U])rooting of Muslims, even after dismissal of thousamls of 
Muslims from the jobs in tin* industrial areas rendering their families 
absolutely destitute, even alter inhuman atrocities, inhuman tortures jmu’- 
petrated by the police upon Mussulmans, shooting Muslims down dead, 
breaking even the shin bone of a Muslim woman, even after the reptirts that 
have been pouring in from different quarters that the ]H>liee sat on the 

brea.st of Mussalmans in Nadia tlistrief, and ae.tually watered on their 

mouths what was tlu* jKisition of the Mussalmans in the State. Even 
after this devastation, even alter this ilestruetiou and tortures, even 
after the murder of Mr. (\imeron which focussed the attention 
of the civilised world, the (tovernor as a Head ol the State had not even the 
courtesy to mention about the murder as also about massacre of Muslim 
innocents on a colossal scale. It is nothing* strange, it is nothing surprising, 
it is nothing wonderful, simply because the (iovernor represents the (iovern- 
ment of tlu^Province. Heaven would not have fallen if the (iovernor even 

indirectly expicssed a word of symjiathy with the unfortunate victims of 

riots; Heaven would not have fallen it the (iovernor had a word to heal up 
the wounds and soothe the heai ts of those who have been U]>ro()ted from 
their homes and hearths and forced to leave their houses out of desperation 
and panic, desjute all constitutional safeguards jirovided in the ( ’onstitution, 
despite all guarantees therein for protection of Muslim citizens of the State. 
We are grateful to the Hon’hlc Hrinie Minister of India and also to the 
Prime Minister of Pakistan for making the sincerest endeavours even in the 
teeth of opposition in the country to hring about that historic Pact wdiieh 
has succeeded in arresting the drift, in restoring confidence, ami improving 
the condition to *a great extent. Put even after the Part w’c find that a 
Muslim Public Prosecutor was shot dead in broad day light in Ptwikuru and 
iu Malda serious developments took place towards the end of May, 19o0. 
I Will only refer to that jiortion of His Kxeelleiiey’s speech w'here he 
observes that “While the harassment of migrants from East Pengal during 
transit has lessened a great deal since the Delhi Paet, it is difficult, howeviT, 
to say to whiit (‘xteiit the main oh|<*etive of the Pact has been achieved, 
namely^ the creation of conditions in F)ast Pengal wlierchy conlideiice of 
the minorities may he rcstiTred. I am happ\ to 1m* able to state, however, 
that since the Pact my (iovernment have been able, by energetic action, 
to create such conditions in my State where, as the migration figures show, 
larger numbers of Muslim migrants are coming back and are being restored 
to their former life.” He unfortunately birgets, however, that a largo 
number of Muslim migrants are g«dng out to East Pengal daily even now. Ho 
forgets the other side of the picture that lakhs of Hindus jmve returned to 
East Pakistan. He says that normal coriditiniis hav«* been restored in tlio 
State. Put we find that in the Mirzapur and Paitakiiana area Muslims who 
had been displaced but have <*onie bark after the Drdhi Part, find that 
legal (juibbles are even now standing in the way of their rehabilitation, anrl 
further that Muslim ow’ner.s of houses must not be re.settled and rehabilitutod, 
must not be restored fMissession of their hou.ses — not till alternative accom- 
modation has been found for East Bengal refugees, ^ut we too can claim 
genuine sympathies from the (Government. We may not be blood of Uie 
same blood, bone of the same bone, flesh flf the same flesh ; but we ciaitrt 
that we are bona fide citizens of the State; w'e claim the same rights, the 
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same wivileges, the same opportunities, the same facilities as members 
sitting on the other side. The Constitution gives us that right. Let ‘the 
Government come forward and say, “we are not going to meet the ends of 
justice, we are not rehabilitate the Muslims, to restore possession 

to Muslims of their houses till we have found an alternative accommodation 
for the occupants. We shall then Tcnow where we stand.” It is, Sir, sur- 
prising to find that out of crores of rupees that have been spent on refugees, 
only 6 Ihkhs of rupees have gone to unfortunate Muslim refugees who have 
been displaced, who have lost their all. They have got to be satisfied vyith 
six laklis only. Even in the matter of rations there has been discrimination, 
each Muslim getting four annas and odds and some rice and Hindu refugees 
Its. 2-8 each. We are citizens of the State and not foreigners, not inter- 
lopers or helots in this country. My friend Mr. Walker has just now 
mentioned that ffut of 22,000 Muslims that were dismissed from their jobs 
with no notice or with bad notice defective in law, 12,000 have been re- 
employed — whether on the same terms and conditions I do not know. Ilut 
I can tell you how' they were dismissed. The Hon’ble the Chief Minister 
of the l^rovince and the Labour Minister on the loth of April asked the Jute 
Mills Association to ask the workers to report themselves to duty by the 
24th April. On the 14th Aj»ril the mills had been closed and the w'orkers 
had left. Even in normal circumstances two weeks’ notice is necessary. 
But in this particular case that condition was violated. Then again for 
absence of more than 10 days a charge-sheet has got to be framed and the 
worker must be required to explain his conduct before ho is dismissed. But 
in this case straightway Muslims w’ere dismissed perhaps because others had 
to be accommodated, whether by the good offices of some interested persons 
or not T do not know. I shall be thankful if Government will satisfy me on 
the point ns to how many of the Muslims are still starvii»g, wandering and 
knocking about in mill ureas, and how many have been re-employed in the 
same posts, 1 personally asked the ('hiel Minister to extend the time so 
that Muslims might get sufficient time to come back. But on the 21st 
April, IhoO, notices were given to the Muslim workers to attend by the 
24th April, although two weeks’ notice was necessary. Notices were not 
actimlly served but pasted in the Jute Mills on the 21st April. MiiNlim 
workers had no idea us to what was going on, for they, in panic and out of 
desperation, had left the mills and had gone either to Pakistan or the 
neighbouring Stat<‘s in India. The\ were, however, straightaway dismi.ssed. 
Mr. Walker says that some of them have been re-employed. How I wish 
the Government of West Bengal exercised their good offices according to 
the terms ami conditions laid down in the Annexure to theiDelhi Pact to 
improve the condition and re-employ the workers and to see that the rest 
of the Muslim workers are al>o re-employed «>n‘the same terms and condi- 
tions. Tliey should have the same sympathy, the same consideration, if 
not more, as you have shown to our Ikist Bengal brothers and sisters. 

Sir, all these ugly development.s, I can assure you, could never have 
happeneil, had the police — who by their passive connivance, active support 
and often by their direct jmrticipation in the disturbances fomented the 
troubles — been withdrawn from the held. In many areas there had been 
police officers who had risen to the height of the occasion, but the police in 
general hud failed to protect the minority. Their utter indifference, their 
callous attitude, their connivance 'were responsible for accentuating and 
fomenting Hie troubles. Sir, the Executive had failed, the police had failed, 
the administration had faiW to protect the minority from organised hooli- 
ganism of the miscreants Vho very often went on almost unchecked and 
undeterred. There were hundreds of instances in various parts of the State; 
in one district alone there wer^ 39 to 40 incidents on a single date. In 
various parts of the country incidents occurred in regular succession. Those 
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hooligans, those hadma^hes, those desperadoes under the protecting wings 
of various forces and organisations behind them carried on their depifdations 
•almost unchecked and undeterred. If Government had the courage, if 
Government had tlie decency, the sympathy, the sincerity of purpose which 
they ought to have, they should have come forward to check the vagaries, 
the vandalism, tyrannies and tortures of the police. 

Sir, if there had been half a dozen such deaths due to such tortui-es in 
England, if there had been one single case of abduction and rap<* in England, 
the British people would have provoked a first class crisis, demanded the head 
of the British Premier on a charger and raz«‘d the British Government to 
the dust. But this barbarous state of things that prevails in the land is 
possible only under the barbarous system of administration. Wanton 
attacks, loot, plunder, murder, assassination, abduction and rape on a 
colossal scale had been allowed to go unchecked for moredlhan two months. 
There was no relief, there was no protection till Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru, 
that noblest of men in modern India, that man of colossal heart, of colossal 
mind, of colossal brains, that inan of generous impulses, tbal man with 
genuine syinpathies for mimirities came forward, till tin* noblest soul of 
modern India stood by the side of the Muslims and brought the situation 
under control. 

Simple after the introduction of the military regime tm the 28th of 
M areh 1?)^^), on (lu* 2nth we found tliat there was new order of things. 
Although jiropaganda is even now being carried on that Bengal sluiuld rise 
in revolt, ud the State (jo\ernment are sitting silent. Should Bengal rise 
in revolt only to counteraet the sympathetie a]»proaeh of Pandit Jawaharlal 
Nehru and his (lovernment! Htuigal harl in the past risen in revidt much 
to her own cost. Ihuigal— Muslim Beugal and Hindu Bengal -had risen in 
revolt; hut today slie is torn to i>ieres, tortured with miseries and sufferings. 
Today we are a shadow, a mimie erv of the [last, a pathetic comiiouitarv on 
the glorious eontrihution that we made to world civilization and culture 
only do years ago. T would a])peal to the Hon file Chief Minister, appeal 
to tiiy fiiciids o])])osit(‘ that they must rase to the height of the oc'casion, they 
must nf)t mince#matt(*rs, the\ must realise the gravity of tin* situation, they 
must try to jiunish those offenders — whether official or non-oflit ial -whetht'r 
belonging to the ])o1i<‘e force or the (‘xeeulive, to whatever (da^s, to what- 
ever condition of life, to whatever denomination, to whatever persuasion, to 
whntever religion, to wluilever creed, to vvhateviT [lolitieal complexion, 
particular offenders — olheial or non-ofticial - iiia> belong, they must ho 
punished and all necessary step.s must he taken against them. 
AVo want ^hat all tin* firivilege.s, we want tlnit all the riglits 
that have been provid^^l in the constitution must he enforced by 
legislative and admini.stiat ive measures. We want that MusHalmans slioiild 
feel — not merely theoietical propositions here and there will do — hut tti 
Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru has rightly pointi’d out Muslims must feel that 
police officeis liehave themselvi's, they sljouhl not he allowf‘d to run amuck 
and take the law in their own han<ls in the name of mainteiianee of law and 
order. The Mussalmans who are an integral part of tlie State are entitled 
to get the same protection, the same shelt«*r, the same recognition, the 
§ame opportunities as other sections of the people are enjoying at present. 

Sir, it is prayer time and I have not yet finished. I will take a few 
minutes more.

Sir, I was surprised that the speech never referred to the question of 
rehahilitation of Muslim migrants from Eastern Bengal. My learned friend 
Mr. Kh\i<la Bukhsh yesterday referred to it. Perhaps he can speak with a 
little greater authority on this subject because he has been dealing wdth 
this. Even now, in September Pt5b, we find that by far the largest majority 
of Muslims do not get their own houses, even now we find that Government 
is only thirjking of promulgating an t)rdinance or passing a legislation. 
These are the days of Ondnances, days of Security Acts. They have done 
it in the past; if ‘they telt the necessity they might have promulgated some 
Ordiniince earlier to cope with the difficulties, to cope with the complexities 
of the situation. Perhaps it did not deserve their attention. After all it 
was the Muslims who must suffer and nobody else. There was no necessity 
for promulgating an Ordinance in order to aA'oid or evade the technicalities 
and legal incertitude on the subject. It is now necessary that the law must 
be promulgated. 1 told the Hon’ble Labour Ministei some time back, ‘'it 
is a j)eculiar problem, a peculiar ])roposition that you are the Chairman of 
the Minority Commission, you have got to think of rehabilitating the 
Muslims, you have got to recommend and you have got to exetoite at the 
saini' time. Why this round about ])()lic\ ? Why don’t you order the ])i>lice 
to ndiabilitat^ Muslims straightawa\ , instead of going in this round about 
fashion”? That would havt‘ be(*n better; that would have solved the problem 
much ([ui<*ker. It has not, howev(‘r. been possible. b(‘cause the (lovernmeiit 
bidieve in red-tajiism, tluyv believe in various other dilatory j)i’ocedures 
adopted so far.

1 di(l not uaiit to interpose at this moment but we received two circulars 
from the otliee ahoul certain bills wbieh will be introduced I do not know 
when, but about whi('li amendments will fiave to bo submitted by 3 o’clock 
tomorrow, and one of these bills is very important, viz., tlie West Bengal 
Premises Bent Control (Temporary Provisions) (Amendment) Bill. Sir, 

I do not see how' we ran examifie these Bills partieularly with reference to 
the Acts concerned which will have to be obtained and then submit amend- 
riKMits by 3 o’clock tomorrow. 

On this occasion I should also like to refer that this is not the first 
instance that we have rwoived notices of many Bills about which amend- 
ments will have to be submitted at very short notice; for you may also 
remember that in previous sessions we have had to labour under the same 
difficulty and we brought the matter to your notice and on tlio.se occasions 
you expressed your regret and administered a mild admonition to the 
Government and said that in future such things will not recur. 
Unfortunately, Sir, things do not seem to have improved. There are certain 
rules provided in the AssemhW Procedure Rules. They can be deviated 
front only if you consider tlrttt an emergency situation has arisen or that 
there was not sufficient time to give notice of bills or that sufficient notice 
could not be given to memliers fot giving their amendments. It is for you 
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to decide if such a contingency has arisen, but if you feel* that these contin- 
gencies are recurrent it will be much better for you, Sir, to scraj^ those 
provisions in t^e Assembly Procedure Rules and io say that Rills may be 
introduced any time and notices of amendments Iftay have to be sent in ly 
any time. I want your ruling on that point. That is the first thing. 

There is another matter bearing on the same subjtH}t and that is with 
regard to a particular Rill in which I am interested — the West Reiigal Sales 
Tax ( Amendment ) Rill. J'his is a rather long lUll and wt* have not u^eeived 
the Act and it appears to me that the e()p\ we have in the Assemhly lahrary 
pr(d)ably is not also up to date. 1 wisli the (lovernment had ein'ulated 
along with the Rill a copy of the Act and the J,iules and the Amendments 
they have from time to time iiiude so that we might have studied them and 
tried to send in our amendments. 

1 might mention, Sir. in this connection that • you may lo 
aware that the laws that we have been turning out on nia.ss 

scale in this House have not always lu'en found to he ipiite 

satisfactory at least in jioint of quality. One reason is that we 
members do not g('t sufficient time to stud} them or to move amenduuuita. 
I ln>[K‘, Sii, \ou will do something about it. So, I want your ruling on three 
points: Fir^t. ^^’est Ihmgal Premises Kent ('onlrol ('l\‘mporary Provisions) 
(Amendment ) Rill — I want the time !<► la* extended. Ry tomorrow we 
eaiumt su[)niit amemliiKMits ; sec'oiKlI}, about the general proetMluro of intro- 
ducing Jfills^nid limi' for giving notices of amendments, and if vou fiad that 
\ou ait* heli)]es> in the matti*!', then I would liiimhiv riMiiiest yon to omit the 
itdevanl poitions in the Assemblv Proctahire Rules; and, thirdl}, in regard 
to the A\*est Hengal Finance Sales 'Pax (Amendment) Rill, if tlie Hovernment 
will kindl} furnish us with co])ies of the Ael and of the amendments that 
have l)(‘(Mi made thereoi, then it will help us in stoiding in our amemlnumts.

Amendments to the motion of address in reply to Governor’s speech. 

Janab SY^ BAORUDDUJA: Mi. Sficakei, .Sir, one more point and 
I have hnished • 

Sir, 1 have to nder to the (jueslion of reprc'sentation of poor Muslims 
in the services, in tradf* and in otlu‘r spheres of life and domains of a(divjli<*s. 
In a secular Slate we fe(*l that a citizen’s rights should he protec,t(‘<l. At 
anv rate, MiH*.;dmans, man to man either in intelligence, in couuiionscnHe, in* 
talent, in inti*grity of character are not infioior to any otlier 
ra(*e in India. I do not s(*e why suddenly after partition Musiinis do not 
find themselve*^ aiivwliere in the picture. 1 am not referring to the ofiicem 
who have oj»ted out to Pakistan. I am .simply referring to the uctiviticH of 
the present (iovennnent during the last three years. I am grateful to the 
Hon’hle the Civil .Supplies Mini.ster for a few' crumbs that have fallen from 
bis table in the shape of some temporary appointments. Rut a ntAion«*or a 
community or a ser’tion of people cannot be satisfied wdth a few* crumbs 
from the table. Those, of course, who are apt to lie satisfied, with u few 
crumbs, let them please themselves. Even in the Calcutta Corporation, 
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which is administered by an Administrator under the protecting wings of 
the Gc^remment, we find that Muslims do not ^d any quarter. During 
our regime, Sir, when I was Mayor of the Calcutta Corporation and there 
were other Councillors to5 — I do not know if any of them are here — the 
Chief Minister was Mayor at one time and was a Comicillor and Alderman 
for many years — thanks to Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose and Deshabandhu 
Chittaranjan Das, the rights and privileges of Muslims were protected. As 
a matter of fact, Netaji Subhas Ch'mdra Bose speaking on the floor of the 
Corporllion hud the courage of his conviction to declare from the house-top 
in clear language “the Corporation has got to respond to the spirit of the 
times”. That was in the year 1924 or 1925. He ^ said: “Hindus have 
enjoyed a sort of monopoly in the matter of appointments; that monopoly 
has got to cease.” That was possible in 1925, but it is not possible in the 
year of our Lord 1950, when we have got an independent State, a secular 
State and a constitution which provides guarantees for protection of all 
sections of people in trade, in the services and in other domains of life. 
This is the unfortunate tragedy. Everywhere Muslims are sought to be 
paralysed, crushed, bled white, denuded of all their possessions and deprived 
of opportunities and facilities for self-expression — all in the name of the 
secular State, all in the name of democracy. Sir, there is something 
defective in tlie very conception of democracy itself. As Pandit Jawaharlal 
Nehru has rightly observed democracy and majority rule are not the same 
thing. 

Sir, if we condemn the tyranny of the minority, of a Hitler, of a 
Mussolini, of a Nepolean, of an Alexander, of a Chengiz Khan, the tyranny 
of the majority has got to he condemned also in no uncertain terms, and 
more so because that tyranny is legalised by constitutional sanctions behind 
it. In this very house during the regime of the Muslim Ix^ague when the 
Secondary Education Bill wa.s being piloted by Mr. Fazlul Huq, the then 
Premier of Bengal, Dr. Shyamaprosad Mukherjee threw a challenge to 
Mr. nu(|. 1 was tluMi a member of the Majoiity party. 1 on behalf of the 

Hindus of Bengal, said “1 am not prepared to accept that challenge from a 
friend to a friend, from a child of tlie soil to another, from a colleague to 
another colleague.” When the Hindus were suffering from the same 
miseries and misfortunes that Muslims do today, I pleaded for a better 
understanding, 1 pleaded for an adjustment of the conflicting interests of 
the various communities. We did it in the past. But today we find 
thanks to the policy and programme of the pre.sent Government Muslims 
have been done away with. If we honour the memory of that great soul 
who sacrificed him.self for the sake of the Muslims of India, if we honour 
the memory of Mahatma Gandhi, of Deshahaudhu Chitta Kanjan Das and 
of Netaji Sublius Ghaiulra Bose, if we honour the memory of Moulana 
Mohammad Ali, if the memories of these savants and seers are still lingering 
in the minds of both Hindus and Muslims of India, then I feel that those 
leaders, those jirotagonists of the rights and privileges of all sections of the 
peo])le, those protagonists of freedom must come forward to protect the 
rights of Muslims, to protect the rights of all sections of the people. My 
Scheduled Caste friend over there had not the courtesy even to refer to the 
miseries of the unfortunate Muslims. I am referring to Mr. Nishapati 
Majhi. He was talking of the refugees from East Bengal, not a word of 
sympathy came out of his mouth for the Muslim sufferers, for MusUm 
victims of disturbances. I would, however, plead for all the sufferers, for 
the pppr^$ised, for the depressed, for the suppressed, for all those who have 
been’ deprived of their rigbjs and privileges, more so in the name of the new 
Constitution, in the name pt the secular State. 

Sir, I would again yipeal to you in all seriousness, with all the emphasis 
at my command “for God’s sake, have some legislation to protect the 
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Muslims who have bwome homeless wanderers”. The other dav in Hvat 
Khan ^ne a particular Pohce Officer took it into his head to aestore 
possession of a ^Muslim House. The poor man was found under law to be a 
t^^asser and convicted I am not ^oiiig into the details of the incident 
at Kvat Khan Lane at the present moment. Sir, an extraordinary situation 
calls for an extraordinary remedy. In order to meet the Communist menace 
von have resorted to Security Acta, Ordinances, and all those rusty legis- 
lations which human inia^fination could ever concieve of. But in order to 
meet a danger which is more serious, more subversive in its teudenc}* more 
inconsistent with the policy and prognvmme of the t'ongress, more incon- 
sistent with the ideals of the ('ongress, more inconsistent with the 
fundaments] rights embodied in the ( oiistitution, it has not been possible 
for you to introduce any legislation so far to cope with the fust increasing 
complexities of the situation. It has been possible, Sir, to give some sort 
of a grant. Government have been plea.sed to give some sort of a purpose 
grant ; but all purposes have been frustrated so far. An analysis of the case 
by Mr. Khuda Bukhsh shows that most of the districts have not yet sub- 
mitted returns and that only five per cent, of the families in the districts 
that have so far submitted returns have got barely lls. 100 and the 
re.st will have to be satisfied with onl\ Bs. H. Thai is the position Sir, in 
spite of the annexure, in spite of the professions, in spite of the so-cailod 
tall talks, we find that the Muslims are nowhere in the picture. I would, 
therefore, once more ap])eal to Government tlnO if they mean business, if 
they swear i« the mime of tin* ('onstitution, if they want to juotect their 
people, if they are the .Government of all sections of the people and not of 
an> particular sceticMi. if they are the (iovernment of the Muslims, of the 
Hindus, of the Anglo-Indians, of (he Christians and more speeially of tlio 
MusliniN mIio h:ne been (le]>rived of tbeir rights and privileges, they have 
to lionouT tin* eon, st it lit ion ami obstu've tlie bi.slorie }>aet for solution of 
the jirolileims of untortunatt‘ minorities of India at this critical juncture.

of power ]K>litic‘s. Their advici* and lecommendutions larry no weight and 
UvS u matter of fact the\ ar<* alw'a\s overrnh*<l. T'*day tbeir jiosition is Just 
what (he late Kiran Sankar Boy. la'adei of the Opposition in undivided 

Bengal. onc<‘ .stated In-re on the floor r»f this House. He said, "^Our -bas(» 

mov he. right : onr case mav he iust ; we ma\ have higie, nnison, justice and 
fairness on our side; hut th<*se have no effect as we have no effective vote 
on our side”. To this dictum of the late Kiran Sankar Bov T mav add that 
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our cry is a cry in the wilderness like that of an abandoned child in a forest 
There£^)re our cry or presence in this Assembly is of no avail as we are no 
in a position to influence the action or opinion of Government in any .way 
Sir, the attitude of this Government towards Muslims of West Bengal if 
unsympathetic and unhelpful, and I shall not be far from truth if I sa> 
that it is possitively hostile. Let me quote some of the incidents where tht 
legitimate interests of the Muslims have been brushed aside. Under tlof 
Delhi Pact a minority Minister was to be appointed by the State of Wesi 
Bengali. The obvious meaning and significance of this direction is thal 
such a person is to be appointed as has got the confidence of the minoritv 
community concerned. That obviously means that the members of the 
miiuadty coininiiiiity should be consulted in this matter, but that has not 
been done. The af)pointment has been made according to the sweet will 
and jileasure of the power that be. 1 do not deny for a moment that it is 
the prerogative tof the Chief Minister to appoint anyone he likes. But what 
1 want to impress upon is that that jtrerogative must be exercised on just 
and democratic princijile. That I make bold to say has not been done. 

Then, Si?', the election of the Muslim members for the Parliament of 
India is another instance where injustice has been done to us. In this case 
the (ongress Assembly Party nominated two Muslim members without 
consulting the Muslim members of this House. So the election was a mere 
e\e-v^ash as most of the Muslim members did not take jiart in the eh‘Cli()n 
as a pi'otest for not consulting them in this matter. These are ^nall matters, 
Sir, but ilu\\ go to the ver\ root of the injustice that is being meted out to 
us. 


The Hon'ble NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMDAR: Then you want 
separate electorate ? 

ilanab MUDA88IR H088AIN: No. If I am given an opportunity I 
can prove that \ou art* iirelavent in ,\our r<‘mark. 

Then again, one of the terms of the Delhi l*aet is that an adeijuate number 
of Muslims should be taken in all Committees ;ind in all ])olitical and ^ other 
activities ot (loveinnu'nt. But tht* tact is that no Muslim lias Iteen appointed 
in any committee and that no police or security officer Ifas yet been taken 
from the*Muslim community. It is a fact that Government is iieither helpful 
nor Hympathi*tic towards Muslim aspirations. This reminds me ot tho 
Bengali adage : —

Therefore, Sir, I have got nothing more to say but to join in the prayer 
of His Lxcellt'ncy \\1 k> saitl, “I pray that Aour may be blessed with sound 
judgment by the Almighty tor arriving at the right conclusion in all the>e 
matters” and in the \mu(1s of the Koran, viz.. Khediin Seratul mustaqim. 

And in the words of the “Bhagbat Gita”, viz.

which means “I contempla,?^ and worship that Eternal Truth that Supreme

This is not due to oppres.sion. They w^ere zemindars, doctors, pliniders, 
inuktears. merchants, industrial magnates, coi^mercial magnates and every- 
thing, but now they are not in a position to dominate. They say *^VVe are 
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not (Toinir to be honoure*!, we are not going to be look^ upon with respect. 
Therefore, we are not going to live there. That is the ^reason why they 
don’t return. 


Now, if the West Bengal Government, Sir, induce these people and say 
“Well, we will help you in ev ry way; we will rehabilitate you, we will pay 
you money, we will give you land and give you everything; don t go to the 
land, of your birth,” naturally they will not go. So, it is by Government 
inducement, by their attempts to help them and doing sundry other things, 
these gentlemen are prevented from going over to their places. Therefore, 
my submission to you, Sir, is, let the Government of West Bengal change 
their mind, let them change their tactics, and I request West Bengal 
Government not to side with Dr. Syamaprasad Mookerjee and help him and 
prevent the so called refugees from going over to East Bengal. Sir, if you 
do not give them quarters....

Wdiile coiigratiil.it ing- the Prime Ministers of India and 
I'akistan for the^r far-sjg'hlcdm^ss on sig-ning- the liisif.iical Nchiu-liiaijuat 
All l*act tor restoring liarinonioiis leehng helwem tho fionple of (>f>th Domi- 
nions, who had been further (fun asuridei by tlie recent hapjaming's in both 
ileng'als, tin' confhigTadon was aUfi sjueadirig to othei jiails ol India. This 
notable agreement b\ both tlie Ibiiiir Ministois ha\e pouied oil on troubhul 
water.s and t}n*i«dt\ sa\ed tin* jx'ojde from further destruction. 

Till* c\cs ot iln* worl<l were turned trovards Ikdhi. in the- heginning of 
Apiil. T!i(* peace lovers wci'c jiraMiig for peaceful settlermuif ami tram|uility 
<0 (‘liable them to live in jiear e. 

Immediately after the pronouncement of the signing rd this memorable 
agreement tlie people of Ijoth Dominions h(‘aved a .sigh of relief. The 
situation which liad been deteriorating rapidly from da> to dav becoming 
uncontrollable hy the (iovernment .suddenly took a turn and there “fs 
for further improvement. There is an apprehension in certain quarters that 
this agreement will not be honoured by Pakistan. I may.point out that th^ 
present agreement is not like* previous agreements done in a hdsurely way. 
This pact has come into existence through tiTe t(‘iir.s and sufferings of the 
people of India and Pakistan. Can we for a moment jiause and put our 
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mernoTWH back to E’ebruarv 19o0 when Liaquat AJi Khan was not willing 
to make a joint tour of the affected area.s with Pandit Jhwaharlal Nehru, 
and when in April the same Prime Minister came to Delhi to prove his 
sincerity of purpose and determination on the most burning problem of up- 
rooted hun)anity, of people who were fleeing from their hearths and homes. 
Was this not JVovirlential A few days after the signing of this agree- 
ment the Prime Minister of India showed his fraternity by going’to Pakistan 
in recij)roration of his good will to the people of Pakistan. This masterly 
stroke by hath the Premiers has strengthened the bonds of friendship of the 
I)eople of both Dominions. To implement this pact both Governments have 
agreed to set up a machinery for supervision of the implementation of the 
agrefunent, and to take necessary steps against any breach of the agreement. 
Minority (ommissions have l)een formed in both Dominions, and the 
Ministers of India and Pakistan have begun their joint tour to have personal 
knowledge of the incidents that have occurred.

Ruling on the Point of Privilege raised by SJ. Bimal Comar Chose. 

Mr. SPEAKERS Tlio (lei>ate \sill l>o (MJUtinutMl tomorrow and tho 
Ministers will f^-ive replies lo all the ])oints that iiave h^eii niised in this 
House. There will he do (jiiestions toiiiorro\s . Hefon‘ we adjourn I wish 
to dispose of the question of privile<^e which has hi‘en raised hy Mr. Hinial 
Comar Gliose. 

No doubt tlie rules provide tliat '2\ da\s‘ noliee should he ^iven of any 
Bill which the (Tovernment wants tor consideration and the copies of tlie 
Bill should he in the hands of the memlxus at least lo days hehue the date 
on which consideration should take place I regret that this rule is not 
being observed in spite of remind(*rs l)y circulars as wtdl as my mentioning 
this mattei* in the House. As a matter of fact I fiml that on the Idth 
September this office sent a circulai to all the Seiuadarie.® of the (Jovernment 
drawing their attention to this rule, am! e\en piior to that in 11)49 and also 
in January 19o0 circulars w(*n‘ issue<l drawing the atteiHion of the Secre- 
tariat that these rules should lu* (d>seiv(Ml. But, unfortunately, I find that 
these rules are not lieing given the inqioitanee which, 1 helievt*, the 
Secretariat should give. Memhers ot this House an‘ entitled to a reasonahle 
time for eonsidi'rat ion of th«‘ Bills whieli an* presented ludore the House, j nd 
as a matter of fact, in the inteiest of the proper consideration of tlu* Bills 
it is necessar\' that tho^e imuuhers who wish to a]»ply their mind to the 
various jirovisions of the Bills should ht‘ given a reasonalile ojipoilunity to 
consider the varTous clauses. J his will, in my ojunion, ohviati* a good ileal 
of criticism whudi is at pi'esent lieinp h’\elle(l against enactment.'# passed by 
this Hou.sc. 1 don’t sa\ that that will he entirel\ elimniated, hut e.ertainly 
it should lie the endeinoui id this House and the nieinhers thereof that a 
Bill which gets out of the House is not ultra vires, that is, heyoml the 
power of legislature. Foi this reason 1 do helievc and 1 wi.*^!! to lira w* the 
attention of ^he ( iovernnient one4‘ njn?c and vet\ sciiousl\' that it is tluur 
duty to see that the rules ate oh'^erved and the Speaker has not to suspend 
the rules ever\ time in ordei to aeconiniodate tlie t iovernnient , As a matter 
of fact in this Session 1 find that theie was onU one Bill of which due 

notice was given in time acc’oidiiig to the rules and as tegaids all the other 

Bills notices were not given in time, 1 will, theietoie, draw the attimtion 
of the ( hiet Minister to tlii'* state ot allaiis. .md 1 do helievc that it is not 
the intention of the (iovernnient l<# helittle this Legislatuiv* (hat in sjiite of 
rej>eated circulars they do not give notice ol these Bills in tiim* and we have 
to face the memhers’ criticisms in this House. 

So far as tliivse two Bills are eoneerned —Sales Tax Bill and the Kent 

Bill— I find that on the Lhlth Septemher the Sales Tax Bill was jmhlislied 

in the gazi'tte. On that vers dav we leceived notice, and on thfN.#eco^d day 
we received the Bill, and on the’L*‘Jnd we circulated the Bill to the members 
asking for amendments. Tlit* time for uiiii'iidments was allow’ed uj) to 29tli 
September, J p.m. and the Bill will he coming up foV consideration on the 
30th. Therefore, as a matter of tact, men»her.« have got seven days’ time to 
consider the amendments of tlie Sales Tax Bill though it does not conform 
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to the rules which are now in force. But considering the position and the 
situation, I feel that this time should he taken as sufficient for the time 
being; at the same time 1 will ask the Government to consider as to whether 
further time can he given for amendments and whether this Bill can be 
postponed for some later date for consideration. 

With regard to tlje Rent Control Bill 1 regret to say that the position 
is certainly worse. We received nolice of consideration on the 26tli. The 
Bill was received on the 27th by our office and on that very day notice was 
given to tlie menibers for amendments giving them time up to 3 p.m. on the 
28th 8epteml)er, and the Bill is coming up for consideration on the 29th. 
Today is 27th and the time for amendments expires tomorrow by 3 p,m. 
I, therefoie, extend the time for sending amendments for the time being 
with regard to this Bill till 1 p.m. on the 29th. And I shall also contact 
the Chief Whip of the Government to consider as to whether any revision 
of the programme can give more time to the honourable members for consi- 
deration of these two Bills. 

AVitli regard to the Sales Tax Bill a recpiest has come to this effect that 
an ni)to(late amended copy of the Bill should be supplied to the members 
along w’ilh the Bill. I regret to observe* that I cannot agree to this pro- 
position, because in that case wlienever there is an amendment of a Bill, a 

copy of the Bill amended up to date will haVe to be supplied. That will 

be a ver> difficult pioposition and 1 do not think that members are entitled 
to insist upon tin* same. Of course, it is for the Government if they so 
desire to supply coj)ies of such Bills if there be any amendment Bill. What 
is in my pow'er to do is this: I consider that the copy which is in the 
Library contains all amendments of the Sales Tax Bill uj) to date and that 

will lu* available to the honourable memlxTs, say by 3 p.m. tiunorrow. and 

any honourable members wbo wish to avail themselv(*s of that copy will be 
u))le to avail of it. There will lie three or lour cojiies available. So far 
as tlie Assmiibly Dejiartimmt is concerned, and so far as I am conceited, 
that is all that I can do for the time being. 1 do hope that Government 
W'ill giv(‘ due consideration to these g^iievaiices of membens which are 
justilietl and certainly the\ are entitl(*d to more time for consideration of 
these Bills.

In other cases what has iiajipened is that then* is 
a good deal (d delay between the time that the pohc\ has betm ae(’ef»ted

However, it is one 
of tliose .subjects in wdiicb people are interested. I licndore I would sugg«‘.st 
with your p(’rmissjon that item d lor the 2'.Mb be jiostpoiied til) tin* 4fb <>f 
October if the House agria’s to it. 

Sir, I have got to make aiiotlo’r submission, and that is that a large

The HOfl’ble NALINI RANJAN BARKER: Mr Speaker, Sir, as J 
was listeuiiig- to tlie speeches ot the ineuiliers on the anieinlineiits, parti- 
cularly ot Dr. Sure.sh Cliaiidra Banerjee and Sri Silmath Baaerjee', 1 was 
hdt witli the impression tJiat there seemed to l)e an inadequate ai)preei.i- 
tion ol the sco^ie and tuirpose ot His Kxeelieney's address vliieli is in the 
nature of tlie King's speech in the British I’on.stitution. 1 am auaie tliat 
tiiis IS a new innovatiou in our constitutional practiet' and it may take some 
timc^ het'ore we may he in a iiosition to fully realise the sjiirit ot such an 
address and lead to create h(‘althy conventions which ma> endow this 
occasion witli something more than acadiuiiic im[>ortance. As 1 waN 
hsteuiug to the various sjK'akers, it apianired to me that some <d tlie 
sjieakers had found that like the proverbial (’urate's egg. the speecli was 
gciod in some jiarts and had in others; some sjieakius. like \n\ hommralde 
Iriends ])r. Baneriee and Sri Baiieijee have found nothing good in it. In 
fact, Sri HanerjcM* has eunie out with his 14 ]>oints, with sinister historical 
associations, the altscnce ot which in the .iddress hi- defdoie^ with sn miicli 
uniiecessaiN vehemence. 1 can tell them that they have misunderstood 
the spirit ot the occasion; tor, il is neithm lhirlianientar\ piactice nor a 
jiractical proposition to include in the* (joveinui's speech a catalogue ot all 
that the (to\ernmen1 have dom* oi inteml to d(». The (ioveinment have in 
hand so niaii) tlnngN and so man\ things arc* hmng done that it is not 
jtoMsihle to (meumher a '•evtuelx husi ties.,- like speech like ties with too iiianv 
details which have no healing on the imnu‘diate legislati\e i»rogramme lii 
hand. It Is, tlicM'foie. tht* «’slahlished ]ii nine thal sm h spee(lu‘< slirjiild 
imlicate (lie broad polic\ ot (he (iovtunment and the leg'ishitive [uogranime 
ot the session. In tact, as a noted Bai liameiitarian. Sir Bichaid Auckland 
]iointi‘d out on a similai oee.isHm, sui h a sp«‘ech is an occasion where one 
addiv'ises one's reniark*^ ’‘to the totality ot the situation'’ witliout expect- 
ing too many nifitters to contuse the main intention ot the (iovernment. 
Tlieretore, Sir, one <‘annot e.\pt‘ct all the gooii things of the Utopia, 
eonjuieil in (he expansive Msion ot Dr. fianerjee amt Sri Bauerjee to find 
ineuiion in the sjKMndi, as it a mere mention would have sufficed to clear the 
coast of all our ])iol)lems. And because a government cannot at every 
moineiit give an explanation oi what they are doing and what are going 
oii^ it would be, 1 think, a great mistake to assume that nothing i.s being 
done, and that the (loverit^nent are following a policy of masterly inactivity. 
On the other hand, as tlie House is aware, we are fighting on many fronts 
and our re<'(0l of achievement, modest though it may be, is not such as 
to make us look small before the bar of public opinion. 
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Sir, we hare now a constitutiouK)f which we may well feel proud. -This 
lias chartered tl^e course for us as a democratic nation. But on an oceuaion 
like Oiis it will be well for us to remember that a nation cannot be built 
by its constitution alone, however wisely it might be framed. It i.s only 
an aid and a guides its letters only symboli.se the spirit that really matters. 
And unless we can capture that spirit and tronslate it into action for the 
good of the peo[)le, it can only have merely an academic interest. It i.s, 
therefore, our action that lan make or mar our <-oii^titutioii and it is 1^- our 
action again that we can make the most or the least nf the constitutional 
device that has been placed in our hands as our guide. If we are to make 
a success of the democracy we are going to huild up, we must h\ our wise 
action, try to create a democratic traiHtion hy creating suitable }>arliii- 
mentary conventions which may serve as a UM*ful aitl to us iu our endeavour 
to huild up the foundation of a progressive .St.ite. All occysmii like this 
provides an opportunity tor creating such healthy coiiveiitioiis, and 1 hoped 
and expected tliat the memhei'- would he guided by that consideration 
without making tins an occasion for usual fire-w'orks and play of wit. 

I have been pained, indeed very mueh imined, by the speech delivered 
hv my friend Mr. Syed Bailruddiija — unfortuiiatelv he is not loTe. 'riiat 
i> surel\ not the t.vjie of speech that can do any gi»od to the Muslims, tur 
less contrihute to tin* leturn <d <‘oiiti<leiiee in them. Mr. Jhniruddoja knows 
it more than ^n.\ body eUe that "o far as the Muslim minority in this State 
IS concerned, 1 lie (iovernment have been extraliberal to them .so much so 
that extreme <*ominunal opinion in this State have made open ehargi's 
.igainst tlii> (loveinmcnt tor what the) eonsider to be their ttio generous 
treatment towards the Muslim minorities. Hut, I lia\e never expected 
Mr. Iladnidduja t<i .iiiiireciate tht'NC* measurt's, bt‘cau.se 1 know, it is Init 
one step troni Ciitir.d to li \ p. »cril leal, and howe\er mueh In* may realise 
the geiiuinenes'- ot our docile t<i >-ee tie- Muslim migrants well restonMl to 
normal life, he will not admit it; as it alwaxs pays to ki-ep the candle of 
hatred and hitteriiess buininji I do md know how far .Mr. Ifadriiddnyi 
call chniii tlie right to lepresiuit tin* voiei* of these Muslims; ior their ('onh- 
dence in him has 4 iot htsui suitabK expressed as (-vents havi- so ott(*n 
shown.

<liet*e aivendments are before the House, not because they are really neces- 
sary hut because they give an op|K>rt unity to their «i[KinH4irH tO crawl out of 
their holes into the limelight to show that they are there-— the suiiposed 
champions of all right causes. 
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Sit, much has been said about the refugees, and quite naturally. X^ere 
iH hardly any heart here in this House— and outside, that does not feel for 
them and share the bitter pain and anguish which is their lot. The people 
of this State has responded warmly to the call of humanity and come to 
their help in numerous ways. This really does credit tp their generosity, 
it was fondly hoped that with the achievement of freedom, we shall have 
at least certain national problem t on which we shall be able to formulate 
a natural policy keeping them above party or group politics. The refugee 
problem is one sucdi national problem in which it was expected that there 
would be no room for politics, and political use would not be made of the 
distress of a whole race. It is a matter of the deepest shame to us that this 
is not to be and politics has crept into a question which is, if any thing, 
largely humanitarian. Around this problem, various parties, groups and 
interests are veering, quite apparently with the purpose of fishing in 
troubled waters! This is doing no good to the refugees, as, it is found that 
they are too often made, pawn in the political game. Already, the refugee 
problem is so much politics-ridden that numerous organisations are work- 
ing at cross-jmrposes in their name. This is hardly a hopeful sign and only 
shows that the relief of refugees is only secondary to the purpose of agita- 
tion on the election-eve. I sincerely believe that we shall be helping the 
cause of refugees better if we kept the problem outside politics and took 
it uj) ns a national i)roblein towards which the united efforts of the whole 
nation sliould be bent. Al the moment the discussions we have so far heard 
has not indicated any such tendency. At least on this problem, let me 
hope and trust, we should be able to rise above party and grouj) interests 
and show to the world that in a very distressing period in the history ot 
the Bengali race, we have not played with the fortunes of a whole peopi*^ 
uprooteil from their soil.

If 
they are merely criticisms for the j)ur|K>.se of obtaining applaUHe here aud 
there or for talking to the jieople outside instead of talking to thejegiula- 
ture, one begins to think that such <*riti<*iHms pnK‘ee<l from people who**cio 
not appreciate the value ami tin* privileges, the poweis and the res[)on»ibi- 
Hties of a legislature. • 

The subjects dealt with by my friends fi#»re during the lust two days 
cover, as I said, a wide variety of .subjects. Some siieakers spoke about the 
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flood that has taken place in Diamond Harbour and Basirhat subdivisions. 
I may inform the members of this House that we are aliv^ to the situation. 
Our estimate is that 5,000 acres in Basirhat subdivision and 28,000 acres 
in Diamond Harbour subdivision have been affected by the recent flood. 
We are aware of the difficulties that would arise subsequently because the 
salt water crossing over the bunds would prevent further cultivation — at 
least would affect markedly the cultivation — in these areas. Although the 
eml^ankraents are not to be protected by the (jovernment — it is th.* 
responsibility of the people, the lease-holders, who have got the land under 
their control — yet the Government have taken all steps to relieve the people 
that are affected. Large sums of money have been distributed. The 
Magistrate has gone round to different parts of the district and has travel- 
led over dOO miles in those areas in the last two or three days in order to 
get a view of the situation that is existing there. As soon as he conn^^ 
back, it would be our duty to see that the embankments are put right. It 
could not be done earlier because at the full-moon time it is impossible to 
repair embankments. We have got* to wait till the next pha.se of the moon. 

My friend Mr. Gharu Ghandra Bliaiidari has referred to the Jact tliat 
certain lands whicli had been taken in the Diamond Harbour area have noi 
been ])aid for. 1 may <(*!! him — he not lieie — his friends can commiinicnte 
this news to him that all lands taken after partition have been paid for. 
but there are some liabilities with regard to lands which .were taken tor 
construction of road in the Diamond Harbour area before the partition 
which have not been met becau.se of the legal difficulties about which every 
mernlier of the legislature is aware. 

My friend Mr. Sibnath Banerjee has charai'terised the report which was 
included in the speech of His Excellency regarding the opening of .schools 
as bluff' — he call(*d it mischievous, he called it a mis.statemeut. There are 
some peo])le in this world who have no confidence in themselves. Naturally, 
they cannot have any confidence in others. It always jiroceeds from a .sense 
of want of self-confidence in one.self. He is aghast at the idea of .‘=’0 many 
schools being opened and .so many teachers being afqiointed. 1 may teil 
liim that there is one mistake, for which I am very sorry, in the printing 
of the speech that was delivered. The number of teachers that have been 
appointed is shown as 400 — it is really 1,400, but the.se 1,400 do not 
represent the total number of teachers who are employed in these new 
schools. I’liey were the total number of refugee teachers who are employed 
in these schools and His Excellency was then talking of the refugees and 
the value of the services they rendered. As a matter of* fact, I ftud that 
since the time that the speech was first written and printed, the number 
has increased — the total niiinl»er of scholars in the school.s of refugees is 
82,075 and the total numlier of teachers apiiointed is 17,000. These are 
refugee teachers. There are other teachers do not ])eloug to the 

refugee group. 

Then he made another remark. He was facing a problem which he 
could not understand how to .solve and, therefore, lie said “You talk of 
10 lakhs of i>eople being rehabilitated — how could you have huts for so 
many people r’ Does he know that the total number of hou.ses and huts 
that have been erected by the Government both in the area such as Habra 
as well as in border areas, the hutments whicli have been made in the 
different camps, the huts which have been built by the different District 
Magistrates, the huts which have been built by the Government in 
different colonies with Toans advanced by Government in 24-Pargana8, 
Jalpaiguri, Murshidabad, Nadia and other places, the huts which have 
been built by refugees thema?lves with Government loans on lands secured 
for them and the huts or houses for the building of which galvanized iron 
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sheets and cement have been given— the total number comes to 196ril3 and 
taking 5 people for each hut, it is not a very difficult calculation to find out 
how 10 lakhs of people have been rehabilitated. If it can convey any 
meaning to him, I would give him one copy of the statement which has been 
prepared and in which lie will find that there is no bluff indicated because a 
bluff given to the refugees is a bluff* given to the Government itself. I am 
not so careless in my expressions or words that I am using ami I am say- 
ing that Mr. Sibnath Banerjee was indulging in what I ina> call 
terminological inexactitude when he used this expression. 

The next question that has been raised in the course of the dehale is 
that there should have been nautical schools and technical schools. I can 
tell the members of the House that there are two nautical schools already 
started. Dozens of youiiginen ot the Indian Tiiiou have been taken alnnidy 
both in inland steamers as well as in sea-going steamers. With regard to 
technical schools a provision is now made for ToO boys to Ik* taken this 
year in the different new technical sidiools that are opened. 

Dr. Suresli Ghandra Baiierji wanted to know wht‘tli(‘r every one of the 
technicians .so educated and so instructed would gi't appoinimeiils. No- 
body can guarantee that, hut tin* need ior teehnu'ians in this eountrv is so 
great that I am positive that as soon as tinvse technicians will be availahle 
not only would the,\ get >i*r\ice but tlu'V will reiidi*i ethcient serviet* to the 
growth amf develojnnent oi this proMiice. 

Mr. Sibnath Banerjee perhaps never eares to look into fac'ts. He 
simply sees the reference to the Dainodar Vali(‘\ ]>roj(*ct and the ,Mor project 
in His Exeeliencv’.s speech and says that money is not there and therefore 
progress lias not taken place As a matter of luct, so far as the Mor pro- 
ject is concerned , we are in advance of our .scheduh*. While we had 
projected to fiiiisli it in wt* are going to finish it in IJtol. With regard 

to the Dainodar Valley project I admit that there was delay last \car for 
this^ reason, namely , that money was not avaiiahh* from the (’eritro. 
Probably, members are aware that money needed for the Dainodar Valley 
project is coiitrfljuted hv three parties— the (lovernmenl of India, the Gov- 
ernment of Bihar and the ( joveriiineiit of West Bengal. We have the 
largest share in the contribution to the Dainodar Valley jiroject, hut for 
the time lieing all these contrihiitions are made in the ff>rm of loans debited 
to the different (ioveniments, and last year it \^as difticult tf>r the Govern- 
ment of India to jirovide the loan as (jUickly as the Danexlar Valley people 
had desired.# Se<‘ondly, there \^as difficulty in rdioosing the proper tyj)e 
of niacliiiiery for the Dainodar Valley jiroject I may tell the members of 
this Hou*»e that through fhe eftort.s of myself and of the Hori’hle Bhupaii 
Mujumdar it lias now been po*'SihIe t<> have an Ad\isf»ry ( \»niiMitte»‘ on which 
the riiemhers of tlie three ( iovernim-nts meet to discuss the devehquneni of 
the Dainodar Valiev pntjeet. ami I can assun* \ou in this bcdialf that wo 
keep an eagle eyi* on the progress maile in the Dainodar \ alley ])roji*ct. . 

Mr. Sibnath Banerjee has talked about the Howraii Improvement Trust, 

I have taken this matter in hand and I have gone through it fairly care- 
fully, but tlie difficulty aro.se becau.se as in the case r»f tin* Guleutta Imjirove- 
ment Trust the Government has to contribute Ks. to ot) lakhs in order 
to form the first corjiu** round which grows the linj)ro\einent I rust. People 
do not think about these matters. They only think that wlnit i\m hy^iirove. 
rnent Trust ban t<i do i.s to take a piere of land, advertise, notify, lake the 
land’ and then sell it to the highest bidder. But between the time the land 
is taken, develoi>ed and resold there i« the time lag, and unless we have got 
some block account to o|>erate upon during the first period of development 
it is impossible to have the active progress of any Improvement Trust, but 
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J can ffasure Mr. Banerjee that the Government is quite alive to the problem 
of Howrah, and we are considering? ways and means, and in soon as ‘the 
hnancial position allows us it will be taken in hand speedily. 

Ah regards the paucity of nurses about which Mrs. Bhowmick complain- 
ed, I admit that in some cases there were some reports about the diflicuit.\ 
of nurses in different insHtutions. Government has got the matter, in hand , 
and w^mare going to investigate a.> to how to increase the number of nurses 
in the different ho'^pitals in West Bengal. It ma>’ be a news to the mem- 
bers here that for the fiist time in the histf>r\ of Bengal a particular 
institute in Burdwan has been set apart entirely for training of iiurso. 
Ordinarily nurses are trained in ordinary hospitals where they perforin j)ar^ 
duties and are given some honorarium or monthlx allowance until they aie 
<^ompletely trained and then they become staff nurses. This is f)ne method 
of training — not a very satisfactory one, and therefore (iovernment decided 
— and it has been put into operation last year — to put in a large number of 
nurses — last year it was oO, and this year it is 80 in the Burdwan hospital 
where they will be trained as ordinary students who will be given some 
nursing work to do, but who w'ill also be given some amount of tutorial 
work so as to alisorb the principle of nursing and to be able to man the 
different institutions wdiich are lieing opened every day. 

1 think it was Mr. Badrudduja who mentioned about lofj buses. It 
seemed to me that members here do not care to understand the principle 
behind this new system or to understand the reason why the (joveruor's 
fijieech has been introduced in the As.sembly and why an op])ortunity has 
been given to the members for commenting upon it. As my honourable 
friend Mr. Sarker has pointed out this system was introduced for the 
purjiose of concentrating on one or two important matters oi policy of the 

GovernuKMit as given in his spe(*(*h. I have also to refer to the <liff event 

items of l(‘gislation coming during the ensuing year. 

f’he ca^e of lob buses is a matter whndi is jip]>earin^ in the press., and 
jnopaganda has ])een carried on, and it was sought to ])Ut it as iin amenrl- 
jTient to the Govermn’s speech. I do not kn<»w wliat relation Idb buses 
plying in, Cah utta has to do with tin* s])ee<'h ot His Excellency the 

(Governor, riie position is that lob permits were given temjiorarily in 

BMlo for thiee yt*ars; in lb48 the permits (‘eas(*d to have (*tfect. At that 
iinit‘, the (iovernment of West Bengal thought of introdneing the State 
Transport system in suflicient numhers, so that tliey might he able to take 
U)> the work of the temporary permit-holders. Tliere are two reasons whv 
the (lovernimmt chose to do so. Apart from the scheme of nationalising 
the Transport systmn there i.s the other proposition that iK*rmils tor these 
Ibb buses were being held by onlv lb ]H‘Ople, of whom it was discovered 
ten were undesirable from various points of view. Many of them have gone 
»way to Pakistan. Some of them were found guilty of various acts foi 
’wdiieh it was not ilesiralile to continue their permit.s. But what struck me 
as most important is that while we are not able to distribute bus permits 
to a large number of ^leople who are anxious to have them there are one or 
two or three men who are having 10 or IT |H‘rmits to their credit. They 
are more nr less a sort of vested interest which tlie Government was not 
prepare«l to accept, and therefore while Government have accepted the 
po«ition that none of the buses now plying would cease to ply, the total 
number o^ buses remaining the same, the permit-holders should not conti- 
nue to enjoy the privileges toMi^hieh, T think, they are not entitled. 

j- 

With regard to thh election to the Calcutta Cori>oration and the District 
Boards, (o which my friend Dr# Suresh Chandra Banerjee has referred, 1 
may tell the House that the position was that in the case of Calcutta 
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tJorporation a kige number of applications bejfan to be comiajr in to iftclude 
the names of various persons whose names were not included in the preli- 
minary roll. So we had jj^iven an extension of time, and it was necessary 
to scrutinise the list and then to publish the scrutiiiLsed list. This will 
take some amount of time before the final list can be publisheil ami then 
the election can take jilace. 

IVith regard to the Di^trirt Ih^anls the pONition i'^ th.it in two aif tln‘ 
districts in ])articular, Nadi.i and Dinajpur. the report is that the ]H)]Uila- 
tion there has so changed during Ih^last disturbances that mans of those 
who were on the roll which was prepared on the liasis ot jmyincnt ot taxes 
last year, i.e., IJldll, electoral roll. ha\e ceastal to be rcsidi*nt,s oj the districts 
and imiiiy have come who wioe not on the roll. It was the desne of the 
District Otticers and the Conimi.s.siom‘r and m\ colleagues t^o st*e that these 
men also get an oppoitunity ot quitting in theii names on the eleeloral roll 
which meant a jM'istponement ot election tor a certain time. No one is 
more anxious than 1 am to see that a nominated bod\ simuhi not contiiim* 
to operate tor a longer jieriod than is essential, but it could not be licipcd. 

As regards the release ot political priNoncr>. m\ Irieiid Mr. Sihuuth 
Banerjee, in spite ot the fact that he differed tmm the ('ommunists, as he 
said, was asking the ( iovertiment to considm’ their claims. 

8J. SIBIAvTH banerjee: (hi medical grounds. 

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: I was thinking that his 
\ision wa^ bigger and broader th.in that, and he was talking on humanitarian 
grounds. 

Now. Sir, out of tlie total number ot 1,12*2 persons who were tliere, fi*om 
t'l* 1st of .lannar.N nearl\ odd persons ha\4* been leleased altogether, and 
oSI) ]u*rs()ns, not men*l> of the g^roup belonging tn the (’ommiinist Bartv 
but other groups also, are in detention yet. 

With legard to the next point that has been raised dii I he ijnestion ol 
thV .ilioiition oi ^amindai>. memiter.s ait* aware that 1 made a statiMiient in 
the H()Usi‘ during- tlu' Hudg-et session. We are finding «»ut (he ^hdails ot 
the ]n’ogramme that w.is laid lieiore the House, winch was this tiiat th»* 
hind should ladoiig to the lillei, llie actual cult i\ ali »i ; secoiidlv, ih.it he 
should get ail amount ot land which W'ouhi make him ecoiiouncallv selt- 
sufficient. It is not an eas\ pio|»o,>itioii ; it is not jusl taking up a maj» 
and saying that thest* are to he divided into so man> pieces amongst so 
man> people. Ihere .ire various laetois to be eorisidered. I may tell the 
House that we have taken ti|> one aie.i and we an* goung to make a profier 
investigation. It is true that there are other piovinees which have gone 
ahead of Us, but in what the\ have gone ahead is in passing a legislation. 
Take our neig-hhouniig province of Hast Bakislan. 'I'hev have passed 
legislation but they have not as vet been abb* to take anv ai’tive step-s 
towards the abolition of zamind.ines, because the problems are so iiiucti 
difficult. 

With regard to Bengal, the problem is even more diffii’ult in one wa> 
because Bengal has got a tenanev legislation different tnuii the rest of 
India. Here the tenant lias got the right which is praclicallv the right ot 
ownership to the land. Therefore, as Edmund Burke has said, “(’ompute 
your gains when you make a change ,so that your change i.s better Thar»»*what 
it was l>efore”. And therefore we are going cautiosly. 

My friend from Cooch Behar has pleaded tor (^mch Behar employees. 

I am afraid he has forgotten ail the terms f)f that notification or untiounoe- 
ment. The terms were that those who would he employe<l would be taken 
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on tRe same terms and conditions that were obtaining before the merger 
took place; if they were to be removed sufficient compensation would be 
paid. I am free to confess that there are a large number of officers who 
are not very high in their attainments on the administrative side. We are 
trying to alter the situation to a certain extent but I assure my friend that 
the interestH of the' present incumbents would always be looked into. As a 
matter of fact, only the other day some of the clerks reported to us that 
although following the rules of the Indian Union an officer cannot work 
beyond the age of o5, if he was ernnloyed under the Gooch Behar Rules 
it permitted him to go on till 00, aiW therefore he demanded his right to 
continue uj) to 00 and the Cabinet accepted that demand. 

With regard to co-operation, my friend Mr. Mudassir Hossain is not 
here, he is an expert in the matter as others are who are connected with tlie 
movement. I wonder whether they understand the meaning of the word 
“co-operation”. 1 am not making any reflection on the individual members 
— they are esteeniahle gentlemen, — but co-o])eration is a matter in which 
it is necessary to have a psychology and approach which is different from 
the ordinary api)roa(di. What does an ordinary man do!" I as an ordinary 
man want to have my own self-interest, ami have nothing to do with that 
lor which 1 liave to sacrifice my own interest in the interest of my neigh- 
bours. But co-o])eriition requires a sjiirit ot common interest, and there- 
fore that spirit has to be attained. And I do say that that spirit should be 
develojied. But whether you can do .so tor that group ot [jcople whom you 
call refugees is a different matter. His psychology, his temperament, his 
attitude towards life and approach towards the problem of daily needs are 
such that it is not possible lor him to understand the princijile and the need 
of working in co-operation. But my friend Mr. Das (ju]>tu has said that 
out of Ibd co-operative .societies that were started only a few have survived. 
It is (juite natural. We have a town jilanning committee which is receiv- 
ing thousands of ajiiilications from co-operative societies, but it was found 
that those c()-op(*rative societies which have an authorised cajiital of .Rs. 3 
lakhs have a sub.scribed capital of onl\ Bs. '>(10. They want to take 250 
bighas of land: the amount of money to be jiut for development is Rs. 1,500 
which shows that they have meant well but they do not appreciate nr 
understand the value of having these things in a co-operative fashion. 

Now, there is one subject about which my friend Mr. Sibnath Banerjee 
was very enthusiastic. He spoke about curtailment ot civil liberty. I 
tfiiuk he was arrested on the 12th as a prevetitive measure a^d many of bis 
friends were arrested. We arre.sted 40 people two or three days before the 
12th, and it saved the whole city and the surrounding areas consisting 
more than 40 lakhs of people from being immersed in rowdism and mob 
violence. I consider that to be a cheap method of obtaining peace and 
tranquillity. If civil lil)erty means criminal liberty that one man can put 
the lives of hundreds and thousands of pef)ple in jeopardy, then I say that 
that liberty must not be encouraged. I am no le.ss a defender ot civil 
liberty than any of my friemls on the other side. I do say, liberty is not 
licence: liberty imposes some amount of re.^^triction that while you ask 
liberty for yourself you have no right to impose restrictions upon the liberty 
of others. Freedom of others .should be as precious as freedom of your- 
self. Sir, be has given us a wonderful picture of what is»going to happen. 
With five seizure of iiower, he said, they will become masters of factories. 

I shall welcome the day whq^ they become really masters. I shall welcome 
the day w’heu they have got the qualification to seize ixiwer — not by shout- 
ing slogans, not by simply making a statement in the legislature, but by 
actual service, by actual work in such a way that it could be shown that 
we are working in the interest of the workers themselves. As my friend 
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Sri Kalipada Mookerjee hafe said that in most cases the labour leaderi^have 
become active ^litical leaders, they do not serve the interests of any jmrti- 
cttiar’group or any trade union as much as they serve the interests of their 
own jx)litical objective. If that is the way ot the seizure of jxiwer, they 
are welcome because in a free India it is open to any one to give expression 
to his own views and get it accepted by the people, not hy force, not h> 
coercion, not by putting undue i>ressure, but by argument, by adjustment, 
by compromise, by reason, and then ouU we can satisf\ the deinan^ls of 
democracy. 

Sir, now I come to the two questions that remain to bt‘ discus>ed— one 
i?, the question of black marketing ami the other i.s the ijiiestion of the 
refugees. 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: Dr. l{o>. It is my painful duty to interrupt 
you at this stage. This is prayer time and I adjourn the Housi^ i(»r 
15 minutes. 

(At this stage the House was adjourned for fifteen minutes. >

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY; Mr Speaker. Sir. 1 was 

saying that two of the important subjects dt*alt with iiy most ol tlic speak(»r.s 
and matters ?ti wliicli the jnililic are greatl\ e\t*rcised and interested ari‘ 
the .subjects of black marketing and profiteering and as to wliat steps the 
(Tovernment have taken lo iiu'et this iiieiiac(‘, and secondly, the prolilem 
of the refugees. Sir, with regard to black marketing, to deal with the 
black niaikeier.s we have in our armoury two weapons - (me is the Black 
.^Iarketlng Act which ('UiiousK enough proMdes tor a mminiuin sentence 
ot six months and a maximum of .seven years’ rigorous imprisonnnmt to 
every person found guilty, and then* is also what i--* called tin* Ksseiitial 
Supj)lies Act where there is no minimum punishment, the maximum i.s 
inqiri.soumeiit for two years. Sir. under the fiist Act winch really is 
applied to persons of substance, men who an* guilt.x ol trading in reulls 
large quantities and black marketing tht*m, tliere w«*re lb cases wdtbin the 
last six months of which ■] have ended in conviction. 7 cases are bi»ion‘ the 
Tribunal and one has been witlidrawii. The I'ases of tin* olh»*r two or thre*' 
are being investigated. Sir. the Black Marketing Act provides that tlie 
case would be tried by a Tribunal and in^t by an ordinary Magistrate and 
that is why a little cumbrous procedure has to be ((dlow(*d before a case can 
be put up before the Tribunal. 

With regard to the Essential Supplies Act, between Marcli and August, 
that is, the last six month.s, 1!)50, 1,815 persons were prosecuted in ralcuttu 

of whom 1,418 have ended in conviction and 01 were discharged. Df these 

at least two have been sent to prison for one year. In Ihe districts^ in 

Bengal there have been 0.021 prosecutions, 2,i'14 conx ii’tioiis and too 
discharges. The total amount oi fines levied on t}»es<‘ m<*n w(*re over a lakh 
of rupees, and the amount of good.s which have lM‘cn cfinfiMeated is 

Rs. 1,71,054. In the case of (’alcutta the valuation of goods .seized is over 
Rs. lakhs worth. So we are trxing our level bc,st to see that black 
marketing and profiteering are not indulged in. Many of the members 
are aware, and public are aware that a few week.s ago just after the Korean 
War started, the spice merchants in Calcutta suddenlx shot up tye pjrices 
of spices, particularly the whole.sale dealers. In one day or rather in two 
days we arrested 37 of these dealers and put them in jail, and then they 
were released I was given an undertaking that they *wf)uld abide by the 
decision of the Government with regard to prices at which they would 
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be selling their goods to the retail dealers. Similarly, in the case of 
medicine in certain cases the medicine dealers were arrestpd and several 
of them were prosecuted whenever they were found to have gone beyond 
the limits prescribed by law. Therefore, I maintain that the statement 
made in His Excellency’s speech with regard to the steps taken against 
black marketing and profiteering is quite correct. 

last subject is the question of refugees. As I listened to the different 
sjieeclies in the House, I was pained to find that this problem of refugees 
which should be above community and above i)arty interests, has been made 
a matter of community and party interest, and we have heard the wonder- 
ful gems of expressions used by my friend Mr. Badrudduja. He, to my 
mind, ran amuck. He s[)oke in a language which was very much unheard 
(d' even in this Assembl\ . He .said that this Governmeut is a barbarous 
system of Government. Sir, hard w^ords do not break any bones. I know 
that where there is sound and fury, it signifies nothing. He talks in 
hyperboles and he talked without j)roj)er figures and facts when he talked 
about these matters. He said that Police had failed to protect the 
minorities. 1 dare say he has got a Maker, a Providence whom he has got 
to face some time. Can he say with his hands on his heart that the Police 
did not ])rotect him and his peoj)le? He has tried to make uj» that the 
Muslim refugees have been given differential treatment from the Hindu 
refugees. He has made capital of the fact that only Rs. 200 were allowed 
to a MiisHtu refugee. If he will kindly calculate — 1 hope he’ has got .. 
pencil and pajjcr — he will find what amount per head was spent on the 
refugees. Rupees 0 crores has been s])ent tor ten lakhs ot peo]d(‘ who have 
come here as refugees. It comes to about Rs. 00 ])er head. Th(‘reforc, 
when he talks aboiit Rs. 200 Ixnng insignificant, he is hard to be satisfied. 
He lifts got to realise* that GoverniinuO is unable to make u|> for all tlie 
losses which every man has .sustained during the last disturbances. Has 
he forgotten that as th(‘re are Muslims there are Hindus also who have 
lost a great deal of tlndr property and also their lives'' Ho did not ])lead 
for them. He .says that lu* belongs to a S(‘cular Stat(‘. A loyal citizen (d 
a secular State will ask for relief to all. I can (dialleii^e. I can say without 
f(‘ar of contradiction that we in tin* Ministry have always look(*d uj)on the 
I'cfugees as individuals who are afflicted, who are distiessed, who are in 
difliculty, and who have lost their all AVe tried to ht*l]) ever\ one (d them. 
Who can forg(*t \Nhat tin* ( iovernment ot West Ren<ial did in the ])eginning 
of the trouWeP Steamers were charten‘d. a(*r(>plane'H weri* chai'teied, 
special trains w(*r(* j)rovide<l. For what To let the refugees of Ixith 
communities travt*l ti’om one side t«> the other in order that Vhe_\ may in>t. 
sucoiimb to the tear ('omplex, in order that the\ ma\ not get their minds 
more obsessed with the ti‘ar ('Oiuplex. Sir. is this the (‘ftecd of the barbarous 
treatment of thi.s Government? If this (iovernment were barbarous, iheii 
Mr. Badrudtluja would not have dared to make a statement on the floor of 
this House as he has dom*. Sii-, he has said that the Muslims are starving. 

I would like to say that both the Hindus and Afuslims are starving. My 
heart goes out in sunpath) for them. Throu;:hout the last year not less 
than three to four hours everv day I had been trxing to find mit what is 
the best ])Ossible nn‘thod of giviny; n*li('f to tln»>e who liave (M)ine here. 
Mr. Khuda Bukhsh tried to find out the difference between the Muslim 
refugees who have been displaced from their ht'arths and homes during the 
last riots and the Himlu refugees and also compared the amenities wliich 
haveSieen given to the Hindu refugees with those of the Muslims. .Sir I 
deprecate such methods. I.Vill tell you one thing that we have tried to 
do our level best for *he refugees as a whole. But there is a difference and 
nobodv can but recognise that difference. Whereas a man belonging to 
West Bengal, be he a Hindu or a Muslim, who might have gone to Pakistan 
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and, come back again has'liis conneclions here, has an eoononiic atiuasphere 
here, has com^nitmeuts here, has triends and relations here, n man \dio hiis 
come from the other side bereft of his property, bei-eft of hi> home, bereft 
of his other belongings that he j)ossesseci, has practically nothing to fall 
back uiKjn. He is really a displaced person. Therefore, the comparison is 
not so clear as one would like it to he. Hut there is a tlitterence. 

The second ditfcicmc is that whcrea." ‘^tMI havt‘ liccn allotted to ii 
Muslim refugee comin<4 back tor ndiabilitation. in ilic <asc of a^llindii 
refugee, in the majority ot ca»cs, it lia> l.ceii a loan ^\hicli the refugee has 
out to pay back again. riicictoic it i> not a proposiiion whiidi should he 
viewed in that <*oiimiuiial ta>liion. I would not iiavt* liotlicrcd to rcfiu- to 
these matters, but even it a little mud i> thrown, some mini is likely to siie.k, 
and, therefore. I inu-'t make the position id the (iovi'rnnieiit clear on this 
point, lie has complained ot the fact that tin* Muslims are not getting 
suftieieiit number ot posts in the Secular State. Kveii if he is a Muslim, 
he Is also a meiiiiier ot the StM ular State and he must take liis chance along 
v.illi other meinliers ot the State. It there is .in\ minoiitN. as I ^aid before, 
in this House, it is that gi’oup — (he Kiimpeans. (In* Aiigholndiauh — wdio are 
leally tile minorities in this country. The M’lshins who are memhers of this 
country, who are lo\al eiti/cns ot tin* State cannot claim Imtli s])eci:il 
privileges as well as tlie privili'ges (hat aie attached to iht* (‘itizens of the 
State.

I will now H'ter to the general ijiiestion ot retugees. I have tliotight f>\er 
)t even more thiiii any other memhei pn*senf hen*. I have tell that tlo'se men 
have eome awav leaving their heartlis and homes and that no p(*rMon~" 
I'artieiilarly an aghi ullniisf — would leave his heartli and horn** with which 
lie has been tied, jirolfahlv it uoi for eentiiiies. for generatioriH. for going to 
an unknown destination. My friend Mr. Afudassir llossaiu tried eiTfflaia 
It in a different manner. He tried t<» give an explanation tlmt it was due to 
the temptatiem given by the West Keiigal (Tovernment \o them to eome away 
from East Ih^ngal. lie has also said that it is because big ssamindars have 
tempted them to eome a way that they hate come away. Sir, these are 
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problems of i>sycholo^ alK)ut which I know very little. But I know that 
a man who is a displaced person has a psychological appro^h which is 
different from that of ours. He considers himself to be a wronged man. *He 
is a victim of circumstances over which he had had no control and he has 
had to suffer for no fault of his own. He finds that his means of livelihood 
h interfered with. Naturally he becomes mad. He feels that the world is 
against him and it is not very unusual to feel that under such (drcumstances 
he has ^ be dealt with in a differen' manner. 

In this connection 1 would cite an incident to which a reference has been 
made in this House. The incident took place on the 19th September in 
Dhuhulia camp. 1 would have been very glad if I could place all the facts 
that I have before the House. Three cases have been started under sections 
802, 147 and 842, J.B.C., against the Commandant alleged to be responsible 
for the incident and the whole matter being suh judice I am precluded from 
mentioning anything about them. But I may say a few w^ords about the 
general situation. As soon as 1 beard about tlo^ inrideiit I asked our men 
tc- go and examine the ixi^ilion and to pacify the refugees by assuring th^i 
that (loveriiment will take all Hte[»s necessary against those W'bo might be 
responsible for that incident. My Relief (Commissioner, the De{)uty Relief 
Commissioner, the District Magistrate and the Inspector-General of Police 
are all trying to find out the real facl^ about the death of Aniikul Brahma, 
a refugee from Barisal in hut No. To, Groiij) camp No. 18. The Commandant 
has been nmioved from his job and the Relief ('ommissioner . has made 
arrangement to reli(*ve their distre.^s and givo theiti such otlier lielp as may 
be found necessary. Sir, Gov(*rnment extremely regret iln occurrence ot 
this unfortunate incident and deplnr(‘ the deatli ol the ndiigec*. It is bo[)ed 
under the new management it will he po.ssible to maintain normalcy. All 
matters relating to the g-rievanees ot the refugees placed liefore the Relief 
Commissioner are being- eiujuin'd into and redressed, wliere possible. 
Government have no intention of hiding anything (H’ whitewashing any 
matter. It has been sugg-ested that an older lias beem issu(‘d to disperse the 
refugees from Dhuhulia camp. No sm-b order has l>een issued. We desire 
to ciKjuire into the causes and find out and punish the real (‘ulprits. 

This question of refugees, as I have said before, is a difficult problem, 
particularly the (picstioii of their rehabilitation. I entirely agree that 
merely giving them shelter is not rehabilitation. You imi.st place them in 
a position so that they can earn their livelihood to maintain themselve.s and 
their families. It is not an easy problem to solve, not merely because of 
want of money which is also scarce, not merely because the refugee is in want 
of materials which he finds difficult to procure, not merely because of want 
of coniraunication to reach the refugee camps in different areas, but also 
because the refugees themselves are a difficult peo])le to fit in the economic 
structure of the country to which they have come. It is possible that a man 
who was a rent collector and who depended upon the collection of rent from 
the land and cultivated his land through day labourers is a misfit in his new 
condition as a refugee in order to be able to earn hia livelihood. T can tell 
you that about 40 per cent, of the people who have come over belong to this 
group, and it is difficult to get their mind engrossed in anv other particular 
avocation to which they are not accustomed. The remainder. I am glad to 
say, ftre those who are able to take up their own tliread of livelihood and 
they have fitte<l themselves in different areas. So a fisherman, a grocer, a 
blacksmith, an artisan, a potter, and a carpenter have very easily fitted 
themselves' into our economic structure. As a luatier of fact it will be 
surprising for you to note that on the border areas there are more than 
875, (HlO people — agriculturists — who have occupied lands which have been 
vacated by Muslim migrants. Government i/s taking all steps to .see that as 
aoon as the cultivating season is over the land is made over to the returning

We are 
grateful to your department for supplying us these sheets which give us

the day at our own houses in the morning with the help of a cycle peon. 
That would be very helpful to us. As for instance, we do^ not know what 
questions are there in the agenda.

But according to our rules we 
liave to circulate the questions half-an-hour before the q^uestion time. As 
regards supplying all other papers in the morning, I shall see to this. 

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Sir, there is one point I 
would like to refer to in this connection. It is that sometimes a question is 
asked in this session but is not answered during the se'^.sion, and probnbly 
the answer is given five nionth.s aft(*r wtien the original questioner has 
prohahlA forgotten for what ])urj)()se he had asked the question, and the 
answer also becomes stab*. In view of this, is it i)ossible for us to have 
any rule by which we can see that if the (luestion has not been answered in 
a particular session, the question should be asked again 1)> Jhe (|uestioner 
instead of caiiying it over from session to session, so that the questioner 
may include any new item in tlu‘ que>tion. 

Shaikh MOHAMAD RAFIQUE: Sir, I am grateful to the Hon’ble the 
Chief Minislei for his suggestion. 1 think (government should also tell us 
as to what lime Government would take in answering a question. This 
question about the Kden Gardens Exhibition was sent six iminths ago and I 
was exj)ecting a reply during the last session of the Assembly. But T have 
got the answer only today. So we want to know what time Goveiuiment 
usually takes in answering a question and as to why the reply is not ready 
in tiim‘. 

Mr. SPEAKER: I a])]>reciate tin* point of view of the honourable member 
as also of the Chief Minister. The jiositiou with regard to (juestions is this: 
as soon as a question comes to our office w'e examine it and then send it ty 
the (h'i)arlment concerned. Unfortunately, maiy\ of the (juestions are replied 
to after a viu'y long time. Naturally, these questions do not come before 
the Hous(> within the session. Prior to this matter being melitioned, I was 
myself considering as to whether there was any procedure which might be 
adopted in the matter of answering the i[uestions. When T went to Delhi 
1 found that so far as the Central Legislature was concerned, they have got 
certain rules under wdiich within a particular time the questions are to be 
put on the agenda paper and if b\ that time the answer is not ready the 
Government must ask for time. I have not yet decided as to wffiat should be 
the forms of our miles and regulations. But 1 can tell the House that I am 
of the view that questions lose their significance it they are not answered 
wdthin a reasonable time and that some machinery should be devised by 
which the answers may be given within a reasonable tinfe. Then neither 
the questions will be stale nor the answers will be stale, and the main 
puipose for which the questions are asked would be served and the informa- 
tion oIttL'ned would be more effective. At present I am not in a position to 
say w’liat should be the rulevS wul w'hat should be done. But I will consider 
that. ^ * . 

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN C.HANDRA ROY: Sir, you have not touched 
on the point that I h^ve mentioned.

The West Bengal Clinical Establishments Bill, 1950. 

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY; Sir, I beg tojntroduce 
the West Bengal Clinical Establishments Bill, 1950. “ t 

(Secretary then read the short title of the Bill.) 

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDR^ ROY: Sir, 1 beg to move that 
the West Bengal Clinical Establishments Bill, 1950, be taken into consi- 
deration. * * 
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Sir, the reasons for which this Bill has been brought before the House 
by the Government are known to most people. A large number of nursing 
homes, maternity homes, physical therapy establishment and other similar 
establishments are springing up now'-a-daj^s, particularly, in the city of 
Calcutta. The Government have observed with concern that many of these 
establishments are spurious, particularly maternity homes and physical 
therapy establishments where undesirable activities are carried on under a 
false guise. In many other establishments, proper equipments are not 
provided, and proper personnel are not employed. It has therefore been 
thought desirable in the interest of public health and morality that the 
Government should be able to exercise control over such establishments in 
order to see that thej^ are not used for immoral purposes, propel hygienic 
and scientific arrangements lire made, proper accommodation is available 
and properly Gained personnel are employed in such establishments. It is 
necessary for that purpose to i)rovide for the compulsory registration of 
(1 ) nursing homes including maternity homes, (2) physical therapy 
establishments and (<3) clinical laboratories for the diagnosis of diseases and 
for the taking out of licences by such establishments. 

Sir, to this motion also there have been some amendments and in older 
to satisfy my friend Mr. Sibnath Banerjee 1 may iell him tliat some of these 
amendments have been brought in because there liave been some printing 
mistakes in some cases, and in some cases after consultation with the other 
members we tlioiigbt that one ()r two words may be added to make the 
meaning more clear. Fortunately for us wisdom is not static; it goes on 
getting better; we are getting wiser and wiser every day. AVhat my friend 
Sibnath Banerjee does not understand today, he may be wiser tomorrow to 
understand that. 

ilanab MD. KHUDA BUKHSH: Sir, I am ])erliaps the happiest among 
the members, because it was 1 who first brought this mattei' to the notice 
of Government. I think it was some tw'o years ago that I tried to bring 
it to the notice of Government that these health homes and nature clinics 
and such other (the Hon’ble Dr. Bidhan Cii\n])im Koy : Massage) 
estahlishments w^ere causing damage to the morals of our young men. Now, 
Government after due investigation have come to the conclusion tlmt the\ 
should be suppressed and those establisliments wliich are indulging in 
immoral and questionable activities should be liquidated. 

Sir, I congratulate the Hou'ble Minister for bringing in this legislation. 

8J. SIBNATH BANERJEE: Sir, 1 had no desire to intervene in this 
debate, because I think it is a very desirable measure, but the Hon’ble Chief 
Minister did me honour by referring to me in his speech. Therefore, I 
want to say a few words. I entirely agree with the Chief Minister that 
knowledge is not static. 

The Hon’ble Dfi BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: It gro\vs more and more. 

Sjt SIBNATH BANERJEE: I know, however, that Dr. Roy lias been 
static with his capitalistic views for the last few years. He has not moved 
even one inch from his views just as I have been a no-changer in my 
socialistic views. He will not learn tomorrow what he does not understand 
today. (The Hon’ble Bhupati Mazumdar: You have changed many 
times.? Sir, I do not know how many such Knights Dr. Roy has got behind 
him ! However, the defence 1x5 has put forward is, I should not say, unworthy 
but it is unjustified. If there are only printing mistakes, that is a simple 
matter. But if there he other mistakes which are to be corrected in this 
Bill and in every other Bill, then that defence is very difficult even for 
Dr. Rov. I wish that such mistakes will not be seen in futuie.

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The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Sir, I beg, to move that 
the West Bengal Clinical Establishments Bills, 1950, as settled ii;^ the 
Assemblyy be passed.

The West Bengal Dental Board Bill, 1950. 

tIw Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Sir, 1 beg to introduce 
the West Bengal Dental Board Bill, 1950. 

(Secretary then read the short title of the Bill.) 

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY; Sir, I beg to move that 
the West Bengal Dental Board Bill, 1950, be taken into consideration. 

Sir, the proviso to section 21 of the Dentists Act, 1948, which is an 
all-India Act which was enacted by the Centre on an all-India basis, la^s 
down that the Dental Board established under the Bengal Dentists Act, 
1909, shall be deemed to be the Brovincial Dental ( ouiicil under the Central 
Act. Under the jirovisions of the Dentists Act, 1948. it prevents us from 
jiossessing a Provincial Dental ('ouncil. Bengal was the only Province 
which had a Dental Board as juovided under the Bengal Dentists Act, 1989. 
Therefore, the AVest Bengal Dental Board was last leconstituted in May, 
1945, and the term of office of its members wa.s due to exjnfe on the 14th 
May, 1950. It was decided in consultation with the Government of India 
to take steps for the constitution of a vState Dental Council for AVest Bengal 
in accordance with the provisions of the Central Act, so that the new 
(^ouncil could start functioning from the 1st January, 1951. But as there 
was no time left for reconstitution of the existing AA^est Bengal Dental 
Board by election under the Bengal Act and there was also no provision for 
extension of tlie life of the Board, the term of ofiice of members of the Board 
was extended up to the 81st December, 1950, by promulgation of an 
Ordiance. 

It is now proposed to pass an Act incorporating the provisions of the 
said Ordinance. 

Sir, the Bill is a small one, namely, that the present Dental Board should 
continue to work till December, 1950, and the new Dental Council under the 
Dental Act of 1948 will be formed from the Ist January, 1951. 

The motion was then put and agreed to.

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN DHANDRA ROY: Sir, I beg to move that 
the West Bengal Dental ‘Doayd Bill, 1950, as settled in the Assembly, be 
pa&sed. 

The motion was then put and agreed to. 
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The’Legislatiire Assembly of West Bengal (Removal of Disqualilloations) 

Bill, 1950. 

The Hon*ble Dr. BIOHAN CHANDRA ROY. Sir, I beg to introduce 
the Legislative Assembly of West Bengal (Bemoval of Bisqualifiuations) 
Bill, 1950. 

(Secretary then read the short title of the Bill.) 

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Sir, I beg to move that 
the Legislative Assembly of West Bengal (Bemoval of Disqualifications) 
Bill, 1950, be taken into consideration. 

Sir, under section 09(1) («) of the (jovernment of India Act, 19d5, a 
jierson was disqualified from being a member of a Legislative Assembly if 
he held an office of profit under the Crown unless a law ^as passed by the 
Provincial Legislature declaring any office of profit n.s not disqua]if3 ing 
for the above purpose. The Bengal Legislature (Removal of Disqualifica- 
tions) Act, 1937, was accordiiigh' passed bj' the then Bengal Legislature 
declaring the office of the Parliamentary Secretary as not disqualifying in 
the above sense. This Act still remains in force b.\ virtue of section 372(1) 
of the (Constitution. There is a similar provision in the ('onatitulion that 
under Article 191(l)(<i) a person will be disqualified from being a member 
of the Legislative Assembly if he holds any office of piofit under the (loveru- 
ment of the Uifion or of a State unless this office is declared by the Legislature 
of the State by law as not to disqualify its liolder in this sense. We are 
satisfied that Article 191 applies to the Legislative Assembly to be consti- 
tuted under the C'onstitution but does uot apply to the old Provincial 
Legislative Assembly which hy virtue of section 382(/) is only exercising 
powers and performing the functions of the Legislative Assembly and the 
Legislative Council of West Bengal to be constituted under the (\>nstitution. 

Secondly, even if Article 191(1) (a) applies, the Removal of Disqualifi- 
cationg Act of 1937 is an exempting law passed by the Legislature withiu 
the meaning of article 191(1) (a). Nevertheless, in order to be on the safe 
side, an Ordinance was passed under Article 191(1) (a) retrospectively 
effective from the 20th January, 1950, and declaring the office • of the 
Parliamentary Secretary as one which would not disqualify for membership. 
Some other Part A States enacted similar retrospective Ordinances. The 
present Bill seeks to replace the provisions of the Ordinance. 

Sir, with th^se words, I beg to move the Bill which stands in my name. 
This, as has lieen explained in the Statement of Objects and Reasons, is a 
creation of the Government of India Act, 1935. We did not take any steps 
so long because we were advised, as I have indicated in my speech already, 
that it was not necessary to come before the Legislature for this purpose, 
but it was also felt that in case there be some doubts, it would be better 
to have the sanction of the House and so we were advised at the late stage ^ 
by the Government of India to put the matter before the Legislature and 
get the legislative sanction to the continuance of the- Removal of Disquali- 
fications Act which was passed by the legislature in 1937. 

8j. 8IBNATH BANERJEE; Sir, may T make mv observations now? 

Sir, this Government and the Chief Minister are so static that we do not 
know what they are talking about. Either this Bill is necessary not 
necessary. He said that some doubts have been expressed. In the 
Statement of Objects and Reasons also I find “As some doubt luui 

arisen.. ” About the doubt, there are legal experts, the Supreme 

Court, for instance, and it should have been ftet at rest. If the Bill is not 
necessary, it should not have been moved. • 
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Mr* SPEAKERS You know that in legal matters there^ are always 
doubts. It is better to have the doubts set at rest. 

SJ. SIBNATH BANERJEE: Mr. Speaker, Sir, that is quite true. 
Lawyers will differ, but this Goveirnment will be guided by some lawyers — 
the Advocate-General or the SuprSme Court Judge — and they should follow 
their advice courageously. Whether they stand or fall they should follow 
it and not say that there is great doubt about it. So, either it is not 
necessary or, in the alternative, it has come too late. For instance, the 
Ordinance that preceded it only on the 6th September tried to validate an 
act of omission since the 26th January. If it has been wrong from the 
26th January, tJie Parliamentary Secretaries are no longer members 
including the Chief Whip and even Dr. Roy’s injection will not resurrect 
them. Either they are dead or not dead. If they are not dead, they are 
living and kicking also. If they are dead, they should not have wasted 
our time by bringing in this Bill. (The Hon’ble Dr. Bidhan Chandra 
Roy: Even there is a state between life and death.) Therefore, 
I strongly suggest that it should be dropped now because they have been 
carrying on so long without any Bill. The Ordinance that was passed on 
the 6tb September was also bad in law and I am going to move a resolution 
disapproving of it because the Governor had no right to pass an Ordinance 
from the 26th January when one whole session — the budget session- 
intervened. He should have done it within the budget sessioif,* but he should 
not validate his Ordinance pre-dating it from the 26th January. Even in a 
Bill it is difficult to have retrospective effect — the Ordinance-making power 
is very limited — that can be applied only when it is urgently necessary. 
From the 26th January to 6th vSeptember it was not necessary. On the 
6th September Dr. Roy wakes up or Mr. Susil Banerji wakes up and finds 
that there is something wrong and tries to validate the Act. That cannot 
be done on the 6th September. Whatever was done by the Governor does 
not stand. He could have passed an Ordinance up to the last day of the 
session. Beyond that he cannot go under the Ordinance-making power 
which is given in section 282 of the Constitution. Sir, I am thankful to 
you for having supplied us with this. We have the armoury ready at hand. 
According to the (Constitution the Governor had no right to pass an Ordi- 
nance trying to validate an act of omission of this Government from the 
26th January, If this Government thinks it is all right, let them go on 
merrily as they have been going on for all these months. If they found out 
a mistake, they should have kept quiet. If they found that it was necessary 
to rectify the mistake, they should have said that some doubt has been raised 
and they should have taken courage in both hands and should have said 
“We made a mistake and we are rectifying it.” After all, we do not want 
the poor Parliamentary Secretaries to be chucked out from office. 

I have got an Ordinance which was laid before the House yesterday or 
the day before. Here the second part says “Whereas the Legislative 
Assembly of West Bengal is not in session” — ^probably it was not in session 
on the 6th September, but it was in session from February and the whole 
of March — then it says “the Governor is satisfied that circumstances exist 
which render it necessary for him to take immediate action.” That 
immediate action has been taken very late — late by nine months. That is 
had ijQ, law under section 203 of the Constitution. Whatever he has done 
does not stand and today ^ try to validate that Ordinance by a Bill is still 
more wrong. Therefore, .1 want your ruling on the subject. As I said, 
this is all right-^-there is 'no necessity for this Bill. If it is not, the 
Parliamentary Secretaries are already dead. By some Ordinance from the 
Centre or from the Supreme Court they will have to bring orders, otherwise 
they are dead and i say, even Dr. Roy's injection will not resurrect them at 
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all. A dea^ man from the 20 th January cannot be revived on tlie 6th 
September which the Governor tried to do — a miracle. Miracles do not 
happen these days. Therefore, I suggest that this Bill should be dropped 
and proper legal opinion should be taken as to how to resurrect them and 
tlien they should come before this House — not with this Bill. They say 
doubts exist in their minds or in the mind of somebody. This is not the 
place for doubts. Doubting people should not be here. They shoul(^ know 
what they are doing. They have done sonietliing which is wrong. The 
way they are correcting it is, I think, not the ])roper procedure the> should 
have taken. 

Janab MD. KHUDA BUKHSH: Mr. Speaker, Sir. I rise to support the 
contention raised by the lionourable member who has just spoken. Sir, 
the Honble Chief Minister who is in charge of this Bill aclniitted before this 
House that the old Bill framed in 19^17 w;is stiH in force and it was under 
the old Bill that the Parliamentary Secretaries are still functioning. Sin 
he has not told us that the old Bill has been repealed or that this Bill seekfi 
to supersede the old Bill and even so it is bad in law because, as the 
honourable member has just mentioned in the House and has drawn atten- 
tion to it that this Bill cannot possibly under the law validate air act of 
omission from the 2(ith of January. Sir, a whole session has intervened and 
an Ordinance caniu)t possibly go beyond that session. Sir, 1 shall seek your 
ruling on thi# ]K)int whether this Bill can legally validate the continuance 
of the Parliamentary Secretaries from the 2(ith of Januiuy when a whole 
budget session intervened. 

Sir, the Hon ’hie the Chief Minister in his Statement of Objects and 
Reasons stated, “As, however, some doubt has arisen that Article ]91(l)(o) 
may apply”. Sir, the House should not have been presented with a Bill 
which seeks to remove a doubt which may be there or may not be there. 
I^egal opinion should have been sought. If the Hon’ble Chief Minister told 
the House that he has sought legal opinion and had quoted the Advocate- 
General for the State that tlii.s Bill is necessary, then. Sir, some means could 
have been devised in this House, certainly not this Bill because this Bill is 
bad in law. Tt cannot be brought before this House because the last session 
has intervened and the Ordinance cannot now stand because it ha;^ not been 
legally done. 

Tlien, Sir, I find that our Chief Minister, who is an allo])ath and a very, 
very eminent allopath at that, has prescribed a kind of homeopathic 
medicine. It* the disease is there you give a drop of the medicine and it 
will cure the patient. If the disease is not there it will certainly not harm 
him. This is the kind ol thing that he has brought before this House. 
I also oppose this measure on technical grounds — not that I have no 
sympathy with my friends who have been serving Government as Parlia- 
mentary Secretaries. I think they should get emoluments and they should 
continue to function. But, Sir, today they are dead and cannot be reviver^ 
by this Ordinance. If Government feel that the old Act which is still in 
operation and which has not been superseded by any other enactment of 
Government should operate, there is ab.solutely no need of this Bill to bc 
brought before this House. Sir, I want your ruling as to whether this Bill 
is legal and can be brought before the House. 

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: There are two r^stiojiB 
which have been raised. Firstly, w^hether we can have an Ordinance or a 
Bill with retrospective effect. I will refer my legal^ friend — I am not a 
lawyer. (Janab Md. Khuda Bukhsh: Nor am l!) — to 53 C.W.N. in 
which all the five Judges of the Calcutta •High Court have held that the 
Governor can. make an Ordinance retrospectively effect^ive even from a date 
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on wliich the LegiHlature was in session. Therefore, that l 4 the opinion 
which we have got from the highest Tribunal, so far as tliis Province is 
concerned. 


As regards the other question, namely, why we have brought it in, 
although there seems to be no cl(^r indication given of this, 1 use the saine 
simile which Mr. Khuda Bukhsh and I think Mr. Sibnath Banerjee used. 
When'U doctor goes to a patient's ])ed-side lie is in doubt whether he is alive 
or dead. In that case he makes the patient take something, so that he may 
not die. Now that is our opinion and the opinion of the Central Attorney- 
Generals. We wrote to the (iovernmeiit ot India, and tlie reason for the 
delay in bringing it up is that we have been in correspondence all this time. 
Our lawyers take some view, while they take some other view, and ultimately 
it was agree<1 between the two legal authoiities that it would be better not 
to leave any dou})t in the mind of anybody. Let it be cleared uj) by an 
Ordinance in the first instance and legislation in the next. Sir, we were 
not sleeping at all. Ever since the beginning of Tanuary we have been in 
corresjKindence. We have held the view definitely that it is not necessary, 
hut the Government of India in the beginning seemed to think that some 
Bill of this type was necessary, and thus we went on with correspondence. 
Opinions were taken here and in Delhi, and in the end it was only about 
the end of August that the <T()vernment of India. Legislative Department, 
informed us that it would be better for us to have an Ordii.ance followed 
by a Bill. And therefore we have brought this in, in order to remove any 
possible doubt. 

Janab MD. KHUDA BUKHSH: Sir, I want to have a little more 
information than what has been vouchsafed by the Chief Minister. He has 
said, that his Government and the Central Government were in correspond- 
ence on the subject and that it was at last decided between the highest legal 
opinions of tlie State and of the Centre that some such legislation was 
necessary to remove the doubt. The I^arliamentary Secietaries have been 
functioning under the Act framed in 19d7. (iur Government’s ‘view 
apparently and obviously is, as the Chief Minister has said, that the Act was 
Bufticient, and the Parliamentary Secretaries could function under that Act. 
Now wh(ui it has been decided and agreed between two sets of lawyers of 
Bengal and India that it is dead ipso facto with tlie ushering in of the new 
Constitution 

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Not dead, but only to 
remove doubts. < 

Janab MD. KHUDA BUKHSH: Yes, but the 1937 enactment is dead. 

Mr. SPEAKER: You cannot argue like that. What is the specific point 
that you want to raise? 

Janab MD. KHUDA BUKHSH: 1 was putting it before the House. 
Mv iioint is that either the 1937 enactment is dead ipso facto with the 
ushering in ot the new Constitution, or it is not. I want your ruling 
whether it is still in operation or it is not in operation. 


Mr. SPEAKER: The position is that this is a Bill which is before us. 
We are not discussing the Ordinance. So far as this Bill is concerned, what 
does it-^wy? It says that the Act shall come into force immediately on the 
Legislative Assembly of Wwt Bengal (Removal of Disqualifications) Bill, 
1950, ceasing to operate. ' Therefore if there is any retrospective effect 
given it was given by the Ordinance and not by the Bill. This Ordinance 
is still in operation. Therefore ‘this Bill comes into force on a future date, 
and it has got nothing to do with retrospective effect. Whatever 
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retrospective kfiect there is, is given by the Ordinance itself. When we 
consider the Ordinance this question may arise, and that may have to be 
discussed. 

Now with regard to the question wliether this Bill is necessary or not, 
honourable members know quite well that on many legal points sometimes 
doubts remain; and whenever there is any doubt on any legal point there 
should be a legislation to clear up that doubt. Therefore 1 believe tAat it 
is always advisable for the liCgislature to clear up a doubt. Mr. Khuda 
Bukhsh has said with regard to the position of the Ihuliameiitary Secretaries 
that either it was legal and valid or it was not. Well, there is no such 
finality about this opinion. Whether it is valid or it is invalid, that can 
only be tested in a court of law. So far as this Bill is cojicerned which is 
before this House, in my opinion, the Government is entitled to put the 
matter beyond doubt even so far as the future is concerned. So far as the 
past i.N concerned whether tho.se ])articular members were qualified for 
holding office, that is not a (juestion which 1 am to decide in this House. 
That is a question which will he decided elsewhere. Therefore, in my view, 
so far as this Bill is concerned, 1 cannot declare that Government is not 
justified or that the Government cannot bring in this Bill before the House 
or that this Bill cannot he pa.ssed in this House. Even with regard to 
retrospective effect, it is quite true that the Full Bench of the High (\)urt 
in 53 ('.AV.N. J^ad decided that retrospective effect can be given even when 
during the interval the Legislature has sat. Therefore even with regard to 
the Ordinance though I am not strictly hound to give my opinion on the 
Ordinance itself unless the Ordinance is the subject-matter before us, I wish 
to say that even in an Ordinance retrospective effect can he given. 

Now with regard to the question of fhe Parliamentary Secretaries, what 
is the legal position is not for me to decide; it will he decided somewhere 
oKe. 

Janab MD. KHUDA BUKHSH: Sir, I want to make one submission 
thougli I how down t(> >our ruling. My submission is that in that case the 
di.scussion of this Bill should he postponed till we have discussed the Ordi- 
nance. Fnless that done, we shall have taken a decision whicluwill be 
})rematiire and in advance of the decision tlial fhe House may he called 
ui)on to take in respect of the Ordinance. Therefore 1 suggest, now tliat 
Government have placed the Ordinance before the Hoirse, tliat it should he 
taken up first. Fiist things should come first. \A e shall debate the Ordi- 
nance; we sluilUtry to throw it out on legal grounds, and if we do not succeed 
then this Bill can come. 

Sir, if the House today passed the Bill the House would he })re.sented with 
something in the nature of a fait acrofnf^h^ when the Ordinance is presented 
before it. If the House would then think fit to throw it out it could not 
do so because the Bill would stand in the \\a\. Therefore the Ordinance 
should be debated u])on first and then we should take up the Bill. 

The Hon’ble NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMDAR: Sir, I would point 
out to you and to this House that the a.ssumption.s of my honourable friends 
opposite are based on a fallacy altog^^ther. As the Hon hie the Chief 
Minister has already stated that in the definite opinion of the Government of 
West Bengal on the advice of their legal officers 

Mr. SPEAKER: Mr. Niharendu Dutt-Muzumdar, I do not think 'you 
need say anything on the subject after I have given my ruling. 

The Hoil’bM NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMDAR: There is no question 
of Parliamentary Secretaries in the past having ceased to exist as members 
of the House. • 
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Mfi SPEAKER: That question does not arise at this stage. 

8J. 8IBNATH BANERJEE; Sir, I entirely agree with the suggestion 
made by Janab Khuda Bukhsh. I thinJt it would be better if we discussed 
the Ordinance first and then the Bill. Otherwise w'liat would happen? The 
Judges of the Calcutta High Court might give one opinion and the Supreme 
Count another. We had already committed a mistake by somebody’s drafting. 
It might be that of a legal expert or of a Secretary or of a Minister. The 
High Court pulled us up and this may again happen. So instead of spoiling 
their face twice or thrice let Govtumment consider the Ordinance first and 
in the meantime Jet them take tlie highest legal opinion and consider tlie 
Bill and pass it. Even if it is passed and the Ordinance is bad in law, the 
opinion of the Calcutta High Court may be thrown out by the Supreme 
Court. Tlierefore 1 am suggesting a static course. (The Hon’ble 
l)r. Bidiian Chandra Roy: You are always static.) Please do not 
change if you cannot change for the better because you do not know now 
what you are changing for. Therefore 1 suggest, let us postpone the Bill 
and discuss the Ordinance. Government will then have enough time and 
they have majority of votes and can pass anything, even if we obstruct. It 
would be a safer proposition not to rush with this Bill but to see if the 
Ordinance is corr(‘ct, and then chalk out the jirogramme. 

Mfi SPEAKER: The position is this. The Ordinance %’as laid before 
the House yesteiday. There was then m* motion disap])roving of the 
Ordinance. Now whatever may have been the Ordinance that Ordinance is 
a thing of the past. This Bill is now before the Legislature. Both of them 
cannot have the same eft’ect now. Suj)})Ose there was no Ordinance. 
Government had prepared this Bill and has uom placed it in the House to 
get it passed. Now in the first instance there is no motion before the House 
disapproving the Ordinance. Now this Bill is before the House for 
removing the disqualification. Now if the retrospective effect given by the 
Ordinance is wrong or illegal 

Janab MDi KHUDA BUKH8H: If it is wrong, if the retrospective 
effect given by the Ordinance is wrong, this Bill seeks to i)erpetuate it. 

MTi SPEAKER: No. So far as this Bill is concerned it relates to the 
future and not to the past. The Ordinance relates to the past. If the 
Ordinance was wrong and if you desiie that to be tested in the High Court 
or in the Supreme Court, that is our look-out. But so fa! as this Bill is 
concerned 1 feel there is absolutely no reason wh> this Bill should be post- 
poned. Now there is no opjxutunity of discussing the Ordinance. 
Yesterday it was laid before the House and there was an opportunity of 
discussing the Ordinance and there should have been a motion disapproving 
the Ordinance. 

8Jt 8IBNATH BANERJEE: As a matter of fact, Sir, I feel that for 
39 days the Ordinance is alive because this Bill will have operation six weeks 
after the laying of the Ordinance in the House. So we can move our dis- 
approval motion any time within 42 days of its laying before the House. 
We are not time-barred to bring a motion now that we disapprove it. On " 
the other hand if it is out-voted that would not be our fault when the legal 
opialofi is in our favour. So you can now withdraw the Bill or postpone 
it afe has always been done.^ 

Mr. SPEAKER*: Mr. Banerj ee, I have explained to you and I explain 
to you once more that so far as the Ordinance is concerned I must say that 
the Ordinance has nothing to do with this Bill, even if it be declared that 
the Ordinance is bsTd in law. Therefore it has no connection with this Bill. 
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What does tiAs Bill say? Do you say that this Bill is vltra vires of the 
Legislature or that it cannot be discussed by the Legislature because the 
Ordinance is bad in law? If it be held that the Ordinance is invalid or it 
should not have been made, even then this Bill can come into force as an 
Act of this Legislature immediately even before the expiry of the Ordinance, 
In any event the Bill is now before us and I do not think there is anything 
against the Bill. It is intra vrres and can go on if the Governmeijt so 
desire. If the Government want to proceed with the Bill I cannot prevent 
them. 

8jt 8IBNATH BANERJEE: My suggestion was both to the Govern- 
ment and to you, Mr. Speaker. 

Mr. BREAKER: May I know whether Government wants to postpone 
this Bill?

Sir, in pursuance of the provisions of the Agreement reached between 
the Prime Ministers of India and Pakistan on the 8th April, 1950, a 
Commission of Enquiry was set up by the Government of West Bengal to 
enquire into and report on the causes and extent of the recent disturbances 
in West Bengal and to make recommendations with a view to preventing 
recrudescence of similar trouble in future. 

It was necessary for the C'ommission to have certain legal powers and 
these were conferred upon ii by the West Bengal Disturbances Commission 
of Enquiry Ordinance, 1950 (West Bengal Ordinance No. VII of 1950), 
promulgated on the drd June, 1950. 

The Commission has not yet concluded its deliberations. It is desirable 
that the legal powers vested in the Commission should continue till it ceases 
to operate. The Bill is intended to enact the provisions of the aforesaid 
Ordinauc(‘ with a slight modification so that the ('ommission may continue 
to have the legal powers now ve.sted in it. 

I m*ed not dilate upon this particular pro])osition, A High Court Judge 
witli two other Assessors is conducting the emjuiry , and they are going to 
make a*re])ort veiy soon. This Bill is ne(*es.>>arv to (‘ontinue clothing them 
with powers wliich are given to them by the Ordinance.

In the first two lines 
of the preamble it is stated “whereas a Commission of Enquiry has been 
appointed to enquire into the recent disturbances in West Bengal, and 
whereas it is expedient to vest the said Commission of Enquiry with powers 
of a Civil Court”. The Commission of Enquiry is there to enquire into the 
recent disturbances and also to suggest remedies or as put in tne Statement 
of Objects and Reasons to make recommendations with a view io ])reveni?ing 
recrudescence of similar trouble in future. This is a very important aspect 
of the enquiry. Sir, I do not think I can insult the intelligence of 
Mr, Banerjee if I point out to him that for the purpose of making recom- 
mendation, no legal authority is necessary. They can make recommendation 
without enqiiiry. For the purpose of making enquiry, legal authority is 
necessary — 1o administei* oath, to get evidence and so on. For the first 
part only, that is enquiry, legal authority is necessary. The second part, 
that is making recommendation, is entirely in the hands of the Commission.

The Hofi’bie Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: All that I can say at this 
stage is that both the report a.s w'ell as the recommendation will in the usual 
rourse be forwarded to the two Prime Ministers, and it is for them to give 
their directions, because the whole of the proceedings is going on by virtue 
>f the Agreement arrived at between them. 1 do not know what they^ill 
iirect.’

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Supplementary Estimatee of Expenditure for isio-si. 

The Hon'ble NALINI RANJAN 8ARKER: Sir, I rise to present before 
the House a statement of supplementary estimates of expenditure for the 
year 1950-51 under the provisions of Article 205 of the Constitution of India. 
I am aware that on many similar occasions in the past, the House had 
expressed its sense of grievance -"hat by being called upon to accord its 
approval to these supplementary estimates at the fag end of the year, it 
was only being asked to set its seal on a fait accompli. It is now provided 
in the Constitution that while all revenues received, loans raised and moneys 
received in repayment of loans shall form one consolidated fund to be 
entitled “the Consolidated Fund of We«t Bengal’’, no moneys out of the 
said consolidated fund shall be appropriated except in accordance with law 
passed by the House. Article 205 of the (’onstitiition accordingly provides 
for the presentation of supplementary estimates of expenditure whenever 
the sums previously authorised to be expended on a particular service in the 
current financial year is found to be insufficient or when a need has arisen 
during the current financial year for expenditure on some new services not 
contemplated for that year. The supplementary estimates wffiich I have the 
honour to present before the House do not, for the first time in the parlia- 
mentary history of the State, represent a reijuest foi- post-factor authorisation 
of ex])enditure already incurred; through them the House is only asked to 
use its constitutional right to scrutinise the exjienditure involved and I am 
asking for authorisation of the same by the House sufficiently liefore the 
amounts already authorised by it during the last lnidg(‘t session have been 
fully expended. This undoubtedly goes far in tightening the control of the 
House over the expenditure of the Government and I feel a natural satis- 
faction that it has been given to me to introduce this new procedure which 
is a great constitutional safeguard in the hands of this House. 

The total amount covered by the present supplementary estimates is 
Bs. ‘l,9d,(S9,()()l , out of which Its. 17,11,00(1 is foi (diarged expenditure. Of 
the charged expenditure of Hs. 17,11,000, Ks. 15 lakhs-rt'present payments in 
satisfaction of courts' decrees under “04-(' — Prejiaration Payments” ami Its. 2 
lakhs 11 thousand represent expenditure on Governor's Estates mainly on 
repair' of damages to buildings in Darjeeling caused by the last cyclone. 
Under the voted items. Its. 50 lakhs rejiresent a new demand to provide for the 
establisliment of a contingency fund of West Bengal to serve as an imprest 
for making advances as and when required for meeting emergent and unfore- 
seen expenditure for which no budget provision I'xists. S^ch advances "will 
in due course be recoujied when the authoiity of the Ja*gislature has been 
obtained to such expenditure. Itupees 1,10,00,000 represent provision on 
account of prejiartition payments, llie balance of Rs. 2,33,89,001 represents 
provision either for new service or for anticipated excess expenditure over 
original estimates. 

The House will find that the largest demand under the heads of Revenue 
Expenditure is under “57 — Miscellaneous Expenditure on Refugees”. The 
provision under this head represents expenditure in connection with the 
dispersal of displaced college students from Calcutta with a view to relieving 
congestion in the educational institutions of the city. The entire expenditure 
on this account will be financed out of a loan specifically sanctioned by the 
Government of India for this purpose. 

The next largest deqjnnd is under “29 — Police”. The provision is 
required for strengthening the police force both in Calcutta and in the 
districts to meet emergencies'. 

The demand for Rs. 42,20',000 under “50 — Civil Works” represents addi- 
tional cost of construction and repair works both in respeot .of buildings and 
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ooinmuiiicatioii8\ Out of this amount, over Rs. 21 lakhs represent oost^of 
repairs .of damage to roads, jhoras and buildings caused by the recent land* 
slides and flood in Darjeeling and Jalpaiguri. 


The demand of Rs. 2 lakhs under the new revenue head ^^54- A — Terri- 
torial and Political Pensions” is meant for payment of allowances to the 
relatives of the ex-Ruler of Cooch Behar and other members of his house- 
hold which has since been declared by the Government of India to be a 
charge on the State. No provision was made for this purpose in the origi- 
nal budget on the assumption that such allowances would he payable by the 
Government of India. 


The demand for Rs. dO lakhs 7 thousand under the capital head “81 — 
Capital Account of Civil Works outside the Revenue Account” is mainly 
for payment of certain outstanding claims in respect of tools and plants 
purchased last year for the use of the Works and Buildings Department 
which could not be paid for in that year on account of delay in settlement 
of suppliers’ bills. It also includes the cost of construction of three roads 
in Cooch Behar, pending decision on the que.stion of adjustment of charges 
against the pre-merger cash balance of Cooch Behar. 

The demand of Rs. 29 lakhs 75 thousand under the head “Loans and 
Advances by the Provincial Government” is due to payment of new loans to 
certain municipalities and district boards to assist them in the execution 
of essential works and also tor larger advances required to be made to culti- 
vators as a result of recent natural calamities. 

The demands under other heads are comparatively small and call for no 
comments It will be noticed that a token grant of Re. 1 under the head 
“40 — Agriculture” has been sought as the expenditure relates to a new 
service although that will be covered by re-appropriations from savings under 
that head. 

The. reasons for all the demands in the supplementary estimates have 
been set forth in the P^xplanatory Memorandum given under each head. 
The Hon'ble Ministers-in-charge of different departments will go into them 
more fully as each demand is moved. 

With these words, Sir, I present the estimates of Supplementary Budget 
for 1950-51.

The Hon’ble NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMDAR; Un a point ot order. 
The honourable member mentioned the name ot a particular officer who had 
no meaiiH ot lieing iiresent in this House and answer the allegations made 
by tlie honourable member. The honourable mmnber is certainly entitled 
to make his submissions before this House and criticise the Hon’ble Minister 
who would answer. If the honourable member had any responsible allega- 
tions to make be could have made them to the Hon’ble Minister in charge 
and to the (lovernment in order to bring that person to explain his position 
or to defend himself. It is imjiroper that the honourable member should 
take advantage of the privileges of this House in order to malign persons 
who cannot answer the charges. It is most improper and I think parlia- 
mentary decency requires that every memher should beware of such 
impropriety. If the honourable memher really is in possession of any facts on 
which he cun impeach any officer, by all means let him do so by making 
aome statements publicly outside this House or by bringing forward his 
case and complaints before Government and every step would be taken to 
redress his grievance. I therefore suggest that you should consider whether 
that jiart of the speech should not he expunged from the proceedings as an 
irresponsible utterance which should never have been made. 

Mr. SPEAKER; As a matter ot fact the proper course is not to name 
the officer concerned, rather the designation may be used. Of course there 
is no such hard and tasWule that in no case whatsoever an officer’s name 
may be mentioned — we have not got any such rule — but it has always been 
thought desirable not to mention the names and this sort of allegaHon 
should not be indulged in. It is hi fairness to the officers of our Govern- 
ment that we shorht not make allegations against them because they have 
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no right to refute those allegations. That should always be kept in view. 
Moreover, there is one thing more which I wish to say. This is not a 
general discussion on the entire policy of the Government as we geuerally 
do during the budget session. Honourable members will realise that these 
demands have been brought forward before this House and they should be 
voted specificaly upon these items and members should restrict themselves 
•to them, and if there be any general discussion that should be more or leas 
relevant to the demands which are being put before tliis House and *theu 
only we would be able to control the debate within lines which are necessary 
for us to do.

Janab Syed BADRUDDUJA: ^Ir. Speaker, Sir, supplementary esti* 
mates are alwa\s pre.sented to this House in the midst of finaiudal years. 
Naturally therefore, we find it very difficult to have sufficient didails just 
to have a correct picture, a correct idea of the financial im])lications of the 
vaiious provisions made therein. But there can be little discussion ovm* 
this (luestion as (government have no other ahernativi', bi'cause (lovernnumt 
have no agency u liich can anticipate any unfoieseen expendituie. Sir, ihe 
Hon'ble the Finance Minister deserves our congratulation for some of the 
sahitan provisions he ha.s made, viz., the ])rovision of Bs. r)(),4],00() for 
disjiersal of students from (alcutta institutions to colleg'cs and institutiiins 
that are being s(‘t u]) in mofassil areas in pursuance of the disjjersul scheme. 
Nothing can be more commendable than this because people who ha\;e bt'en 
displaced from their home and hearth and cut-off from the moorings of life, 
practically find themselves in the wide .sea. The (iovernment of VV'est 
Bengal, more especially the Finance Department, dc therefore deserve our 
congratulations for their sympathies for the unfortunate students wlio are 
the future hope of the country. I come to another provision of Ks. 50 
lakhs included in the estimate for creation of contingency fund for West 
Bengal. This may provide against difficultie.s in future so that we may, 
when we pass through lean >ears, utilise the accumulated fund under this 
head, that fund may then come to our rescue. 

As regards the other provisions it is not possible for me within the short 
time at my disposal to discuss all the items. There are other jirovisions 
in the supplementary estimate which are not i>f a very controversial 
character, as for example, the provision.s made for Land Kevenue, Indusries 
and Civil Works under which additional sums liave been ])rovided on account 
of land slides in and around Darjeeling. So far so good. But coming to 
the Police budget I am rather amazed that another lialf a crore has been 
provided. T will give you some figures which will clearly show the amount 
of money that has been squandered away for tlie police establishment in 
West Bengal. In the Financial Statement of 1950-51, many members point- 
ed out that expenditure under this head had 'increased out of all proportion. 
In the year 1942-43, the year of serious August disturbances in Bengal and 
all over India, when the Congress leaders were arrested^ only Rs. 2,48, lakhs 
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was' provided for the whole of Bengal whereas in 1945-46 the provision was 
lis. 3,>)8 lakhs and odds and that for 1946-47 Es. 4,76 lakhs and odds for 
the whole of Bengal. For one-third of Bengal on that computation the 
provision ought to have been Rs. 119 lakhs lor 1945-46 and for 1946-47 
Es. 1,59 lakhs. But we provided Es. 4,02 lakhs and odds for 1949-50 and 
more than that amount for 1950-51. Now again we are being asked to 
provide more than Es. 48 lakhs in the supplementary estimates and for 
what purposed For the inefficiency of the Police Department, for the 
police administration having failed to protect the people, failed to protect 
the civil liberties of the people, for having faih'd to protect the home and 
hearth of the peo])le, for having failed to protect the lives and honour of 
the people, and more especially of the Muslim minority. The Hon’ble 
the Chief Minister took excepthm to remark that the police had failed to 
ju’oteet tlie niinority. It is not the first lime that I mention this. Time 
and again J have stated, restated, and -enipha.sized on the floor of this 
House and outside, before the Chief Minister and the ConiniLssion of 
Knquiry that the entire j>olice administration had j)raeti(‘ally broken down. 
So far as Muslims weie eoncern(‘d I can give not one or two instances but 
thousands of instances to show how the pf»lice administration had been 
carried on in West Bengal. Take, lor instance, tiie district of 24-Pargana8.

Not only 
Muslim properties were looted and plundered, not only Muslims were robbed 
of their possessions and belongings, but their honour, the prestige and 
honour of their women was not also safe under this civilized Government. 
When I refer to this barbarous Government, I would personally much rather 
not be safe in this civilized administration. Let all those who pretend to 
represent the Muslims of West Bengal here — these Muslim nincompoops 
sitting over here— -wlio cannot protect their mothers, sisteis and brothers 
be first of all tortured, pilloried and hanged. It would be much better if 
the civilized Government used all their powers to crush us, to pillory us, to 
hang us, to torture us, and thus put an end to all the Muslim M.L.As. liere. 
That would be much better. 

We are grateful to some great leaders of the Hindu community. I have 
never charged the Hindu community, but a subservient press lias tried lo 
mislead the Hindus. I am grateful to some great Hindu leaders such as 
Dr. r. ('. Ghosh, Mr. ('haru ('handra Bhandari, Mr. Haripada Chatterjee, 
Mr. J. C. Gupta, Sri Kauai Lai De and his noble wife and othei‘S wlih stood 
by us during a great crisis. Tln\\ ^\ere the didendiTs Muslims. 'Fhe 
Muslims could not save the situation. So long as there is one single Muslim 
in India, he will lemember with the <leepest gratitude all these sacrifice>, 
all these services the> rendered to the cause of the Muslim community in 
the hour of their greatest need. 

Sir, wlien I pointed out that in the industrial areas 22,000 Muslims had 
been dismissed — and tliut in violation of the standing orders — the HonHile 
the Chief Minister of the Province, for whose wisdom and exjierience I had 
great admiration and regard, had no answer; he wanted to cloud the entire 
perspective by incorrect facts and thus evade the teal i^sue. lie said “Mr. 
Walker is there. He says some Muslims have been re-appointed.’’ Sir, 
I have it from a very unimjieacliable authority — from a source which cannot 
be questioned — that only a few temporary appointments have been made, 
though Muslims were dismissed in thousands. We want a Tribunal, Sir, 
to enquire into the legality or otherwise of the whole affair. 

For no fault of theirs, thousands of Muslims were dismissed in abnormal 
times when they were suffering from a sense of desperation and running 
away to Pakistan and the neighbouring States of sheer panic. The un- 
fortunate situation was taken advantage ot and 22,000 Muslims were 
straightaway dismissed. As protector of the rights of citizens, the Chief 
Minister should liave given some answer; hut he had no answer. 

So far as rehuhilitation and relief of Muslims are concerned, I do not 
like to raise any communal fervour or communal passiou. I sav that the 
Musi ims were deprived of their rights even in the matter of lations, even 
in the matter of re'lief. 

Mr. Speaker, Sir, I was referring to these things only to show, only to 
stress tliat in the matter of relief and rehabilitation and in every other 
matter Muslims were shabbily treated and were deprived of their rights 
and privileges. Sir, I woi^ld not have raised this question but for the fact 
that during the debate on. the Governor's address I got no answer on this 
point. Sir, 99 per cent, of the Muslims have not yet been rehabilitated. 
They find difficulty in getting their own houses. This is the position at 
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the present moment. Sir, it is said that I have lost my head. Dr. Koy, 
you are an eminent physician. Plnsician, why not heal thyself, why not 
cure the insanity of your administration, why not cure the ineftioienoy of 
your administration, why not cure the communal perversity of your 
administration, why not cure the unsympathetic, cruel and indiffeient 
attitude of your administration towards the Muslims of West Benf^al^ 

Sir, I will now refer to Mr. Nalitti Randan Sarker tor the most un- 
pleasant thino-s he has said about me. I believe that he has only tried to 
paint me in colours taken from his own paint-box. Sir, 1 nev(‘r as])ire to 
the clean standard of his public and private life. Sir, my esteemed friend 
over there had hobnobbed with Mr. Fazlul Huq for about four years and 
a half and then suddenly he managed to secure a seat in the Viceioy's 
Executive Council. Then one tine mornin^^, Sir, on the issue of the 
iiistoric fast of Mahatma Gandhi, he dramatically walked out from the Execu- 
tive Council to rehabilitate himself in the ('on^ress or^»-anisation from which he 
had been banned for »i:o()d conduct and misconduct 1 do not know. And, 
Sir, finally, he has come t(» fresh fields and pastur(‘s new has developed a 
new complex a fresh tendency, a fresh outlook on life and lif(‘’s problems, 
and has become to-day a piotagonist of nationalism, a defender of the riffhts 
and {irivileVes of the peoj)le. 

* The Hon'ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Sir, I want to know 
whether you would ask us to answer these thinp-s. Don’t you flunk that 
efitimates of money reijuire more scdier calcubjtion and s(d)er talknijr?' 

Mr. SPEAKER; I have already t‘\pressed my view on this point. The 
position is that we aie discussin^^ the supjdementary (‘stimates, and, as a 
matter of fact, hen ^^e were discussin^>' the Governor’s spinadi I hail 
already explained that iikmi'Ikus should (MMifine themselves to the subject- 
rnattei before them. The difficult \ is that one does not absolutely confine 
himself to the same subji-ct. 1 would reijuest the honourable member to 
consider if, in vi(*w of the prevailing atmosjihere, he would consider tlie 
of restraining hims(‘lf whih* spi'aking, because if he speaks in this 
lashion’and tlu\\ also speak in this fashion, I do not know what the 
atmosphere will lx* i" You must wait till the report of tlu* Disturbances 
Enquiry Committee is published and [daced before the public, and timn it 
Avill be time for you to critici.se as to what has hajipened or what has not 
hajqiened. I would, therefore, request you not to dwell at length on this 
subject now. 

Janab Syed BADRUDDUJA: Sir, I bow down to your ruling. 

The Hon'ble NIHAREMDU DUTT-MAZUMDAR: Sir, 1 wish to p<unt 
out that this House having jias.sed an enactment creating this Commission 
of Enquiry to find facts, how^ cun it or any member thereof sinijily brush 
aside that fact and indulge in bitter comments, inveidives and untruth.s 
wdiich are only meant tf) create mischievous effects oufsidi*.^ If any member 
doe.s so, he (Joes it because he is an important limb of the coterie of 
mischief-makers (uproar).

Not one single item of this Police budget should 
be granted. We have already made enough provision, we have empowered 
them in every possible way to curtail the civil liberties of ]>eople and to 
deprive the people of their rights under the Constitution. Sir, under the 
Constitution the present Government have got to protect us. If they cannot 
prote(*t us, let them declare from the houseto]> that the Constitution has 
been scrapped, that Pandit Nehru's staml has to ]»e iliscredited. Sir, we 
are grateful not to this (lovernmeiit, but to the Ibiine Minister of India for 
holding up the honour, integrity and dignity of the Constitution even in 
the Nasik Congress. We are grateful to linn. J would ajipeal to every 
Muslim, every Hindu, every citizen of the State to rise to the height of 
the occasion and strengthen the hands ol the great Prune Minister of India 
for protecting the lives, liberty, honour, privilege and prestige which the 
Constitution provides equally to all sections of peO])le both here as well as 
outside. 

The Hon’ble BHUPATI MAJUMDAR: Amen! 

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Sir, I just want to refer 
to one or two points. Mr. Charu Chandra Bhandari has referred to the 
fact that we have not been able to bring in any enactment for looking after 
the migrant’s property. The position is that the West Bengal Government 
had already drafted an Ordinance some two and a half months ago and 
wanted to bring in this legislation, but the difficulty was that the two 
Central Ministers, Mr. Malik and Mr. Biswas wrote to us conjointly not 
to proceed with the legislation till they have cleared up this point with the 
Central Government. Therefore, our hands are tied, because this legis- 
lation has to follow the Delhi Pact and the Delhi Pact enjoins that when 
the two Ministers give any direction, the Provincial Governments have to 
accept that. 

Sir, with re^rd to the other jKiint which was referred to bji’ ray friend 
Mr. Kanai Lai De regarding roads, etc., we are trying to provide as many 
roads as possible . with ofir meagre resources, and his suggestions with 
regard to his district will be, I am quite sure, taken charge of by the Civil 
^i^rks Department. Sir, I do not know whether I need refer to any of the

points raised by my friend Mr. Sibnath Banerjee at this stance. He is an 
expert in finance; 1 am not. He is an expert in law; 1 am not. And, 
therefore, I plead guilty to all the charges that have been levelled against 
us of having done something which is illegal and having asked for some- 
thing which we should not have asked. 

. SJ. SIBNATH BANERJEE S On a ])oint of order, Sir. You have given 
your ruling and you have said that it is in order. How can I then say 
anything illegal H 

Mr. SPEAKER: That is no point of order. 

The Hon'ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: 1 tliink Mr. Siieuker 
will be able to check me when 1 really need checking. Sir, I feel that 
there are occasions M*hen fools rush in where angels fear to tread. In (he 
case of high finance there are certain things which one does not understand, 
and, therefore, can freely criticise. For instance, in many of these items 
which have been there in the supplementary budget, there are items which, 
if he had taken care to see, were in the original budget, but the money 
could not be spent from the original budget for some reason or other and 
had to be re-introduced because it could not be spent witliout the fresh 
sanction of the Legislature. 

My friend Mr^ Badrudduja has referred to the cost of the Police in past 
years and the cost of the Police now. If he had taken a little more care 
as he is accustomed to take, he would have seen — I am sjieaking from 
memory ami if 1 am wrong he will correct me — that during the years 
11142-4() besides the Police budget tlifere was another budget called the 
miscellaneous budget from which a larger share of the Jhilice expenditure 
used to be met. The jiosition, as 1 shall explain by taking the items one 
by one, is somewhat difierent today, and I hope 1 shall be able to satisfy 
every member here when I am talking on the J^)lice budget because that 
is ni> subject, that the items are not only emergent but are ])erfectl.\ 
justifiedi 1 do not want to jiroceed on the lines on which Mr. Badrudduja 
chose to proceed. I can quite well see that he is a frustrated man — 
frustrated from various points of view. He feels that this is a degenerate 
Government, an irresponsilile Government, an uncultured (biverumeut — 
whatever it is. Sir, if he can find heaven anywhere else in the worlrl, he 
can do so. All that I could do was that I had worked hard, ami I am 
jirepared to work hanl and to give the results of my hard working. No 
more can I jiromise to him, nor can he expect anything more from any 
reasonable persoR. I believe talking is not the proper thing for the day : 
it is working which is more important. And tho.se who have eyes will see 
what work is being done and tho.se who refuse to see will remain 1)1 ind for 
all times.

DEMANDS FOR GRANTS. 

7— Land Revenue. 

The Hon’ble Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: Sir, on the 
reconunendution of His Excellency the Governor 1 beg to move that a sum 
of Rs. 1), 1(1,000 be granted for expenditure under the - head “7 — Land 
Revenue” during the current year. 

Now, there are four items with reference to which this demand is going 
to be made. The first item relates to the Management of Government 
Plstates: the additional grant is required to meet the cost of repairs to roads 
and bridges in Klias Mahal area in Darjeeling damaged by the landslides 
(1,00,000) and of purchase of the Nayabasan estate in the Midnapore district 
belonging to the Maharaja of Mayurbhanj, (3,00,000). The second item 
relates to Survey, Settlement and Record operations; the additional grant 
is required to meet the cost for implementation of the new set-up (K8S,000) 
and also cost of acapiisition of laml for the newly established Surve> School 
for West Reiigal at Ibindel in the <listrict of Hooghly (93,000). The tliird 
itenr relates to Land Records: the additional grant is recjuired to meet 
extra cost for inqilementation of the new set-up. The fourth item 
relates to the Development Programme: the additional grant here is required 
to meet the cost of final juiblication and printing of the settlement records- 
of-rights and majis of the Bongaon and GaighaUi police-stations in the 
district of 24-ParganaH. It has been alleged by Sri Sibifath Banerjee on 
the basis of u misreading of May’s Parliamentary Practice and Procedure 
that sup])leiiientary grants cannot be demanded except for new items of 
expenditure. T liad been Mr. Bauerjee’s colleague for years i)ast in this 
and the previous Legislature and it is for the first time I find that 
Mr. Banerjee is referring to May’s Parliamentary Practice and Procedure. 
(Sj. SiiiNATH Bankh-ike: Quite correct.) and it is only natural that he 
will make mistakes in reading May’s Parliamentary Practice and Procedure. 
After all, we are now not much concerned with May, Redlich, Illbert or 
Jennings. We are now more concerned with a certain definite constitution — 
the Constitution of India. The Constitution of India, so far as Article 205 
is concerned, requires that supplementary estimates will have to be brought 
for additionnal expenditure as well as expenditure which are in excess of 

amounts provided in the Budget, and also for new items of expenditure, 
i.e., new services. Under^ Article 205 this Supplementary Budget, there- 
fore, provides for. items of excess expenditure as well as for new expenditure 
which could not he thought of at the time the Budget was framed. 
Mr. Sibnath Banerjee should read our CoA^titution more carefully than 
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May’s Parliamentary Pnictice and Procedure which is outmoded now. lie 
'may not be impressed with our independence but he ought to kimw' that 
Dritish practice is now superseded by the new’ Constitution of India which 
has been promulgated this year. 

With these words, Sir, I move my motion for the acceptance of the 
House. 

8). 8IBNATH BANERJEE: Sir, I want to draw your attention to the 
fact that the Hon’ble Minister was addressing me instead of addres.Hiug the 
Chair. Did he mean that you should read the Constitution? He has 
rei>eated it three times — '‘you should read the Constitution”.

the House or the Houses of the Legislature of the State a stalement, etc ” 

in pursuance of which this demand is placed before tlie House. This 
estimate of Rs. 48 lakhs is based mainly upon four items. We have 
increased the number of our armed police force by two battalions, one for 
Calcutta and one for mofussil areas. If anybody still remembers the horror 
and the trouble through which we had passed during the months of 
February, March, April and jiart of May he will remember why the police 
were sought for by all communities and help was asked for giving therm 
protection and he will also recall that on the 27th March the condition in 
Howrah was such that the Government of West Bengal had to ask the 
military" to take charge of that area. It was impossible for the police 
stretched as they were to continue working for more than 48 to 72 hours at 
a sfretch, and the military had had to take over charge; and nobody cxjuld 
deny that with that extra force adde<l — force wliich had strength as well 
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HH reserve power — the whole aspect changed, and f will say without con- 
tradiction that this averted a great catastrophe in this great province of 
West lieiigal. The military had since told us that they were not inclined 
to give their military force for the purposes of police work. Occasions 
may arise when the military will have to take complete charge, although 
they are not ordinarily anxious to come to the aid of civil power. Therefore 
the Government of West Bengal thought that it was necessary to strengthen 
its ordinary armed force and two more battalions were added, for which 
the recurring and non-recurring exjienditure comes up to nearly Rs. 30 
lakhs out of this Rs. 48 lakhs. 

Again, Sir, during the end of March or beginning of April when the 
military were asking us whelluT they could withdraw' their forces because 
they did not want to continue to operate in that area, we had to ask the 
Bihar Government to lend us a battalion, and they ver\* kindly gave us 
one battalion almost on the spur of the moment. I hereby acknowledge 
with gratitude the help which a sister State gave us in the time of 
extreme peril of our State and for which they de.serve our warmest thanks, 
They were deployed both in the town a.s well a.s in the districts, and the 
cost w'e had to bear on that account amounted to Rs. 11,36,000. 

The third main item in this 48 lakhs of rupees, is an item of Rs. 2 lakhs 
for the purchase and maintenance of wireless equipment. Probably, the 
House is aware that along the border areas we have got mor* than 120 police 
pickets ut a distance of five miles or 4.^ miles one after the other, but it 
was found particularly during the dithcult period of March, April and May 
that it was im])ossihle for the ])olice pickets to function ])roperly, because 
tliere were no roads hy which to communii'ute from one jiicket to another, 
nor could tliey tunctiou etlec.tively he«*aii>e tliere, wa> uo means of communi- 
cation between jiolice pickets in tin* border and the pr^lici* thaiias, and the 
result was tlmt although we had the pickets it was difticult for us to main- 
tain law and order which w'e wanted to be secure in those districts. There- 
fore W'e had to buy wiieless apparatuse'^ and put in a lai ge numher of w'ireless 
a])pliances between tht‘ police pickets of the border on the one hand and 
thuna pickets on the other hand. 

The other item is a sum of Rs. o lakhs for National Tolunteer Force. 
During the period I have just been speaking ahoiii. i.e., during the months 
of February, March, April and May when the police* torces were stretched 
to the extreme it was necessary for us to deploy a certain luimher of 
Volunteer Force to help the border j>oli(‘e. It w'as then arranged that for 
each picket of six i)oli(‘cmen there will he 12 members the Volunteer 
Force attached to each of these pickets. Similarly, w^e had to get the 
Volunteer Force to help the police to restore order in different part.s of the 
State. Nobody who has been in the thick of it, nobody who has the 
experience of what the problem of law and order w'as like during those months 
could easily imagiue through what stress we had to pass, what difficulties we 
had gone through and w'hat calamity and catastrophe w’e have avoided with 
the help of Providence and with the help of those who were the well-wishers 
of this State. This five lakhs of rupees is not an item which was con- 
templated or foreseen in the month of December or January when the 
previous budget w'as framed. Nobody at that time contemplated that this 
State would be simply in the thick of the cauldron of fire of communalism, 
and therefore it was not possible for anyone to contemplate the expenditure 
on this item. I am one of those w’ho have, in the past like my friend 
Mr. Sibnatb Banerjee and others, been a critic of the police, but I do say 
that there is a difference Ifetween critici.sing and administering, I have 
found that barring *the fact that there are some policemen who need warning 
here and there, some policemen who require to he told bow to behave under 
certain difficult circumstances, there are many who are very useful as 
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protectors of life and blood. It may be that the police force is not what 
we expect it to be today, but is it argument thHrefore to let us have now no 
police force? The gentlemen who has waxed eloquent was of a different 
mind in February and March because he and others came to me for help and 
for giving police protection when they were mbving about from one place to 
^another. How can I give them police protection unless I have the personnel 
for that purpose. Therefore I do confidently suggest that this demand of 
Rs. 48,1)2,000 is a demand which is very reasonable and if you want to 
protest this State from known and unknown enemies it is impossible for 
us to do so unless* we have an adequate ]>olice force at our back. 

With these words, Sir, 1 move that the demand of Rs. 48,02,000 be 
sanctioned under the head “29 — Police”.

{h)(i) Sri Dayaram Beri was (toniing, with about 4()0 workers who had 
been on strike, to the factory ()f the Oriental Gas Company, after an agree- 
ment had been readied between Sri Beri and the management of the firm. 
As the local officers of the firm had no intimation of this arrangement and 
iis the workers were shouting slogans the gate of the premises was closed 
against this party. Some of the workers then threw stones into the 
premises. The jKdice also had no information of the arrangement and the 
Flying Squad Police Officer on duty fired some tear gas shells to disperse the 
crowd. At this the crowd rushed towards Gas Street near Belliaghata 
thana. Constables from the thana made a lathi charge on the crowd, 
injuring some, mistaking their rush to be an attack on the thana. 
Sri Dayaram Beri was in the crowd. Hence he was injured along with some 
members of the crowd. 

(ii) The police were not to biame in an^ way. 'The whole incident 
occurred only Wcause the management at the company’s head office aid uot 
send timely Information of the settlement reached to the Joint Agent at the 
company’s works.

“Payment ot arrear share of contribution of this Governinent” — The 
Government ot India brought out these German experts for making a survey 
of different parts of India including Bengal for the purpose of finding out 
whether a high tension insulatbr factory could be established or a dye-stuff 
industry could be established. The reason was that in Bengal or rather 
in the contiguous areas of Bengal there are resources of coal and also iron. 
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snd they, therefore, considered that some place near about Durgapur would 
be a- suitable place for establishing either a dye-stuff industry or a high 
tension insulator factory. When they brought out these experts, they 
asked all the Governments — not merely this Government — to pay or to 
undertake liability for a portion of the cost. The word ‘^entertainment” 
is used here in a generic sense and not in the narrow sense in whicli 
• Mr. Sibnath Banerjee is thinking.

The Hon’ble BHUPATI MAJUMDAR: Sir, on the recommendation of 
His Excellency the (iovtunor, I heg to move that a sum of Us. 70,10,000 be 
granted for expenditure under the heads ”50 — Civil Works” and ”81 — 
C&pital Account of Civil Works outside the Revenue Account” during the 
cuiTent year. 

Sir, of this demand Rs. 40,09,000 will be spent under 50 — Civil Works 
during the current year. This is divided into six subdivisions ; A — Orijginal

The Hon’ble Or. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY; Sir, on the K'Commenda- 
tion of His Excellency the Governor, I beg to move that a sum of 
Rs. 50,41,000 be granted for expenditure under the head "57 — Miscella- 
neous — Expenditure ou refugees” during the current year. 

Sir, I have seen the cut motion of Mr. Sibmith Hanerjee and I have 
he:ud his speech on this question lieeause he introduced this part into his 
general remarks on the budget. 

Sir, the ])ositiou with regard to dispersal of itud«nt8 was this that it; 
was found that before the partition the total number of colleges ixi West 
Bengal was 114 including 15 in Assam and one in Manipur and if you 
deduct this because Assam has now got its own university, tlie total number 
of colleges in the whole of Bengal was 99. Today, the total number of 
colleges in West Bengal is 89 and of this 89 nearly 40 are in Calcutta and 
round about Calcutta. It is also true — we have found out during dtir 
investigation — that some of these colleges in Calcutta have admitted as 
many as 7,000 students on their rolls — a number which has beea. regarded 
by every academic manjo be abnonnal liei^ause it is not possible for the 
teachers to get in touch with the students where so many students attend 
one institution and, secondly, because tbe space in the institution is so 
limited that often the colleges have to be held in two shifts or three shifts. 
TIiIb condition has been made worse by the fact^ that a large numbei! dl 
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students have come in from East Bengal anxious to pursue their instruc* 
tions in the college courses. Therefore, we came to the coDchision that it 
waa necessary to relieve the colleges in Calcutta and start colleges in the 
district areas. It Teas found also that of the total numhei of colleges in 
the districts — about 20 or so — a very large number of them had less number 
of students than could form an economic unit for the colleges. One of the 
reasons for this condition was that the teachers were not so good as the 
teachers perhaps in Calcutta colleges and, secondly, the eij^uipnients and 
arrangenjent for teaching were not so good as obtained in the colleges in 
Calcutta and many of the colleges in the mofiissil had no Science Depart- 
ment. It has been a peculiar situation that a larger number ol students 
today want to take up the Science course rather than the Arts course and as 
the majority of the colleges in the mofussil have ^ no proi)cr arrangement 
or j)rol)ably no arrangement for Science course, it was not iK)ssible for these 
students, even if they so desire, to go to the mofussil areas. Therefore, sir, 
for any dispersal scheme of this character it was necessary first to imjuove 
the condition of the colleges in the mofussil by giving them better teachers 
and by giving them more money for equipments and for additional build- 
ings necessary for expanding the colleges in the mofussil. Having got this 
])oint settled in our Ministry, we aj)proached the idovernmeiit of India to 
give us a loan whicih now is represented up to date by Ks. oG lakhs — we 
nsked for a loan of Rs. 1 crore. 

k also true that if the students have not got arrangeiueiit lor i)i‘oper 
education in the colleges, they are apt to move about in the streets and then 
they are caught u]) m any of the stonns that go about in the town or in any 
of the new develoi)monts that are taking j)Iace or any amusement that catches 
thei]’ imagination. And thereiore we approached the (jovernment of India 
to give us a loan of Us. 1 crore for the purpose of dispersal oi students, 
and the money was to be spent on four hea<l8j viz. : (1) to increase llie 
number of teachers in the mufassil area, (2) to givtj^ them money for eiiui])- 
ment. (d) to give them money for increasing their accomimHlation and (4) 
to give at least oO per cent, of the students that wouhl go to the mufassil 
a siuaU allowance to ('over their house rent or hostel rent, or Us. 10 eail). 
Provision has been made under this scheme for 8,000 students. The (roveru- 
meiit of India have not given us the whole of one crore of rupees that we 

wanted, but they have given us Us. 72 lakhs of which Us. 20 laklis was 

si»eiit last year and Us. 52 laklis spent this year. They have altogether 
allowed us Us. 90 lakhs. They will, we ho]>e, give us some money next 
year, because we had given them a scheme of two years where the j)rot(‘ssorR 
will be appointed in the mufa8.sil colleges for two years at any late, and 
we wanted to ensure their salaries for two years, hoping that in the m<*antiine 
the economic situation of the colleges will be such that they will be able 

to curry on without any Government suhveiitiou ^of this type. As T have 

said, they have given us Us. 72 lakhs up to date,^with whrcli we have been 
able to do two things. Arrangements have been made for starting technical 
institutions in different parts and enlarging existing technical i n.st it u tions-— 
for instance, in Burdwan and other places. As I have said before, one is 
about to be started at Dhakra. Arrangements are (omplete, and just after 
the Pujahs students will be taken in under the control of nxittaraujan 
Locomotive Works. The other institution will be started in connection 
with the Sibpur Engineering College; and the third will be in connection 
with the Jaaavpnr Technical College. The typ^ of technical instruction 
to be given should be such as is ffiven to ordinary technician.s like electri- 
<jians, carpenters, etc. 1,500 students will be taken in these technical 
institutions. The other 6,500 students will W tnken in S4 institutions in 
mufassil aifeas. Eighteen institutions out of these are those which were 
alroady second grade colleges but in whdeb The Science Department was 
not existing or had to be strengthened, and 16 high English schools which. 
14 
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have been proved to be efficient. To them has been added the first year 
and second year classes of I.A. and I. Sc. courses. This demand that is 
now before this House is to meet the expenditure for these institutions both 
technical institutions as well as the developed institutions in the mufassil 
areas. 

I submit, sir, that this is a matter which, although it is given on the 
score of our helping the refugee .tudents, has really nothing directly to do 
with the rehabilitation of refugees, which is a much bigger and much more 
intricate problem about which my friend Mr. Sibnath Banerjee has raised 
a debate.

BJ. UMEBH CHANDRA MANDAL: Mr. Speaker, Sir, before passing 
tbe grant I draw’ the attention of the Hon'ble Minister to the fact that only 
Rs. 5, (MX) was given as advance to the cultivators of Cooch Behar. The 
population of Cooch Behar is 7 lakhs, about 30 per cent, of the population 
of West Bengal. If we exclude the non-agriculturists the ])ercentage of 
Cooch Behar cultivators stands at 25 per cent. Out of the whole demand 
of 20 lakhs Cooch Bel^r is entitled to get in proportion at least 80 thousand. 
Out ot this 80 thousand only 5 thousand was given to Cooch Behar culti- 
vators. The Cooch Behar cultivators’ condition is much worse than the 
condition of the cultivators of other districts; hence the crop of (^och

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than the price in other districts. The price of rice is R«. 50 per maund 
in Gooch Behar. So I appeal to the Hon'ble Minister to supply at least 
10 thousand inaundH of rice from the Dinajpur stock which is aV)ut 4 lakh 
maunds. Moreover,. I appeal to the Hon'ble Minister to grant increase^! 
loan to the cultivators of Gooch Behar; otherwise the crop of Gooch Behar 
wull fail permanently.

The Hon’ble NIHARENDU DUTTMAZUMDAR: Sir, I beg to 

introduce the Bengal, Agra and Assam Civil Courts (West Bengal Amend- 
ment) Bill, 1950. 

(Tile Secretary tlien read the short title of the Bill.) 

The Hon’ble NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMDAR: Sir, I beg to 

move that the Bengal, Agra and Assam Civil Courts (West Bengal Amend- 
ment), Bill, 1950, be taken into consideration. 

Sir, the Bill is intended to increase the pecuniary jurisdiction ,of 
Munsifs. Under the existing law Munsifs may try suits up to the value 
of Rs. 1,000. Certain Munsifs may be specially empowered to try suits 
up to the value of Rs. 2,000; and in places where there are Courts of 
Subordinate Judges Munsifs may be vested with speidal* jurisdiction up to 
Rs. d,5()0. That is the existing state of affairs so far as legal proceedings 
are coiKierned. The existing jurisdiction however has proved to be in- 
adequate on account of the sharp rise in land value. vSuits coiujerning 
jirojierty which could jireviously be filed before Munsifs cannot now be so 
filed because of the enhancement of land value. Litigants have been put to 
(‘(msiderable difficulty, because they have to go to the Courts of Subordinate 
Judges at Sadar for suits which were previously tried by Munsifs in the 
outlying subdivisions. Government have received many representations for 
posting Subordinate Judges at outlying subdivisions and stations, but that 
has not been considered as the proper remedy. An increase, on the other 
hand, of the pecuniary jurisdiction of Munsifs is obviously called for. 
It is therefore ])ro])ose(l to provide that Munsifs should ordinarily try suits 
u^) to the value of Rs. 2,000, and in special cases on the recommendation 
of the High Court certain Munsifs may be vested with powers to try suits 
u]) to the value of Rs. 5,000. This enhanced power will of course be given 
to senior officers only. By this method without increasing the cost of 
judicial administration litigants will get the benefit of going to courts 
of law on such property which before the war and the rise of prices they 
could have taken to particular courts. The anomaly arose because of the 
shar]) rise of prices. This Bill seeks to remedy the anomaly arising out 
of the money value having been inflated. I therefore ho])e that all sec- 
tions of the House will agree that this Bill removes a great deal of the in- 
convenience, and they will extend their support to this Bill. I commend 
my motion to the acceptance of the House.

Correct particulars 
about him may not be ascertained, and he may avoid arrest altogether after 
having successfully impersonated at elections. Even if he is arrested later 
on the* sanction of Government has to be obtained before a Court can take 
cognizance of the offence. 

To obviate the first difficulty it is proposed to amend Scliedule II of the 
Criminal Procedure Code so that a false personator at an election 
arrested without a warrant. This is an important provision wdiich this Bill 
seeks to make. 

To obA'iate the second difficulty it is proposed to amend section 1)6 of the 
Criminal Procedure Code under which the sanction of the State Govern- 
ment IS required. This provision will result in prompt punishment of 
offenders and will also appreciably reduce the number of cases of false 
])ersonation. It is known that those who are going for false oersonation 
may he reassured on account of the fact that they could not be arrested 
on the spot under the law. Therefore, this provision remedying that defect 
will have naturally a deterrent effect against the proclivities of persons 
for false personation at election. 

I hoi)e that under the new Constitution when democracy is to be enacted 
for the first time on the basis of adult suffrage, all sections of the House will 
welcome this Bill, and I, therefore, commend my motion to the uccjeptance 
of the House.

Janab 8YED BADRUDDydAl Sir, intrinsically the provision seems 
to be perfectly all right. But from our personal experience during elec- 
tions we apprehend that this wide power should not be vested. We have 
got to be satisfied as to who will use this power. Even when nowers are 
not given, we have seen in the past that there is every apprehension of 
these powers being abiiSd when passions are roused and tempers are 
frayed. So we should not vest a particular section of people with these 
powers, and I personally feel that no such wide powers should be vested 
in any particular class of officers who have hitherto abused jiowers. So 
I 4f«el that there is, no necessity for these powers being vested at this stage. 
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The Hon’ble NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMDAR: Sir, I can assure 
that none but prospective wrong-doers need be afraid ot the provision which 
is sought to be made. My honourable friend Mr. Sibuath Bauer jee 
apprehends that as a result of this provision it will be somewhat diliicult 
for ix)litical opponents of a particular group. I can assure Iiim that no 
political opiMJuenta who would not resort to false impersonation at election 
need be afraid, and I convey to him thi.s assurance also tliat this is merely 
a ]>ermissive ]X)wer given to resiH>nsible oftic'ers alone who will 1 h^ vested 
to exercise these ])owers and they will do so at considerable risk to them- 
selves if they at all misuse these powers, as that ma\ even the 

election. If any abuse of this power is made and an^^ wrongful arrest is 
made, that will be forthwith jiroved hel(»re an lOlectiou Tribunal tir a court 
of law which will set aside the election. Therefore, I think the apprehension 
ia without any loundation whatsoever. I am glad to lind that both niv 
honourable friends in the Opposition, Mr. Sihnath Bauerjee and Jaiiab 
Badnidduja have supported the Bill on it.s intrinsic merits, and I ho])e 
that what I have already .stated will disarm all unfounded apprehensions 
on account of the ])rovisiou whitdi tiu* l>egislature is going to makt*. T 
therefoic commend my Bill to the a<*eeptiince of the House.

Sir, this Bill owes its origin to the recommendations of the Bengal 
Administrative Kmiuiry (ommittee. 1944-45, which is known ns the 
Rowlands ('ommittee. Thi.s (ommittee thought that the burden on the 
District Magistrates was too heavy and one ot their suggestions to lighten 
the burden was that ajipeals in second and third class cases might h(*, heard 
by the Sessioii.s Judge and the Subordinate Judges. This suggestion may 
he accepted with benefit — that is the view Government have taken. At the 
time when the committee came to its finding, the burden on the District 
Magi.strates was considered heavy — it has grown much heavier still today-— 
and, therefore, it has been found necessary to come forward before this 
House with this Bill. The suggestion is that we should transfer a part of the 
judicial work of the District Magistrates to the .Judges which is also 
incidentally a step forw’ard towards the se[)aration ol the .ludiciary from 
the Executive, that being one of the directive principles of State |K)licy 
under the Constitution of the Indian Republic. In the present Bill it is 
proposed to empower the State Government to specify by notification the 
dis^tricts in which appeaK from Second and Tliird Class Magistrates will 
g^o to the Sessions Judge or Assistant Sessiops Judges. In districts not so 
specified, the appeals should go, as at jiresent, to the District Magistrate®. 
Thus the provision of the Bill is flexible enough to suit the special circum- 
stances, if any, in particular districts. Therefore, Sij, it is a permissive 
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clause whereby, where necessary, where the District Magistrates are heavily 
overburdened, they might be relieved by their being relieved of having to 
hear appeals from Second and Third Class Magistrates which could be heard 
henceforth by the District Judge or the Subordinate Judges if the Govern- 
ment issues a notification to that effect. That is all that this Bill seeks to 
enact. In view of the present-day needs and circumstances prevailing in 
the administration of the districts, it is necessary that the District Magis*- 
trates should be left free to do their general work of administration and 
also it w"ill be a step towards the separation of the Judiciary from the 
Executive which has been very much clamoured for. I, therefore, hope no 
one will have any objection to this provision and I commend my Bill to 
the acceptance of the House.

Sir, after the merger of the former State of Cooch-Behar into West 
^ngal State, certain laws were extended to the new district of Cooch-Behar, 
but that has not been adequate. There are other matters in relation to which 
th^ Cooch-Behar law^ have to be assimilated into .the laws of* West Bengal. 
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Now, in connection with this Bill I find that a friend has given notice 
of an amendment to keep the Cooch-Behar Muhammadan Inheritance Act 
of 1897, that is, Act II of 1897, in force in Cooch-Behar. Inheritance, Sir, 
is a subject relating to the Concurrent List of the Seventh Schedule to the 
Constitution of India, but our Bill relates to subjects included in the State 
List only. So, the suggested reference to the Muhammadan Law of 
Inheritance is o*ut of place so far as the present Bill in the State Legislature 
is concerned. As regards subjects included in the Union and Concurrent 
Lists, the Govern'ment of India, I may inform the House, have already 
taken steps to pass a Bill or promulgate an Ordinance. In that Bill or 
Ordinance provision has been made for keeping the ( ooch-Behar Muham- 
madan Inheritance Act of 1897 in force in Cooch-Behar. So, no further 
provision is necessary in our Bill which is before the House. In the circum- 
stances, I hope the honourable member who gave notice of the amendment 
will appreciate this position and not move his amendment, as I have 
explained to him already. 

Sir, for the information of the House and particularly of the honourable 
member who gave notice of the amendment, I may tell him that here 1 have 
got a copy of the draft Bill of the Government of India, notice for the 
introduction of which has been given in the Central Legislature. There a 
provision has been made in the following words: Notwithstanding anything 
contained in previous sections and sub-st'ctions, the Muslim personal law, 
the Shariat Ajiplication Act, 1897, shall come into force in Cooch-Behar 
only on such date as the State Government may by notification in the 
Ojficial Gazette appoint and the Cooch-Behar Act 11 of 1897 known as the 
Muhammadan Inheritance Act of 1897 shall continue in force in Cooch- 
Behar until that date and shall on that date cease to he in force except as 
respects things done or omitted to be done before thnt date. 

I hope this makes the position ])erfectly clear. As I have already stated 
according to what is prescribed in the Constitution, this amendment is outside 
the 'scope of our present Bill.

Tliercfore, Sir, 
(Iocs Mr. Sihnath llaiicjj(‘i‘ leally imam that hoys of 11 years or less should 
he suHert‘(l to w'oik and labour on fields and in f'actoi ies i' Hud any such 
proposition been brought forward or even ]>ermitted. sav in a Factory Act, 
that boys ladow 11 \ears should be pciinitted to work as labouri'rs. certainly 
Mr. Sibnath Banerjee would have b(.‘cu the first to stand up and say, “Well! 
such things should be ]uit under taboo". Now lie is coming forward to say 
that flic guardians of boys should be ]H‘rmitte<l to get their wards to work 
for th(‘m, ('ven children who are below 11 \eais in age! 

Then, Sir, there is another tiling. He has said: “Unless you improve 
fhc‘ pa\ of jirimary teachers you eaiinot liave good education”. That is 
altoget^ier a different matter. That does not eome at all within the scope 
of the Hill. Mr. Sihnath Hanerjee ought to know that this (lovernraent in 
the course of last three \ears have more than doubled 

8). SIBNATH BANERJEE: On a matter of privilege, Sir. I do not 
like to be addressed Mr. Sibnath Banerjt»e. vSri or simply Sibnath Hanerjee 
will satisfy me. 

The Hon'bte RAI HAREtIDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: Sri Sibnath 
Bauer jee is probably not aware that so far as this Government is concerned, 
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it has during the last 3 years more than doubled tlie salaries ot primarv 
teachers* and have made extra provisions of annual expenditure of Us. 4H 
lakhs for the improvement of pay und salaries of ])rimary teachers. The 
salary of primary teachers ranged from Us. 10 to Us. 10 before the partition, 
and now the salary of primary teachers ranges from Us. 20 to Us. 35 besides 
dearness allowance. (Sj. Siiinath Uankimkk: Magnificent sum, indeed!) 
We do admit that it* is not sufficient. We are of opinion that their i)ay should 
be further, increased as early as practicable. There is .scn})e lor im})rove- 
ment. Who is denying that ‘Nobody is gt>ing to (len> it. (’ertainl> we 
did not w'ait for Sj. Sibnatli Uanerjee to plead foi pnmar> teachers to 
increase their salaries to the afore.said extent bN an additional provi>ion »d 
Rs. 48 lakhs. AVe did it on our own initiative, and we did not wait for 
advocacy on the part of Sj. Sibnath Uanerjee. 

Then, Sir, another point has been raised by him, namely, how are we 
going to enforce it. In our country many illiterate people really do not 
attach 80 much value to education as they would if it is pointed out to them 
that it is their duty to send their children to schools. Now that primary 
education has been made free, and what is more, the jirestuit (Jovernment is 
also .supplying books at cost price to the boys, which has gone much to 
lessen the guardians’ exi)enditure on bo>s, we think it is high time to 
introduce such a measure of compulsion. VV'e had an idea to supply books 
free, hut in view t)f tli(‘ financial situation we could not do that. Uut we 
have alread\ given them books at the cost price of about (S annas ])er co])y 
— books which used to cost the guardians at least Rs. 1-8 or Rs. 2 per head 
before. Sj. Sibnath Uanerjee is not at all aware what hemffits we liave and 
are conferring eveu in our financial di.stress, to our i)rimarv tea(‘hers and 
students, and therefore he is eloijiient over the point which he thinks has 
been lost sight of. We have given sufficient thought to the prohlem, and 
we believe we shall be going ahead with our .s(‘heme of comjmlsorN fiet* 
primary education in sjiite of unwelcome note struck b\ him.

MINISTER in chargo of the AGRICULTURE DEPARTMENT (the 
Hon’ble Prafulla Chandra Sen); {a) (/) and {m The Milk Commissioner- 
ci/ni-Administrator, ilariughata Centre, was aske<l to pre]»are a comprehen- 
sive scheme, more or less on tht‘ lines ot the Bombay Scheme, for 'improving 
the milk supply of Calcutta where the jiroblem is very acute, lie was not 
asked to prepare a scheme covering the whole State. 

He has submitted the outlines of a Milk Supply Scheme for Calcutta and 
a scheme for the distribution of “toned" buffalo’s milk — buffalo’s milk as 
such being not in much demand for liquid consumption. A beginning has 
also been made to collect rurally produced cow’s milk and to supply it, after 
pasteurisation at the Haringhata Dairy, to Calcutta. 

(Hi) The Government have a comprehensive scheme for the improvement 
of the production of cow's milk in the State by fostering better feeding and 
management and grading up the existing stock with improved bulls. The 
scheme is already working in a selected area of each district and has produced 
very good results i» some area's. 

(iv) Toned buffalo's milk, offered for sale by the Government, contains 
4 per' cent, butter fat and 9 per cent, solids-not-fat of milk origin. 
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(v) and {h) The sclieme for the distribution of toi»ed buffalo's milk has 
the approval of the Medical and Public Healtli Department of this Govern- 
iiieiit. Absolute certainty is unattainable in human organisation, but 
(jovernmeiit have no doubt that ‘toned” milk is of benefit from the 
nutritional point of view. 

In this connection it is worthy of note that in many otlier parts of India 
buffalo’s milk is fed to infants and cliildien. For instance almost the entire 
milk sjiiiplN of the city of Bombay is derived from buffaloes. Even in 
( alcutta tlie teeding ot toned or watered buffalo's milk to infants is quite 
common as nearly d.lHM) maunds of buffalo’s milk is sold daily either after 
dilution or partial skimming. (Vnumercial dairies are known to sell almost 
exclusively jxirtially skimmed buffalo’s milk which is consumed by the more 
opulent section ot the population and their chihlren. 

The Calcutta Scheme has now gone <»n for nearly 2 months and has ]rrn\ed 
to 1 m‘ very f>o]>ular which would testily tt) the high (iiiality ot the juoduct 
offered for sale. 

Maharaja 8RI8 CHANDRA NANDY, of Cossimbazar: M*ill the Ilon’ble^ 
Minister be pleased t(» state if the Government have any scheme to arrange 
for the supiily ol adp([uate milk — cow or buffalo — according to the need of 
Calcutta as nncII as the State as a whole:' 

The Hon’ble PRAFULLA CHANDRA 8EN: The present scheme 
which has been prejiarcd by our Milk ('ommissioner is to (*nsure the supply 
of pure milk or standai’d milk or toned milk to Calcutta. 

Maharaja 8Ri8 CHANDRA NANDY, ol Cossimhazar: Will tln^ Ilon'ble 
Minister be pleased to state it tin* buffalo’s milk whicli Government is con- 
verting ainl calling it toned milk is being juirchased or is being supjilied 
from Government dairies ^ 

The Hon’ble PRAFULLA CHANDRA 8EN: art of it is pundiased and 
j»art ol it is prodin ed in our Tlaringhata Dairy Farm. 

Maharaja 8R18 CHANDRA NANDY, of Cossimbazar : Will the Ilon’ble 
Minister be pleas(*d to state if Government have any schmne to support 
private dairies lor the increased supply of milk? 

The Hon*b\e PRAFULLA CHANDRA SEN: No. xve have no sueb 
scheme. 

Janab MD. KHUDA BUKH8H: Will the Ilon'ble Minister be nleased 
to state whether milk powder is added to skimmed milk for the productiou 
of toned milk? 

The Hon’ble PRAFULLA CHANDRA 8EN: Yes, skimmed milk powder 
is added. 

Janab MD. KHUDA BUKH8H: Will the Ilon’ble Minister be pleased 
to state whether it is a fact that ])uffalo’s milk is watered Ixdore skimmed 
milk jiowder is added ? 

The Hon’ble PRAFULLA CHANDRA 8EN: Not that buffalo s milk 
is watered but some fat is taken out of the buffalo’s milk and then skimmed 
milk powder is added unto it to make it standard milk or toned milk. 
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Janab MD. KHUDA BUKH8H: Why should it then be necessary to 
add powdered milk to increase the solids-not-fat content of the milk if only 
the butter is taken out.^ 

The Hon’ble PRAFULLA CHANDRA SEN: Standard cow’s milk con- 
tains 3*5 to 4 per cent, of fat and as I have mentioned here 9 per cent, of 
solids-not-fat of milk orif,^in, to inal e up that skimmed milk is mixed. 

Janab MD. KHUDA BUKH8H: I have not understood the Hon’ble 
Minister’s answer. He lias said that only 4 per cent, of butter is removed 
in toned milk but I do not see why there should be any necessity for 
addinj^ solids to make up the consistency of the milk. 

The Hon’ble PRAFULLA CHANDRA 8EN: 1 have nowhere said that 
4 per cent, of the fat is taken out. What I have said is that buffalo’s milk^ 
contains more than 7 per (;ent., in fact 7 to 9 per cent, of fat; so a portion 
of the fat is taken out of it and then some skimmed milk which does not 
<5ontain any fat or very negligible quantity of fat is added unto it just to 
have 9 per cent, solids-not-fat (‘ontent so that the whole thing is converted 
into what is called standard milk. 

Janab MD. KHUDA BUKH8H: When no solids are ‘Temoved why 
should there be any necessity for adding solids to make up the consistency P 

Tha Hon’ble PRAFULLA CHANDRA 8EN: Just to make it standard 
milk. 

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Sir, buffalo’s milk con- 
tains larger quantity of fat but lesser quantity of protein and carbo-hydrate. 
In order to supply that you remove the extra fat but you have got to add 
something in order to make the non-fat solids up to the normal consistency. 

Janab MD. KHUDA BUKH8H: The ITon’ble Minister has stated that 
it has the approval of the Health Department ot this Government, meaning 
that the Hon’ble (Jiief Minister also approves of it. Wliether he has taken 
legal opinion to find out whether it is quite legal to sell this kind of milk 
to the public? 


The Hon’ble PRAFULLA CHANDifA SEN: It is quite legal. 

The Hon’ble Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: How it is 

illegal P 

Janab MD. KHUDA BUKH8H: If it is sold as pure milk it is illegal. 

The Hon’ble PRAFULLA CHANDRA 8EN: We have said we sell toned 
milk ; we have never called it pure cow’s milk or pure buffalo’s milk. 

Mahwaje 8RI8 CHANDRA NANDY, of CossimiMuar: Will the Hon’ble 
Minister be pleased to stafe if .the Government have any scheme to have 
sufficient number of ‘buffaloes for the supply of milk in Calcutta and not 
purchasing buffalo’s milk from outside? 
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The Hon’Me PRAFULLA CHANDRA SEN: For the present we have 

no such scheme. 

The Hon'ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY; The Bombay Govern- 
ment have spent nearlv 3 crores of rupees for starting a dairy of this kind.

Janab MD. KHUDA BUKH8H: Sir, the Jlon’ble Dr. Hoy is not only 
the Chief Minister hut is also Ihe Leader of tlio House. I am sure ho 
respects the convention of the House, and 1 think ihut it is derogatory to^ 
the jirestige and privilege of the questioner and also to the House to answer 
questions ^^hile sitting. 

Mr. SPEAKER: According to rules the honourable members should 
rise in their seats while speaking. Hut in view of his age the Hon ble the 
Chief Minister may have some consideration and some latitude in the 
matter. 

Janab Syed BADRUDDUJA: Sir, has age anything to do with the 
curtailment of the privilege of members ? 

Mr. SPEAKER: No. But age should have some consideration and I 
have allowed him to reply sitting. 

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Sir, the fact that you 
have permitted me to reply sitting is evident. That is why I can reply, 
sitting. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Yes, but ordinarily members will alw’ays rise while 
speaking. 

The Hon^ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: In that view I do not 
waat any pri\Tilege. I will rise every time a (juestion is put. 

Mr. SPEAKER: My point is that the rules must ordinarily he observed, 
but there can also be relaxation in special circumstances.

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Janab MD. KHUDA BUKH8H: Sir, if the Hon’ble the Chief Minister 
does not want any relaxation, we cannot possibly thrust it on him. 

Mr. SPEAKER: I think some latitude may be given to him. I do not 
want that answers will be given sitting, but the Chief Minister, if he wants, 
may reply to questions sitting in consideration of his age. 

ilanab 8yed BADRUDOUJAs On that analogy, Sir, Janab Mudassir 
llossain may also be allowed to put questions sitting, because he is already 
76. 

Janab MUDA88IR H088AIN: Sir, I wish that some latitude should 
be given to me as well, and I acknowledge with gratefulness that you have 
already shown that latitude. 

Mr. 8PEAKER: If it is pursued to this length I think I should give 
my ruling on the point. The position is this that ordinarily the rule 
provides that whenever a member speaks he should rise and then speak 
from his seat, but from time to time for certain reasons the House has 
permitted members to speak sitting, or either it has been ignored or connived 
at or not noticed, or no objection has been taken. You have allowed the 
Finance Minister to deliver his speech sitting. So far as the Hon’ble Chief 
Minister is concerned, very often he rises in order to give replies. It may 
be that on some occasions he may have given answer sitting. So far as 
this latitude is concerned, technically speaking you might say that he must 
leply rising. Taking into consideration the number of supplementary 
questions put, 1 do not think it is necessary always to rise when replying, 
and 1 do hope that the House will not take this matter in a very serious 
constitutional wu> hut should try to accamiinodate each other. It has been 
the practice, of course, that a member should not reply sitting. But if, 
however, any meinh(*r has t() he given that concession, I shall always be 
prepared to giv(‘ that concession in a reasonable way. With regard to this 
matter I do desire that the Housi' agree with nn* in that view and not raise 
any objections which are not ver\ friendly to each other. 

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Sir, I am sorry if I have 
upset somebody’s lever hut I do not want to show any disrespect to any 
member and T do not want any spi'cial privilege offered to me other than that 
enjoyed by any other member of this House.

, Mr. SPEAKER: 11 is Excellency the Governor has sent the following 
reply to tlie Address which was presented to him by the Assembly ; 

Members of the Legislative Assembly, 1 have received with great 
satisfaction the res])ectful expression of your thanks for the speech with 
which 1 have ojiened tlie present session ot the Assembly. 

Incidents in Berhampore, Murshidabad. 

ilanab Syed BADRUDDUilA: Mr. Speaker, Sir, are the questions 
over ? 

Mr. SPEAKER: Yes. 

ilanab Syed BADRUDDUaA: May I w’ith your permission mention 
certain incidents that are reported to have occurred in the district of 
Murshidabad. Sir, I wdll first refer to the food crisis that still persists in 
Berhampore town itself. In spite of the fact that the food crisis still 
persists rations are reported to have been stopped for more than one week 
and a half. Again, Sir, the prices in Dumkal police-station, Sadar subdivi- 
sion, are reported to ffiive shot up out of all proportion. They w^ent down 
to Its. 34 per maund but it js reported they have again gone up to ]^. 50, 
but details ave lacking. I would only ask the Government, and specially 
the Food Department, to enquire into the state of things and see what steps 
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can be token Government to introduce rationing once again in Berbampore 
in view of the crisis that still persists us also take some other steps for 
forcing down the prices in Dunikal and other area. 

Then again, there is a report — I received a telephonic message only 
yestorday morning, mv friend Mr. Khuda Jlukhsh will have also received 
same telegram and possibly he may have submitted it to the llon’ble 
Chief Minister — that in pursuance of the procurement ])olicy of the (Govern- 
ment of Bengal, Muslims of the Dumkal area are being victimised. That 
is the report. So I would also ask the (tovernment to eiuiuire into the 
matter. 

Then in Bhagnhaiigola police-station of the Lalbag subdivision and 
Jalangi police-station of the Sadar subdivision in Murshidabad indiscriminate 
arrests, extortions and tortures by the police are reported to be going on 
unchecke<l. 1 would also ask the (iovernment t(» encjuire into this fast 
deteriorating situation. 

These are re]){U'ts, we have not got first-hand information; details are 
lacking. J would only re(juest the (rovernimmt t(» emiuire into these 
matters. We hav(‘ received tiiis iniormation only very recently. 

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Sir, I do not dispute that 
the member has the right to bring in this matter hefon* the House, hut lie 
says that lie doe? not know whether the information is correct. May 1, 
therefore, say, Sir, that it would he better if, wiien he had got any such 
information, he had given me that information yesterday, so that f could 
even have telejihoiied and found out what the exact iiifoniuitiou was, hut 
in order tliat the saim* may appear in the press, th(‘r(' was no nec(‘ssit\ of 
placing tliat matter in this House. 

Janab 8yed BADRUDDUJA: Press is not favourable to us. Sir, only 
with the iiermission of the Chief Whip 1 mentioned this matter before the 
House. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Yesterday Mr. Badrudduja wanted In mention this 
matter in the House. 1 t(dd him that he should commiinicati* the matter to 
the (diief Whi}) hefoie he mentions this matter in tln^ House. And wlie^i 
he sjioke today 1 thought there was no obji'ction to it, and tliat was the 
reason why 1 allow t‘d that statement to be made. 

The Hon’ble Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: Sir, things have 

got to be placed btdoie the House in a lornial manner and aeeoiding to the 
])roeedure of the Assi'inbly. May 1 know* undiT which nile lo* is iiMMitioniiig 
this matter y 

Mr. SPEAKER: Asa matter ot fact, statements hav<‘ been made in tlji.s 
House regarding matters of importance in the past, but they havi* been made 
with tlie consent ol tlie ( fovernment. As a matter of fa^d,. honourable 
members wdll remenilier that when he rose to mention thi.^ matter vesterday, 

I at once told him that he must (*ommuni(%at<' Ihi.s matter to tlu‘ (diiel Whip 
of the ])arty. When he stood uj) toda> to mention this matter, no objection 
was raised, and I took it that the (iovernment had no objection to the state- 
ment being made; otherwise* no stat<*nient could 1m» made. 

The Hon’ble Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: Wc were under 
the impression that he was making a .statement as a preliminary to a motion 
for. the adjournment of tlie Hou.se. Otherwise there should have been a 
formal notice and he did not give any fonrial notice. 

Mr. SPEAKER: No question of adjournment motion arises here. 
There is a different procedure for adjournment motions. As a matter of 
fact, whenever hn adjournment motion is moved, thf3 in^iber concerned hits

got to take my consent, and after the consent is given, he formally applies. 
There was no question of adjournment motion at all in this case. It was 
only a question of making a statement on some incidents which have taken 
place suddenly. It is only on such occasions when the matter is of great 
importance that statements are made. Of course wdien there is a Leader 
of fhe Opposition, such stateme its are generally made by him and not by 
anybody else, but because there is no Leader of the Opposition, Mr. 
Jladrudduja wanted to mention this matter before the House, and I did 
point out to him yesterday that it could only be mentioned with the consent 
of the Chief Whip of (iovernment, and that he should (-ommunicate this 
matter to the Chief Whip. I understand that the matter was communicated 
to the Chief Whip and 1 thought that there was no objection to the state- 
ment being made, and, therefore, consent was given. 

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Sir, I understand that 
he <lid ask the Chief Whip; but I am afraid before the Chief Whip gave his 
sanction, it would have been better tor him to inform the Government,' 
because after all what is the purpose in having a question which cannot be 
answered, because they have no knowledge of what has happened. 

Mr. SPEAKER: It is the Parliamentary procedure that the Chief Whip 
should be informed in all such matters. And when the Chief Whip has 
been informed, that means that the Government have b^n informed, and 
it is for the Chief Whip to consult the Minister or to object or not to object. 

The Hon’ble NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMDAR: About this state- 
ment just a little while ago 1 was obliged to make a submission and point out 
that the Hon’ble Speakers of this House have of course allowed statements 
to be made, but only by the Leader of the Opposition with the consent of the 
Leader of the House ; and that has been done not automatically on account 
of the (consent of the Leader of the House, but with the discretion used by 
the sjicakers themselves. Therefore, Sir, with regard to the (luestion of 
privilege of making statements before the House, it is only on exceptional 
circumstances and on extraordinary issues that the Speaker allow's it. In 
this case 1 would submit to you, Sir, that before exercising such discretion 
the duty devolves on the Hon’ble Speaker himself and none else to ascertain 
the ('imsent of the Hon’ble the lioader of the House and then to decide with 
the consent of the Leader of the House whether the statement should be 
permitted or not. 

Janab 8yed BADRUDDUJA: Sir, may f explain the position ? This 
is a matter of urgent public importance. I referred this matter to you, Mr. 
Speaker, as you are the custodian of the rights and privileges of this House. 
I referred to you and you asked me to refer the matter to the Chief Whipl. 
Sir, with your permission and with the sanction of the Chief Whip I have 
made this statement. Sir, so far as your position and my position is con- 
cerned, it is pertVctly clear. I sought your permission and referred this 
matter twice to the Chief Whip as rejiresenting the Government. Sir, when 
the House is in session, we can, as memhers of the Opposition, members on 
this side of the House, raise questions of public importance; otherwise 
there is no necessity of having a session at all. It is not always necessary 
to refer these matters to the Chief Minister. When the House is in session, 
I can, with the permission of the Speaker, mention this matter before the 
House.

The Hon’ble br. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: When I raised this 
question 

Jamb MO. KHUDA BUKHSH: Sir, I am on my le^s. 
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The.Hon'Me Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: All right, you go ahead. 
Let him say, Sir. 

Janab MD. KHUDA BUKH8H: Sir. the Hon'hle Nihareudu Dutt- 
Mazumdar said to the Speaker of the House that the duty devolved on the 
Hon’ble Speaker to take the permission of the Leader of the House 

The Hon’ble rflHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMDAR: I did not say that. 
I said “it*is for the llou’ble Speaker to permit or not to permit”. 

Janab MD. KHUDA BUKH8H: Sir, he said that the duty devolved on 
the Hon’ble Speaker to take permission of the Leader of the House 

The Hon’ble NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMDAR: To permit or not to 
permit, and then to use his discretion. 

Janab MD. KHUDA BUKHSil: Sir, shall 1 speak or he will interrupt 
me ill this way^ It is a very important ((uestion, because it has touched 
the di^j^nity and jireroc^utixe and powers of the llon’ble Spt‘aker of this 
House, lie said that the Speaker should consult the Hon’ble the Loader of 
the House. vSir, 1 contest this. I say, Sir, that within this House the 
authority of the Speaker is paramount and he is not oblijyed to seek[ 
permission of the Lt‘ader of the House or anybody for tlnlt matter. He' 
can use his disci(4ion and he can allow any member of the House to make a 
statement. When the llon’ble Speaker has allowed an honourable member 
to speak, he has been within his (‘ompetence and he has exercised authority 
which is his and nobody else’s. And, Sir, by su^^j^esting that the Hon’ble 
Speaker should seek the permission of the Hon’ble Leader of the House, 
I submit, he has offered an insult to the Chair. 

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: I am perfectly sure that 
Mr. Speaker knows how to protect his own dip^nity and status. When I 
raised this question — I see that there is a tempest in a tea-pot — I merely 
wanted to say that if T had heard about this incident in time, I would have 
sent the messaj^e to tiie Magistrate and would be able to ^ive so^oe definite 
rejdy. It appears that the ('hief Whip had ^iven his permission to Mr. 
Badrudduja to make this statement and not referred it to me for which 
regret. It has nothing to do with the dignity of the Speaker or with tile 
privileges of Mr. Badrudduja. That is the matter 

Janab MD. KHUDA BUKH8H: Sir, the Judicial Minister 

Mr. 8PEAKER: Order, order. When the Leader of the House i.s on 
his legs, Ave have observed this convention that he is given a free hearing 
and he is given the courte.sy which his position demands. 

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Sir, I am perfectly 
satisfied that you have acted in the way in which you could liavt^ acted in 
the circumstances. You have asked the memher to inform the Chief Whip. 
The Chief Whip should have informed the parly. ILit nlieii T raised this 
question 1 did not get any information from the Chief Whip that this informa- 
tion had been given to him. If he had only given me that information--' 
and Mr. Badrudduja often comes to me with different items of erniuiry — if 
I had known that, I could have given him an answer to Ibis (juestion. It 
is for you, Mr. Speaker, to decide how and wdien a memher can speak in this 
House. 

Bj. BIMAL COMAR GH08E: Sir, as the Chief Minister has said there 
is tempest in a tea-pot. You have explained* the who^e position, and I 
believe the procedure adopted is a correct procedure, it is a procedure that 
we have been following in this Hou.se. There has been unfortunately ^some 
incident for wKich yoi^ are not responsible. f)f cours^ today there is no 
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Leader of the Opposition, but in view of the fact that you have relaxed the 
rules in many respects and also that this is an abnormal House in manjr ways, 
and that you have allowed a member of certain eminence to speak; and 
when the rules and procedure for allowing such a member to speak had* 
been fulfilled, I think there is no need for further discussion on the subject, 
and I suggest that it should be stopped. 

8]. 8IBNATH BANERJEE: On a point of nrivilege, Sir. It is all 
right HO far as the Chief Minister is concerned ana so far as, Sir, you are 
concerned. They have said it is tempest in a tea-pot or in a tea cup and 
it was so when one of the Ministers said that you, Sir, should take the 
permission of the Chief Minister and this is preposterous. The Judicial 
Minister should at least understand this much. 

Mr. 8PEAKER: As it relates to a matter of procedure, I think I am 
justified in stating the position now anew. The position is, that, generally 
a statement is allowed to be made either by the l>eader of the House or by 
the Leader of the Opposition. Unfortunately, members of the House know 
that there is no organised Opi>ositi()n and there is no one in this House who 
might be called the Leader of the Opposition. Under the circumstances if 
a member wishes to make a stateuient on some matter of importance, the 
mutter is generally referred to the Chief Whip who represents the Oovern- 
inent in this House in all matters of Parliamentary procedure and I was not 
to be blamed in the slightest degree when I told Janab Syed Badrudduja 
that I could not allow him to make a statement unless and until he puts 
himself in touch with the Chief Whip who represents tlie Government. 
My view was that if the (government has no objection to the statement being 
raised by a member 1 will not stand in the way, because the Government 
will then be in a position to give a reply to his statement. Had there been 
any difference of opinion between the member trying to make a statement 
and the (iovernment objecting to the same, the S})eaker would have to 
decide whether he would allow the statement to be imub* or not. Objection 
should liaA’e been raised yesterda\ immediately danab Syed Badruddivja 
rose to make the statement and not when he tinislied the whole of his speech. 
As he proceeded on with his statement and I found that there was no objec- 
tion to the siaiement being made, 1 took it that (iovernmeiit had no objec- 
tion to the statement being made and naturally there was nothing for me 
to interfere in tlie matter. Now. that is the exact position as it stands 
todn> and so far as the proccMluie is concerned. Tf the Chief Whip has not 
referred the matter to the Hon’ble the ('hiei ^linister, that is a matter of 
their internal arrangement. So far as this House is concerned, the Chief 
Wliip represents the Government in this House and any communicatioix 
made to him is to be taken to be made to the Government and that should 
be understood to be the procedure for all time to come. In this connection, 
I will cite a ruling which was given in this House ‘‘If the Leader of tha 
Opposition Avishes to make a statement the Opposition Whip should inform 
the Leader of the House so that he would have an ojiportunity to come 

S repared”. Now, so far as the Opposition is concerned there is no Whip. 

[ow, therefore, the po.sition is that as soon as the Chief Whip is informed 
the Government is informed. I think there is no use discussing the matter 
any further. If the Government Avants to say anything, they are at liberty 
to say so, if they do not want to say anything in this matter, that is their 
concern. 

. The Hon’ble PRAfuLLA CHANDRA SEN: Sir, yesterday, Janab 
Khuda Bukhsh handed over' to me a telegram from Damkal or from some 
suoh place in Murshidabnd in which it was stated that the minority com- 
munity was being oppressed and that the paddy was being procured from’ 
them. I enquired tJnto the matter this morning and I learnt that not a

single chhatak of paddy has been procured either from the minority or 
from the majority community within the Damkal police-station. So far as 
the prices of rice and paddy are concerned in the district of Murshidabad, 
they had considerably gone down.

^in other parts of the district it varies between Ks. 28 and Its. 34. 1 have 

made necessary ifrrangements to rush supplies there.

We wanted the Assemhly 
Department to he separate and independent of the (lovernment and that 
is the practice that is followed in countries from which we have borrowed 
most of our constitutional procedure and that is the ])racti(‘e that obtains in 
England. It is desirable that the Assemhly SeiTidariat should be mndo 
independent and that the Speaker should be given ])ow'er to conti’ol that 
Secretariat and I believe. Sir, if we want to run democraiio insiitiitionrfi 
really and fairly it would be necessary for us to give effect to this procedure. 
I hope that the (Jommiitee will be able to finish its labour within the time 
asked for, but from past exiierieiice 1 am doubtful il tlie mo\er will not 
again come for another extension of time.

Mr. 8PEAKER: As it eoucerus the Assembly Department and as 
objections have been raised in this House, I think it will be pro])er for me to 
explain a little as to what has been happening and why further extension 
of time is necessary to complete the labours of this Committee. 

The position is tlial when the Committee was appointed, our House was 
the first to take ii]) this (juestion that under the new Constitution and for ai 
proper functioning of democracy, it was necessary that the Assembly^ 
Secretariat should function as an independent body so that it may be able 
to discharge its functions properly and impartially in respect of CA'ery section 
of ilu‘ Hou>e. That has been a princijile which has been acce])ted in the 
House of Commons and that has been a principle which has been accepted 
since the time of Mr. Patel and, so tar as the Centre is concerned, it has,; 
80 to say, achieved a good deal of autonomy in its administration. There^ 
fore, this House appointed a Committee to consider as to what should be 
done w ith regard to this question. AVhile the Committee was functioning, 
certain legal difficulties aro.se and at our instance the conference of the 
Speakers was held in Delhi on the 10th April, 1040. The Speakers’ con- 
ference drew tlie attention of the (irovernment with regard to the necessity 
of making provision' in the Constitution itself so that the legal difficulties 
may disappear. Pursuant to the re.solution of the Speakers’ conference, the 
Coustitution was changed and certain provisions were incorporated in the 
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Consti.tution. One of the provisions was that the House or each House of 
the Legislature of a State shall have a separate secretarial staff. With 
regard to recruitment and conditions of service, the ('Oustltulion provided 
that the Legislature of a State may hy law regulate the recruitment and 
conditions of service of persons appointed to tlie secretarial staff. It also 
.provided that until provision is made hy the lA'gislature of the State under 
clause .the tioVeriior may, after consultation with the Speaker of the 
Legislative Assembly, make rules regarduig recruitment and conditions of 
service of persons appointed to the secretarial staff. After this Constitution 
was passed, we considered the matter from the point of view of making the 
Assembly Secretariat as independent as )u>ssihle consistently witli its 
efficiency and also consistently with the fu(d that there may be no grievance 
to any section of the House with regard to its proper udministrulion. 
Pursuant to that we have made some suggestions to the (lovernment and 
the Government has been considering those j)roi>osalH. We have not us 
yet received any definite reply on those proposals and until we receive its 
considered reply on those matters, it will not he proper to place the whole 
matter before the Committee which was constituted. The matter is no 
doubt a simple matter, hut, at the same time, it involves certain principles 
and certain methods of procedure. 

If I and the Government agree to the rules, the task tor the Committee 
will he easier. ‘If there be any difference on any point, the matter will be 
considered by the Committee and the Committee in due course will makti 
its report upon the subject. This is an important matter and raises 
questions which are of paramount importance. On account of the in- 
dependence that we have achieved and also on account of the fact that 
future legislatures of our States are so to say sovereign bodies with regard 
to their areas, it is absolutely ne(‘essary that so far as the Assembly 
Secretariat is concerned, it should achieve sucli amount of independence) 
as is necessary in order to suit the new conditions which have arisen. I 
do not wish to take up your time to eiiumdate various principles or things 
in detail. It is sufficient for me to say at this stage that tlu* motion for 
extension of time of the Committee is om^ that is necessary in the circum- 
stances of the case. I hope however that we shall he able (o arrive at a 
definite conclusion over the matter, and I also hope that the motion moved 
by the Deputy Speaker will be accepted by tbe House.

Janab MUDA88IR H088AIN: Mr. Speaker, Sir, the whole scheme and 
plan of (lovernment of iin])arting primary education to the (diildren of the 
soil Is based upon a false conception and a fallai-ious poli(‘y. Every year 
it is said that it is im])o.ssil)le to introduce tree and compulsory jnimary 
education unless and until we have sufficient funds in our liand for thtV 
purpose and the Hon’ble the Education Minister — not only this Education 
Minister but all Education Ministers before him adorning tlie Treasury 
benches of this Assembly even before the attainment of independence have 
said that we would reijuire vast sums of money, say 20 or 80 ci’ores of rupees, 
for imparting free and (tompulsory primary education to our illiterate 
mas.ses. The jierceiitage of literacy in this country or rather in Bengal is 
not more than 15 per cent. Therefore the remaining 85 jier cent, are 
illiterate and if we compare the literacy of our men and women, we will 
find that women are more illiterate than men. But as time marcdies on it 
is our duty to impart educati<m to our girls. In all civilised countries 
wherever there was illiteracy steps have been taken to educate the illiterates 
including the illiterate adult people, and this has beim done very succesHfiilly. 
When the Turkish Kepublir was established the number of illiterates in 
Turkey was about 80 or 85 per cent, just as is the case today with our country. 
But in the cour.se of the last 25 years the nuinher of literates has so increJise.d 
that today about 80 per eent. of the jieojile there are literate. In Russia 
in those parts where the Muslims ]>redominate, i.e., in the five Soviet 
Republics where the people w'ere only recently in medieval stage, illiteracy 
has been totally liquidated within the last twenty-five or thirty years and 
now the percentage of literacy is nearly 95. 

Now, Sir, as regards the scientific attainments ofv the Muslim people 
in Central Asia and of other republics of Soviet Russia I was reading the 
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other day in a magazine that the Science Department there are not m any 
way inferior to the Russians proper. In short they have within thirty 
years taken their rightful place in the great Soviet Union although, as I 
Lave just stated, their illiteracy was till recently about 95 or 98 per cent. 
So they have within this short period taken their position on a footing of 
equality with other Russians. Sir, we have now attained our independence, 
and it is our duty to impart education to the children of the soil who arej 
poor and unable to meet their c^vn expenditure for the purpose of givingf 
education to their children. But if the Hon’ble the Education Minister 
goes on in this way. Sir, I can foretell that he will never be able to remove 
illiteracy and with his snail’s pace the percentage of literacy will never exceed 
20. Sir, my friend is always harping where shall I get so much 
money for the purpose of giving education to the vast number of illiterates. 
But, Sir, if you go through the methods by wliich other countries have 
imparted primary education to their teeming dumb-driven millions you will 
certainly realise what can be done from the existing resources of ^youn 
country. If you go on spending money for the purpose of imparting educa- 
tion to the teeming dumb-driven millions from the provincial revenues you 
will never succeed. You are then bound to fail. In other countries it has 
been made the resjmnsibility of the local bodies to give education to their 
illiterate dumb-driven masses. In our State of West Bengal and in our 
Indian Union we have our local bodies called union boards. The union 
board is the first rung in the ladder of self-government and therefore I hope 
and pray, Sir, that he will examine in his ('abinet whethet he should make 
the union boards responsible for imparting education to the poor illiterate 

teeming dumb-driven (The TTon’ble Bkafulla Chandra Ren: Cattle!) 

1 would not say “cattle’’ but masses of people. Tf the ITon’ble Minister 

wants to make men cattle they will always remain cattle. I find, Mr. 
Speaker, that it is in the hands of tliose gentlenuai over there to make cattle 
men, and let them do so as best as they can. 

Now, Sir, my first [mint in oi)p()sing this Bill is that you make the local 
bodies responsible for giving free and compulsory ])rimary education to the 
poverty-stri('ken illiterate people in our villages. Now the question is, how 
can the local bodies raise funds for the ])urpo.se of imparting education to 
the illitt*rate masses of ])eopU‘. Y’ou <'an l(‘v\’ a cess on eve? \ l)ody and it 
is only by the ado[)tion of a co-o[)erative method that you can impart real 
and true education to the dumb-driven masses. I can cite instances wher** 
this has been done and done successfully. If you go to a Aillage, — I have 
been going round villages for the last forty-five years — T can say tha<| 
a village [lossesses about 2,000 bighas of land, and the village community 
and by community T do not mean Hindu community or the Muslim com-t 
munity, but I mean the entire human community in the village — not the 
damned Hindu communitv or the damned Muslim communitv (laughter). 
If 1 am uuparliameHtai’N , Sir, please (‘xcuse me (laughter). Sir, in r)ur 
Union, 1 mean the Union of India of which my beloved AYest Bengal is a 
part, you will find that eaeh union consists generally of villages numbering 
from 10 to 20. There are 2,000 bighas of land in eaeh village — that is an 
average which I have ascertained, if I am not correct my Hon’ble friend the 
Hon’hle Afinister who knows better be(*ause he happens +o be a 
very big zemindar which I am not, will correct me. Y"ou can 
just tell the people w^ho are owners of the land “you must pay a 
certain amount, a certain proportion of your paddy, of your pro- 
duce for the purpose of educating your children” — it may be 5 
per cent., it may he 2i per cent, it may be 1 per cent, according to the needs 
of the people and if thiff*money in some form or other be raised, either in 
cash or in kind — rice or 'paddy — from the entire union, it will cover all the 
expenses of imparting education to the children of the poverty-stricken 
people and you will not have to pay anything from your exchequer, and even 
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if you pay for equipment or any other thing, if you abrogate or repeal the 
education cess and make the Zemindars and other landowner pereone 
responsible you will find it Tery easy to get the money. 

The Hon’hle Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Will you talk about the 
Bill? 

Janab MUDA88IR H088AIN: I am talking about the Bill. It is the 
’Bill of my friend the Hon’ble Education Minister — Primary Education. I 
am talking on Primary Education. 

Mr. 8PEAKER: Tp till now you have not said anything on the provi- 
sions of the Bill. 

Janab MUDA88IR H088AIN. Let this Bill be repealed, let this Bill 
be dro])ped and a new Act with new provisions he enacted for the purposef 
of improving education. 

The Hon’ble Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: Mr. Speaker, 

Sir, the jicint that was raised by Mr. Sibiiatli Banerjee last night was 
disposed of by me by observing that we are not going to impose any very 
serious penalty either on the students or on the guardians — not any on the 
students at least. Mr. Sibnath Banerjee is nut aware of the provisions of 
the Bengal Primary Education Act. That is the ditliculty witli him, (Sj, 
Banerjee: No. 1 am not aware; 1 plead guilty.) lie has got to 
make a speech Without knowing the subject; he has got to ])lay to thej 
gallery without being well posted on the matter in tjnestion. That is the 
(lithi'ulty with him. Now, let ns see what penalty we are going to impose 
and how. We are going to amend the Primary Education Act by inserting 
a new section to the efiect that students who will he admitted once into the 
ju'imury schools should continue u]) to the end of the i)rimary siuge. That 
is the new ])rovision. (Sj. Sirn^tii Banerjee : What is the penalty?) We 
are going also to amend the sections for implementation, viz., section til 
and section (>'>?. Now, section til of the Bengal Rural Primary Education 
Act .says that it is for the Attendance Eoniinittee to enfon'o the provision 
for compulsion. Now, who will constitute the Attendance Committee? 
The Eiiion Board, the T^nion (bmmittee or the Panchayct concerned will 
be responsible lor the enforcement of the provisi(uis of th(*se sections and 
subject to the ]iresiribed conditions will appoint one or more Attendance^ 
Committees for this purjmse. It will he the duty of these Attendance Com- 
mittees to see that the students do really attend. (Sj. Sihna'I'ii IUnehjee: 
So far it is all right.) Then there is a further amemhnent with refenmee 
to section (i2. S(*ction 02 says, if tlie Attendance Commitlee is satisfied 
that a guardian lias without reasonable* excuse — I r(‘]ieat without reasonable 
excuse — and after receiving a written caution from the Attendance Com- 
mittee fail to com]dy with the j»rovisions of the section, it shall send a 
written complaint against the guardian to a Magistrate. So. it will be ff>r 
the guardian to make out that he has reasonable ground not to send his boy 
to the sciiool. Only if he can make out that ground to the satisfaction of 
the Attendance Committee which will be composed of men of the locality, 
then in that case he will get exemption, he will not be penalised at all. But 
if he cannot satisfy the local Attendance Committee that his ward should he 
given exemption, only in that case he will he infringing the law and will 
be coming within the mischief of the law and he will have to pay the penalty, 
otherwise not. Now what is the penalty? Section 03 says, if a guardian 
has without reasonable excuse — again without reasonable excuse — fails to 
comply the direction issued to him under sub-section (2) it shall sanction 
his prosecution and on conviction by a Magistrate such guardian shall be 
liable to pay a fine which might extend to Es. 5. This is the penalty of 
which Sj. Sibnath Banerjee is afraid. Every guardian, as I have said, will 
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be entitled to furnish reasonable ground /and get exemption. Take for 
instance, a father whose son's health is re|illy so poor that he caimot send 
his son to attend a primary school, to get free primary education. In that 
case of course he will be exemfted by the Attendance Committee, otherwise 
he will W liable to pay the penalty, nnd the penalty may extend to Bs. 5, 
the exiguous amount of which Sj/ Banerjee is afraid. I think after this 
he will be satisfied. ' * . , 

Now, Sir, ^ very seni^)le suggestion has come from an almost unexpected' 
quarter, I mean from my friend Mr. Mudassir Hossain. We do appreciate 
the argument of Mr. Sibnath Banerjee that in some cases it may be necessary 
to provide for maintenance grant just as very rich cbnntries like England 
have been able to do. Now, that will require money. Where is the money 
going to come from? That is the question that was raised by Janab 
Mudassir Hossain and be suggested the solution. He brought it to the 
notice of the House that in progressive countries rach monies are furnished 
by the local authorities from local rates. In this country the only local 
rate that has been imposed for education is the Primary Education Cess and 
the Primary Education Tax and that also in the rural area. Now, Sir, what 
is the yield of the Primary Education Cess and the Primary Education Tax.^ 
Only 40 to 50 lakhs and the Provincial Exchequer has got to supplement 
that fund by a contribution of nearly a crore, that is, almost two-thirds of 
the cost of primary education is now being paid from the Provincial’ 
Exchequer. The position is almost the reverse in progressive countries like 
England. There the major part of the money required for promoting not 
only primary hut also se(‘ondary etiucation is contributed by the local bodies 
by means of local rates. 

Will Sj. Sihiiath Banerjee be surprised to learn the position in his own 
district — the district of his adoption — Howrah? In the district of Howrah 
they had to raise only lls. lakhs as primary education cess and tax. Now 
in llowrah Primary Education Act has i)een brought into force for the last 
four years. 1'he total demand will be to the tune of Rs. 10 lakhs for four 
yeans and Howrah, 1 am informed, paid onl\ Ps. 0 loklis. So, tlu* cess-payers 
of Howrah liave defaulted to the extent of Es. 4 lakhs. Tt comes to this, 
therefore, that men like my friend opposite have got to move among the 
people and urge them to ])ay their cess and contribute more towards the 
cost of ])rimarv education. If they succeed, the dreams which are being 
cherished by them will be realised. If they fail in their endeavour, then 
their dreams will remain unrealised for a long time to come.

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Sir, I beg to introduce 
the West Bengal Security (Amendment) Bill, 1950. 

(Tile Secretary then read the short title of the Bill.) 

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Sir, I heir to move that 
the West Bengal Security (Amendment) Bill, 1950, be taken into considera- 
tion. 

Sir, this is also an amendment which is practically an offshoot of the 
Delhi Agreement in which there is a clause that the State Government will 
have to take certain steps with regard to the press and any other persons 
who are printing matters which are according to the present term of the 
Act of a firejudicial character. Sir, it is necessary in view of what has 
appeared in the Constitution and in view of the finding of the law-courts 
that the term “prejudicial report” should be more correctly defined and 
the provision that has been made is that it means any report, statement or 
physical representation which undermines the security of the State or tends 
to overthrow the State. This clause, we are advised, would be sufficient to 
indicate the nature of The report and would be sufficient for the Government 
to take steps. 

Sir, the two other amendments or two other provisions of the Bill are 
that in section 21(i)(fl) which is in the present Security Act there is no 
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provisiou for taking photographs, finger-prints and speoimens of hand- 
writing. of a person who is externed — this is found neoessary for the puri>ose 
of keeping records for estahlihhing identity. The second i)roTision in the 
Bill is a proposal to replace se(*tiou in view of the remarks of the High 
Court the other day in which they suggested that the present Act which 
empowers the Government to delegate its jaiaers to any one is not quite in 
consonance with tjie provisions of tlie Constitution. Therefore, it is 
suggested there that delegation should he only to (‘crtain tyjles of officers. 
Here it is*put down that the delegation should he to the Commissioner of 
Police, First Land Acquisition Collector, Second Laud Aeijuisition Collector 
and elsewhere to District Magistrates or Additional District Magistrates or 
Special Land Acquisition Officer. Sir, the reason why the Laud Acquisition 
(Officers have been brought in into the Act is that in many cases under the 
Security Act \\c have to act so far as acciuisition of land and restoration of 
property to particular persons are concerned ami there should he a provision 
there that the Government may delegate this ])ower to such officers in order 
to take action wherever that is found necessary. 

Sir, these are the four sections which have been altered. There is 
another section — clause h — which provides that those orders and actions, 
v\hi(di have lieen taken under the amending Ordinamacs XI and XTV of 
1!>')II, will he, on >iich (Ordinances ceasing to operate, (b'cnied to have i>cen 
made or taken ui\^lcr the Securitx A<*t ot IhoH. as amended by the present 
Bill.

Janab 8y^ BADRUDDUJA: Mr. Speaker, Sir, I was not inclined 
to intervene in this debate this evening, but I find that there has been con- 
siderable misunderstanding on ihe part of my esteemed iriend Mr. Sibnafh 
Banerjee. Section 2 definitely lays down that “prejudicial report’' means 
any report, statement or visible representation which undenniues the 
security of the State or tends to overthrow the State. Then section 3 says : 
“In section 13 of the said Act, for sub-section (7), the following sub-section 
shall be substituted, namely: — 

‘(7) The State Government, if satisfied that the printing, publication, 
sale or distribution of any matter relating to a jiarticular subject 
or class of subjects will undermine the security of the State or 
tends to overthrow the State, may by order addressed to a printer, 
publisher or editor, or to printers, publishers and editors 
generally, — 

(a) require that any matter relating to such subject or class of subjects 
shall, before being published in any document or ( lass of do<‘U- 
meuts, be submitted lor scrutiny to an authority specified in 
tlie order.’ “ 

J find that the whole object of this provision is really ('ommendable 
whatever interpietation might be put on it, whatever aiiplication might 
be made of the provisions in practical circumstances. Sir, we have seen 
from our bitter experience during the disturlainces that day in and day 
out a seciion of the press indulged in such incriininatorv statements, such 
sensational statements, sometimes distorted and exaggerated statements that 
they, instead of improving matters, instead of improving the ])Osition, tended 
to aggravate the situation ail the more. If Government are imlined to 
introduce a provision which recjuires a j)articular printer or ])ublisher to 
]>roduce certain things before i»ublication and submit them to the scrutiny 
of the Government, and if (Wernment has got the intention to check any 
such distorted (U)inmeuts or exaggerated version of things, 1 do not see why 
Government will not be justified in introducing this ])n)vision. For the 
sake of opposition, we cannot oppose any and every provision. This parti- 
cular section, to my mind, is well conceived. After the bitter experiences 
during the last three or four months we have felt to our cost that some such 
provision is absolutely called for and necessary in the exigencdes 
of the situation. So, I do not feel inclined to oppose this parti- 
cular provision in . the Bill. There are other things which are 
more or less of an academic character on account of the re(*eiit 
decision of the High Gourt where it has been necessary to delegate 
certain powers to certain class of olhcers. That is more or less routine work. 
That is neither here nor there. So far as my humble self is concerned, I 
do not find anything objectionable, 1 do not find anything controversial, I 
do not find anything which smacks of any danger eitlier to the ( onstitution 
or to the fundamental rights incorporated therein. I feel inclined to support 
the provision of the Bill. 

aanab MUDA88IR H088AIN; Mr. Speaker, Sir, I also beg to support 
the ])rovisiona of this Bill. Sir, we have seen during the disturbances what 
abuse has been committed by the press here, and it is for the purpose of con- 
trolling the abuse, controlling and creating a sense of resjionsibility in the 
press of the country and in the interest of peace and good government of 
the country it is necessary that such a provision should be made, and I 
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congratulate our Hon^ble Chief for the measure that he has taken. But, 
Sir, I only beg to point out that this should be applied with justice and 
sympathy.

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAM CHANDRA ROY: Sir, those who have no 
5iw®i will naturally feel that others are telling the untruth. Mr. SibnatTi 
Jianerjee has challenged the veracity of my statement. This provision arises 
out of the Delhi Agreement, but my friend, Sj. Sihnath Banerjee, is 
always ignorant of the case. If he will kindly look at the Agreement, 
])rovision (C)(VI1), it is — “Take proin])t and effective steps to prevent the 
dissemination of news and mischievou.'^ o])iiiion calculated to rouse communal 
jiassion by pres^ or radio or by an,> individual or organisation. Those 
guilty of such activity shall be rigorously dealt with”. Provision (C)(VIII) 
says — “Xot to permit jirojiaganda in either country directed against the 
territorial integrity of the other or purporting to incite war between them 
and shall take prompt and effective action against any individual or organisa- 
tion guilt \ of such ]»ropaganda“. Therefore his .statement that it does not 
arise out of the Delhi Agreement is absolutely out of consideration. 

My next point is that this amending Bill, as has been pointed out by 
my friend, Janah Badrudduja, is really a restrictive Bill, and if he will 
only care to read — unfortunately my friend, Sj. Sibuatk Banerjee, never 
takes care to read the jiresent Act, he wdll find that ” prejudi(‘i;il rej>ort” 
m(*ans any r(‘j)orl, statement or visible representation the publication of 
which IS an incitement to the (‘ommission of a subverMve act. The words 
“subversive act” is defined later on and imdude^ a huge number. Therefore 
in order to i (‘strict the ojieration of the Security Act so far as the press is 
concerned it rt‘fers only to two it«*nis, namely, tlio^t* cases wlu'rt* tliere is a 
certain amount of definite suggestion that the rt‘j)oit or statement oi visible 
lepresentation undernnn(‘s tin* securits ol the State or temK to overthrow 
th(‘ State and avoids all the other it(*ms under the definition of “subversive 
acts”. That is the reason why in order to make it perfectly cle.ir that any 
action taken under the Security Act by the (loverninent would restri(‘t itself 
to these two and to no oth(‘r forms ol subversive acts. 

With legard to other items none of the speak(‘rs has >aid anything against 
it. So 1 take it that thiw ajiprove of it. My two frimids there are apprehensive 
that this Act will be used against trade unions but Dr. Ghosh hail given an 
undertaking that it would not be used against trade unions. I may say here 
and now’ that these jirovisions are us(m 1 only when a person is guiltv of doing 
a subversive a(‘t as formulated in the Security Act; whether he \)elongs to 
a trade union or belongs to a juirticular party does not exclude him from 
the o[)eratioii of the Act. I nia\ be a congressman but if I go on throwing 
bombs or shooting peojde I certainly come under the Se(‘urity Act, or if I 
am inclined to do so or am making arrangement to do so, then I certainly 
come under the Subversive Act or the Security Act. J.,aw' i.s no respector 
of persons how'ever big he may be. lie may cover himself under the cloak 
of lieing a member of the trade union or a member of a particular political 
as.sociation but he has got to submit to the operations of the provisions of 
the Act as it stands to(lay.

Janab 8YED BADRUDDUJA: Mr. Speaker, Sir, as I am leaving with 
your jiermission, 1 ^^an( to add one or two words. My friend Mr. Sibnath 
Banerjee is evidently under a misapprehension regarding this provision. 
Section 3, as 1 have already read out, definitely lays down certain things 
which he, if he only closely scrutinised, could have seen that very often the 
press has indulged in certain things which have been ])rejudi(‘ial not only 
to the interest of the State but to the safety of certain sections of people 
of the State. I would only refer to one or two instances, if you will allow 
me. Sir, to show how the ])ress lias abused its ]>owers. I would refer not 
to the (onteiits of the editorials that have been published from time to time 
during the two or three ^months when we ])assed through a .serious crisis in 
the province, but ouly to the eommuual titles which will show their sinister 
implication and dangerous potentialities. I would refer to the editorials of 
the Amnta Bazar Fatrika and the Basumati, dated 25th February 1950, 
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immediately after the statement in Parliament of the Hou’hle Prime Minister 
of India. It refers to “Grim Tragedy” and the says “Not words 

but deeds”. Then a^ain on 2bth February, 1950, the Jhsuruafi ^oes on 
“No time to lose”. On the same day appears " /ian in East Beu^^ar’. Then 
I will give one oV two statements of the Juf/antar. Gii 5th Marth, 1950, it 
says “Civilisation rervw.s- Barbarism”. Then the Amrita. Bazar Batrika 
.refers to “Iron Curtain” on Oth March, 195(». Then I will give one or two 
statements. “Genocide in Pakistan” a])pears in the Ainritd Bazar Batrika 
on the hOth March, 1950. Then again on 14th March, l!t50, ap]>(‘ars 
“Master Plan” and so on and forth. “Savagery in Pakistan” apjaairs 
on the 15th March, 1950. These statements, these editorials, these In'atllines 
definitely show how the juess was abusing its ])owers and the ( iovi*rmm‘nt 
of Bengal deserve our congratulations for bringing in this Bill. I praise the 
Government because we are here to support any ])!'ovisiou which is salutary, 
any provision which is conducive to the welfare of the State. We shall not 
encourage subversive forces from whatever (piarter they may (’ome — wlndher 
from Muslims or Hindus, whether from ('ommuni^tN oi Socialists. \Vt‘ are 
here to give our wholehearted su]>port to this paiticiilar ]ii‘(»visinn in the 
Security Bill. It is true that certain Magistrates, certain lOxecutive 
( ffficers, certain police otfiem-s have abus(*d their powers I am to rider 
painfully to a fact that in the 24-Parganas, tlu* distiiet aui liorit ii's have 
taken it into their head to e.xtmn Muslims t‘ven (d‘ SO or S5 \ears ot agi' on 
some pretext or»other. T am not going* into the details ol tlle^e eases. We 
have had reports that Mu.slims are being exlerned on a huge se.ile. 1 have 
no confidence either in the executive or in tin* polici* authorities, as I have 
said again and again in thi.s House. What I want to stri'ss is that the 
]irovision a^ it stands is intrinsically justified in the ])rcscnt circumstances. 
This is (|uitc consistent with tlie Delhi Pact. Wliiihcvcr jirovisions have 
been laid down in the Delhi Pact must rc(*civc tin* whol(*in*arted supjiort, tin* 
wlndchearted symjiatliy, tin* wholehearted co-operatiou of all si'ciions of this 
House.

The Indian Red Cross Society (Bengal Branch) (Amendment) Bill, 1950. 

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Sir, I to iutroduco 
the Indian Red Cross Society (Bengal Branch) (Amendment) Bill, 1950. 

(The Secretary then read the short title of the Bill.) 

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Sir, I beg to move that 
the Indian Red C^oss Society (Bengal Branch) (Amendment) Bill, 1950, 
be taken into consideration. 

Sir, according to the provisions of the old rules mad(‘ by the Managing 
Body of the Indian Red Gross Sociel\, Bengal Brunch, the Managing Body 
of the Society \ised to be constituted annually at the annual general meeting 
of the Society and consisted of a C’hairman and an Honorary Treasurer 
nominated by His E.xcellency the Governor who was the President of the 
Society. Five members were elected by the mmnbers of the Society at the 
said meeting and five members nominated by the outg’oing Managing (\»m" 
mittee.. The Managing ('ommittee which was constituted at tin* annual 
general meeting of the 19th December, 1949, functioned till February, 
1950, when the (Chairman, the Honorary Treasurer and five irnMiibers 
nominated by the previous Managing Body tendered n'signation of their 
offices. Their resignation reduced the number of mmubers on the Managing 
Body to five only in place of \2 which fell short of the minimum number of 
six members prescribed in section 4 of tlu' Indian Red Gross Society, Bengal 
Branch, Act XX . 

There wnis, however, no provision eithei in the Act or under the rules 
to fill cuvsual vacancies in the offices of the Ghairman, the Honorays Treasurer 
and nominated members, ddie result was that then* was a deadlock in tin* 
Managing Body which could not function to c,ariy out thi* jiurposes of the 
Act. It was most unfortunate that the deadloc^k occurred particularly at 
the time wdien the services of tlie Red (tosh Society w'(*re urgently m‘eded 
for humanitarian w’ork in connection with the relit*/ of the vast number of 
East Bengal refugees who had b(*en iiouring into West Bengal. Gov(*rnment 
were advised tliat it was not possible to rernovt* tin* dt*adlock unless the 
M auaging Body was reconstituted after suitable amendments in the t*xisting 
rules. Government had reason to Itelieve that the dt'atilock was created as 
a result of friction amongst the members of the Managing Bt>dy and there 
was no chance of improving the position unle^^s the Managing Body w’as* 
made more repre.sentative in charac ter. After a very careful consideration 
Government came to the conclusion that ])rovisions in the existing rules 
for the nomination of fiv^fi members on the Manwging Body by the outgoing 
Managing Body should be withdrawn as there w'as uo valid reason for con- 
ferring such power. Government also thought it necessary that various 
elements in the* civic li/^ of Calcutta and West Bengal should be included* 
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in the Managing Body so as to make the Body really representative in 
character. They accordingly decided that the Managing Body should con- 
ist of the following: — (1) the Vice-Chancellor of the Calcutta University 
or a person nominated by him; (2) the Administrative Officer or the Mayor 
of the Calcutta Corporation or a person nominated by him; (3) the Director 
of Health Services, West Be’^igal; (4) a representative of the State Govern- 
ment appointed by the State Government; (5) the President of the Bengal 
Chamber of Commerce; (6) the President of the Bengal National Chamber 
of Commerce; (7) the President of the Indian Chamber of Commerce; (8) the 
President of the Bharat Chamber of Commerce; (9) three members of the 
society elected at a general meeting of the society; and (10) two members 
of the society appointed by the President as the Chairman of the Managing 
Body and the Treasurer of the Society. It is also thought necessary to 
provide that no member of the Society shall be qualified for voting at the 
annual meeting for the election of members on the Managing Body unless 
he has continuously been a member of the Society for at least six months 
before the date of the meeting and unless his subscription was fully paid. 
It was found out that just before the annual meeting sometimes j)ersons 
were invited and made members in order that they could vote at the annual 
meeting for election to the Managing Body. In order to avoid that in 
future it was proposed that a person sliould be a member of the Society for 
a sufficiently long period — six months — and he must have fully paid his 
subscription before he is allowed to vote at the meeting. It was necessary 
to implement this decision by a legislative measure and as the I.K'gislative 
Assembly w’as not in session at the time an Ordinance was promulgated 
copies of which were circulated to members, and it was thenTore proposed 
now to enact the provisions of the Ordinance by means of a Bill introduced 
by me today before the Assembly.

There should 
be some arrangement by which the Governor, the President of the Society, 
should appoint the Chairman and the Treasurer of the Society and there 
should be on the Managing Body representatives of public opinion.

what authority I have to compel the Minister to answer. If you can tell 
me that there is an authority, I would invite you to discuss the matter in 
my* chamber. 

BIMAL COMAR CHOSE: Is it the position, Sir, that we may go 
on putting supplementary questions but the Minister may not answer at all 
and remain silent all the time, and then you can say that you cannot compel 
him? 

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: My friend can always put 
in a motion of no-confideuce against any Minister if he thinks that the 
. Minister is acting irrationally. Ilut the point is, if a Minister thinks that 
the question is 'silly he may remain silent — that is at least kind to the 
questioner.

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8]. BIMAL COMAR GH08E: Sir, rule 34 that was just now 'read says 
that a supplementary question can only be put for the purpose of further 
elucidating any matter of fact regarding which an answer has been given, 
which naturally presupposes and assumes that an answer should be given 
because the question is put for elucidating certain facts. If there is nothing 
in the question, the Speaker can disallow it. 

Then if you come to rule 32, it says: “Questions shall be put and answers 
given in such manner as the Speaker may determine.” Siir, answer must 
be given because supplementary questions are also questions. 

Mr. BREAKER: Well, I have heard both Mr. Sibnath Banerjee and 
Mr. Bimal Comar Chose. What I feel about the matter as to whether a 
question is silly or not, is that I do not think that the Chief Minister has 
referred to the particular question put by the honourable member as sillv. 
If he has, I will ask him to withdraw that expression, but if he has generally 
referred to it I think he need not withdraw. 

The Hon’hle Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: My submission is that 
when he raised a general question, my general answer was that if a Minister 
thinks that a particular question liappens to he silly, instead of trying to 
answer that question or say what he feels, it is much better for him to keep( 
quiet. 

Mr. BREAKER: But you were not referring to that particular 
question ? 

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: No, general question. 

Mr. BREAKER: Therefore, it is not necessary for me to decide on a 
hypotlietical case, lie has said that generally if a Minister thinks, he may 
do tins or that. Therefore, wlien he is not referring to that particular 
question as silly, as I have already said, there is nothing particular for me 
to decide. If lie had referred to that particular question as silly, I would 
have asked him to withdraw, hut he says that he has not referred that 
particular word to that particular question. 

Now, with regard to the answer to be given to a sujiplementary question, 
1 have seen in this House that several times no answer was given — the 
Minister simply sat quiet — and the House took it that the Minister did not 
want to say anything. (Sj. Sihnath Bankr.iee : Only recently.) No, even 
before. I believe you also remember it that very often the Ministers, 
instead of saying ‘‘1 want notice” or giving some reply, sat quiet. As a 
matter of fact, if you look into the proceedings of the House, you will find 
no answer at some places. That is taken as if the Minister does not want 
to say anything with regard to tlie matter. 

With regard to the question whether I have got the power to compel him 
to answer or if he does not answ’er, to take contempt proceedings against 
him or physically compel him to do so, at present I am not satisfied that 
rule 32 gives me the power to compel a Minister to give an answ’er. That 
is a matter for future consideration as to how far the Speaker has got the 
power, but at present I do not think I have. That disposes of this question. 

The Hon’hle Mr. Niharendu Dutt-Mazumdar yesterday wanted a ruling 
from me. 

BJ. BIBNATH BANERJEE: Sir, I would like to make my submission 
before a ruling is given. 

The Hon’hle Dr. BIPHAN CHANDRA ROY: Mr. Banerjee, I thought 
you said that we should* not get up when the Speaker is on his legs. 

SJ. BIBNATH BANERJEE: There are exceptions for two persons. 
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Ruling of Mr. Speaker as to i^lUnber’s right to speak when a motion is in 
the proc^ of being put to vote. 


Mr. SPEAKER! I find from the proceedings as to what had hap^ned 
yesterday. I put the Preamble to vote — I am reading from the proceedings: 

“Me. Speaker: The question before the House is that the Preamble 
do stand part of the Bill. As many as are of that opinion will say ‘Aye’, 
•those who are of the contrary opinion will say ‘No’. (After a pause.) The 
‘Ayes’ have- it.” * 

It is at this stage that the member, after a pause, wanted to speak and 
the point of order was raised by the llon’ble Mr. Dutt-Mazumdar as to 
whether 1 have the right to allow him to speak at that stage. I did allow 
him yesterday and I promised to give a ruling after consideration today. 
;^fore I give the ruling, if Mr. Butt-Mazumdar wants to draw my attention 
to any particular thing, I will allow' him to do so because, after all, w'e are 
settling a point of procedure. 

The Hon’ble NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMDAR: Sir, I would invite 
your attention to rule 47 of the Assembly Procedure Rules which provides 
for closure of discussion on particular motions. This rule lays dowui as 
follow's: When any motion is under discussion, any member may move 
• “that the question be now put”, and unless it appears to the Speaker that 
the request is an abuse of these rules or an infringement J)f the rights of 
reasonable debaiV- or of the rights of the Opjfosition, the ijuestion that the 
question be now' put” shall be put forthwith without debate thereon. If 
such motion be carried, the question shall he put accordingly, provided that 
the Speaker may, unless the time, if any, allotted to the original motion 
is thereby exceeded, permit the mo\er of such motion to exercise such right 
of reply as provided in these rules. 

Now', Sir, it implicitly emerges out of this section that nfter a debate 
has been closed on the motion of a particular member of the House and if 
that closure motion is carried, then, after ihat, no one else bus tlie right 
to speak except perhaps the mover of the motion himself if he has anything 
to say by way of rejily, jirovided the time permits him to do so and it is 
entirely iit tlie Speaker’s discretion w'hetber such a right of reply to the 
mover within the limits of the time available should he given or not. Now', 
that being the provision, Sir, it even shuts out any (question of any member 
getting up oil his feet and making a sujipleiiicuiary fir subsidiary speech. 
Now, mutonrhs 1 put it* to you for your considiTation that w'here 

specifically someouc has not got up to say “tliat the (|uestion be now' put , 
it devolves on the Speaker to decide as to whether to put the question or 
not and as soon as the Speaker is oii his legs to [)ut the question for a decision 
of the House, it is presumed that the Speaker has done so after having been 
satisfied that the discussion on the subject has been adeijuately done and 
there is no need for any further discussion. Now, that,, 1 submit, is the 
automatic and implicit presumption arising out of this rule. In a case 
where no specific motion for closure has been moved ))ut the Speaker himself 
has got up to put the question before the House, my point is that at that 
stage when the Speaker has actually put the ouestion, and after he has 
once declared “Ayes have it” or “Noes have it’\ then the only right that 
any member of the House has got to say anything is for the purnose of 
calling a division. Before the Speaker has declared twice, after the first 
declaration, during the pause in between, any member has the right to get 
np and say “Division” and nothing beyond that. Except for calling for 
a division^ the Speaker’s calling for a decision of the House cannot be 
interrupted, I submit. Because, interruptipn means a refiertion on the 
Speaker himself that the Speaker, without having ascertained that there has 
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been ample discueeion, was unduly putting the question for a decision 
That being the latent presumption, I think S^, when you got up to call 
for a decision and you declared once, you had already satisfied yourseli that 
there had been ample discussion. At that stage a member could get up 
and say **Di vision” and you would have allowed division. Now, for a 
member to get up at that stage and say “I shall again make a speech” is 
not allowed. I suggest that a careful examination of the ingredients of 
section 47 of the Rules will make it amply clear that no right accrues to 
member, after the Speaker has actually got up and put- the question, to 
interrupt the Speaker putting the question halfway — in betweer— except 
for calling a division and then to inflict a speech. I recollect. Sir, with 
refereu(;e to the times of your predecessors beginning from Sir Muhammad 
Azizul Haque, that often enough after the Speaker got up to call for a 
decision, some members of the Opposition desired to speak and the Speaker 
did point out that it was open to a member to speak before that, but once 
the decision has started getting called, there cannot be any interruption of 
that. Now, there is no express provision to that effect because it is implicit 
in rule 47, otherwise there is no end of discussion at any stage. If that 
is allowed, it will set a dangerous precedent in this way that every time you 
get up and call for a decision of the House, in between — midway — a member 
of the ()i)pOHition can get up and say “Now, I wish to have my right to 
speak”. It is both unnecessary obstruction and a reflection on the Speaker 
that the Speaker was calling out for a division before he was satisfied that 
there had been ample discussion. And tliat also lays a duty on the Speaker, 
if he is satisfied, to mention: “T now put the (question if there is nobody 
else to speak” ; but when the Speaker has finished all those things one should 
implicitly accept the Speaker’s judgment and decision which is implicit in 
his conduct of standing uj) and culling for a decdsiou. I submit, Sir, that 
it is a very important (piestion of ])arliainentary procedure, and on this 
question I would humbly reijuest you to look into the previous precedent 
and practice prevailing in oilier developed jiarliaments of the world aiiA 
then come to your finding. 1 do not press tor an off-hand decision which 
may have to be di.scussed again with youi permission, but T would retpiest 
you, Sir, to consider rule 47 and, in the light of tin* ingredients of rule 47 
and their implicit corollary arising therefrom, come to a conclusion and then 
give your ruling.

Mr. SPEAKER: The point seems to resolve like this. Every member 
in the House has a right to speak on any subject which is before the House. 
•Ihat right should not be taken awav as far as possil)le. Our procedure with 
regard to putting the clauses has been as lollows. It is very seldom that 
unless there is an' amendment on a particular clause auy speech is made; and 
clause after clause is put before the House without pausing and giving an 
opportunity to the niemher to rise. And the reason for this has always 
been that it is very rarely, as I have just now stated, that without an 
ameudmeut to a particular clause speeches are made. We have seen in 
this IJouse that Bills containing 40 to 50 clauses have been passed, and the 
procedure that we have adopted here is that one after another clauses are 
put before fhe House aud passed without jiausing for any memher to rise 
alter ev<‘ry clause. WV do not know whether any member will speak. If 
it is desired that every member should be given an opjiortunity to speak 
on every clause then I believe that after every clause 1 shall have to pause 
aud find out whether any membei' \\ants to speak or not. That will be an 
inconvenient procedure, aud that will delay the passage of the Bill, because 
in iiiy experience as well as in th(* experience of members of this House 
they 'will find that out of 100 cases when clauses have been put there is 
rarely an occasion on which a memher wants to speak. I am saying that 
the inherent right of a ineinber of this House is to have an opj)oriunily to 
speak. Ordinarily by the procedure we adopt, rather the speed with which 
we go on with tlie different clauses a member may not be able to rise in 
time before the question is put before the House. But his claim has to he 
considered leniently with a view to give him an opportunity to speak if he 
wants to. If I deny him his right to speak then, as 1 have said before, I 
have got to pause and see as to w'hether there is any member who wants to 
speak or not, even if it be for two or three seconds, but that will be a proce- 
dure which will be in my view a waste of lime. Therefore 1 am of this 
opinion that unless I am precluded by the rules from giving an opportunity 
to a speaker under such circumstances I can extend my powers in favour 
of the speaker getting an opportunity to speak. Now the question therefore 
has to be considered as to whether the Speaker is powerless to allow a 
memer to speak on a particular motion. Our practice has been this that 
first of all I put the question to the memers who say “Aye” and then to 
members on the other side who say “No”, and the prociedure then is that 
I should say “Ayes have it” or “Noes have it” and then pause and give an 
opportunity to members to call a Division and when no Division is called 
then I say, “Ayes have it” or “Noes have it” and the matter is finally put 
20 
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and completed. But it has been said that so long as the question has not 
been stated for the second time the stage is not complete because the usual 
thing is said “Ayes have it“ and then it is said again, “Ayes have it” only 
for the sake of convenience. But when the words “Ayes have it” have not 
been repeated a second time, motions are allowed to be withdrawn even 
when the question has been put for the first time. Therefore I am of this 
view that the Speaker is not "precluded by the rules from allowing a member 
to speak if he thinks that in justice and fairness the member should b^ 
allowed to speak unless and until he has declared his final verdict, so to say, 
when lie speaks for the second time “Ayes have it” for until then the verdict 
is not declared. That was the reason why I allowed Mr. Banerjee to call 
for a Division, and I am glad to find that wliat I decided yesterday is 
supported by the procedure obtaining in the British Parliament. 

In the House of Commons what had happened was that one gentleman 
wanted to catch the eye of the Speaker. He could not do it. The voting 
went on and even the declaration was made. And then that member stood 
u]) and said, “1 could not catch your eye in spite of my eft'orts and I wanted 
an opporiunity to speak". After some discussion this was what the 
Chairman said, “It has been jaunted out io me that alihough T had called 
for the Ayes and the Noes 1 had not decdared which of tlie two had it. 
Therefoie I have not completely put the question and the honourable member 
is entitled to address me on the question “that the clause stand part of the 
Bill’.” And there was more discussion on the (jiiestion. *I also find from 
May’s Parliamentary Practice that in the Commons a member is not allowed 
to speak on u question after it has been fully put to the House and the 
question is fully put when the Speaker has taken the voices both of the Ayes 
and the Noes. Therefore emphasis is laid on the word “fully” and my 
interpretation is that after the verdict is declared no person should be allowed 
to speak and the Speaker has no right to allow a member to deliver a speech 
after a verdict is made. No doubt there has lieen this jiractice that when 
a matter has been allowed to be discussed in the House members 
get an opjjortunity to discuss and thereaftei the voting is 
begun and after the voting has begun, if a member wants to sjieak generally 
he is not allowed because he ought to have been alert and availed himself , 
i)f the opportunity, and it is his fault if he does not do so. But, as I have 
stated, in the above circumstances of the case I felt I was justified in per- 
mitting the inemher to sjieak. 

With regard to section 47 of our Procedure Buies to which attention has 
been drawn by the Hon’ble the Judicial Minister I feel that that is a clause 
relating to Closure and we must remember that Closure is applied when 
there is a full discussion in the House and members desire that no further 
discussion should he allowed. Then a member puts a Closure motion in the 
House and then if the Speaker also thinks that there has been sufficient 
discussion on the subject he puts the ClOvSure motion to the House. After the 
Closure motion has been carried by the House no speeches are allowed to 
he made but even then a speech can he allowed hv the mover of the motion. 
In my view therefore section 47 has no application to the question at issue 
before us. 

Under the circumstances I feel that the jiermission given^to Mr. Banerjee 
to speak was in my opinion justified.

GOVERNMENT BILLS. 

The Bengal Finance (Sales Tax) (West Bengal Amendment) Bill, 19S0. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Bengal Finance (Sales Tax) (West Bengal Amend- 
ment) Bill, 1950. 

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Sir, may I be permitted 
to move on behalf of Sri Nalini Kanjan Sarker. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Yes. 

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Sir, 1 beg to introduce 
the Bengal Finance (Sales Tax; (West Bengal Amendment) Bill, 1950. 

(The Secretary then read the short title of the Bill.) 

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Sir, 1 beg to move that 
the Bengal Finance (Sales Tax) (West Bengal Amendment) Bill, 1950, be 
taken into consideration. 

Sir, this amendment has been brought in mainly for the purpose, first 
of containing the provisions <d‘ the Bengal Finance (Sales Tax) Ordinance, 
1950, and secondly, to bring the jirovisions in line with the ('onstitutiou of 
India and with the general law on the sale of goods; thirdly, to remove 
certain procedural defects and lacunae as have been experienced during the 
working of the Act for the last nine years. Fourthly, certain doubts have 
been raised with regard to the language of certain of the provisions f){ the 
Act, and it was found necessary to make the jxiints clearer by introducing 
amendments, more or less verbal, to certain provisions of the Act, 
and also to try and cover loop holes in the Act, in different parts. 
Sir, there are two provisions in the Amending Bill which are rather 
important. One is that mentioned in the definition of the Act 
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under clause 2 in which the question has been raised as to whether the 
turnover should be based upon the sale-prices which have been received or 
are receivable. Sir, ordinarily it has been found that the practice with most 
of the dealers has been that they keep one sort of accounts which is utilisable 
for income-tax purposes; that is, an account is kept in which those items 
for which the sale-prices hav# been received are shown and another account 
in which those items for which sale-prices have not been received but sales 
have been completed, that is to say, sale-prices receivable are shown. We 
have found in practice that 90 per cent, of the traders prefer to put in their 
accounts in the fonii in which I have indicated, namely, they put in those 
items showing the sale-prices which are receivable .and not the sale-prices 
which have been received. In certain cases, particularly in the case of small 
dealers tliey have shown the sale-prices as received. The general procedure 
was that those items of sale for which sale-prices have not been received but 
are receivable have also lieen taken into account and taxes imposed or 
assessed with the provision that in case ultimately sale is not found to be 
complete, money is returned and sale adjusted afterwards. Therefore, 
there are two types of procedure in existence. It was thought or at least 
we were advised that in cases where the accounts only show the receivable 
amount for the sales done during the year, assessment may not be strictly 
according to the Act which used the word “received’’ and not “receivable”. 
Therefore in the Amending Bill an amendment has been proposed showing 
a sort of compromise between these two views that we shoiild use the word 
“receivable” and not use the word “received” in clause 2(0 of the Sales 
Tax Act. That is one point in which the Amending Bill has laid down a 
certain i)rocedure. 

The other point has been the question of certificate which a wholesale 
dealer has to produce in order to get the exemption from the sales tax. Sir, 
ouis is a one-point sales tax, that is to say if a person who is a registered 
wholesale dealer sells his goods to another wholesale dealer, he is exempted 
from paying the sales tax at that point. And this sale goes on from cne 
dealer to another until the consumer or a dealer who is not a registered 
dealer purchases from a registered dealer and it is at that i>oint that sales 
tux is levied. It lias been found that in order to get exemption a registered 
wholesale dealer takes a certificate — a small piece of note — written by the 
wholesale <lealer who is going tt) purchase from another registered wholesale 
dealer saying that he is a registered dealer. If he does so, exemption is 
made, but it has been found in practice that in some cases a person, who 
is buying from a wholesale dealer who is a registered dealer, who says that 
lie also is a registered dealer — he was afterwards found on enquiry to be not 
a registered dealer; and in many cases no person of that name could be traced 
with the result that the registered wholesale dealer was put to diflSculties. 
Therefore we have pro[)osed under Section 4 of the Amending Bill that there 
should be a fonn prescribed by the Bepartment and which will be issued to 
every registered dealer in which the registered dealer who wants to purchase 
from another registered dealer will have to sign his name and give the 
number, etc., saying that he is a registered dealer. Obviously this form must 
be signed by a true and proper person, by a reliable and responsible whole- 
sale dealer, and it should be the duty of the Department to verify the 
signature of the person who has sent the fonn signed in the prescribed form 
to another wholesale dealer concerned in order to enable him to obtain 
exemption. If the prescribed form is signed really by the registered dealer 
and if it is acceptable towthe Department, then the wholesale dealer who has 
sold his goods to another wholesale dealer, both being registered, will be 
exempt from paying any additional taxation. 

Sir, these are the two important clauses of the Act which are dwelt upon 
and amendments have been found to be very essential in order to make the 
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procedure of asses^in^ sales tax easier and more devoid of any doubt as to 
the pr6cedure adopted so far as different dealers and Government are con- 
cerned. The detailed reasons for each clause are p:iveu in the note that has 
been appended to the Act. I need not worry you with that at the present 
moment.

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Sir, of the two points 

that have been raised by Sj. Sibnath Hanerjee one is that there should not 
be any differential rates of sales tax between the different provinces. This 
matter w^as considered on three different occasions in Delhi wheie* all the 
Ministers of the different provinces had met. Although most of the provinces 
agreed on principle to a more or less uniform sales tax, T may say at once 
that I agree with Sj. Sibnath Banerjee that there should be more or less u 
uniform sales tax everywhere. Otlierwdse smuggling and all sorts of 
nepotism wdll he carried on. The r>nly <lifficulty that came in w^as about 
Madras where there is no single point tax but multi-point tax which made 
it impossible to come to a uniform rate of sales tax. But I hope some sort 
of a uniform sales tax will be agreed upon by the Centre which alone can do 
this and not the different provinces. 

M^'ith regard to Sj. Sibnath Banerjee'.s second point about defaulter, I 
entirely agree with him that we should strengthen our Insj)ectorate and 
detect all the fellows who take money from *the consumers but default in 
pa.vment to the Government of their sales tax. We have strengthened our 
Inspectorate very largely and we hope that we shall improve the realisation 
from sales tax within the course of the year. 
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Mr. SPEAKER: With regard to the motion for reference to Select 
Committees no consent of members proposed to be included has been obtained 
and therefore they are all out of order. 

The motion of the Hon’ble Dr. Bidlian Chandra Roy* that the Bengal 
Finance (Sales Tax) (West JBengal Amendment) Bill, 1950, be taken into 
consideration was then put ^nd agreed to.

BIMAL COMAR CH08E: Mr. Speaker, Sir, while hoping that the 
administration, as a result of this amendment, will be tightened up and 
evasions will be stopped, and hoping further. Sir, at the same time that 
traders and businessmen will not be unnecessarily harassed I have one 
request to make to the Chief Minister, viz., that he may be pleased to exempt 
fresh fruits from the payment of sales tax. I understand, Sir, that for 
various reasons the tax has not been collected up to now. Various difficulties 
have cropped uj). I do not think that fresh fruits is a good subject for taxa- 
tion, .and I have a request to make to the Chief Miiiist(‘r that he may lie 
pleased to include it in the schedule as provided in claus(‘ (> of llie Act. 


The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: In tlie lieginning as 
pointed out by >ou, Sir, I admit the fact that some ot the Bills have h<*(*n 
circulated ratlier late, and T promise to try and tighten u]) the thing in 
future. 


As regards the question that a large number of amendmeiits have been 
put in at the last moment, I may tell my friend Sibnath Banerjee that these 
amendments which have been moved by Sj. Susil Banerjee are really not 
his motions as such but they are the result of discussion with various persons 
who are interested in the i)rovisions of the Bill, and w’ho had differeiii points 
of view, and we agreed to a certain comiiromise with regard to the jirovisions 
of the Bill, and therefore the amending Bill as drafted had to be amended 
further, and the only person who could put the amendments before the 
House is the Chief B^hip selected by the party. 

As regards the suggestion of Mr. Bimal Ghose, I have already told him 
that the Finance Department will look into this matter, and if ipso f(wto 
sales tax is not being imposed we might consider the question of not imposing 
sales tax on fresh fruits de jure. 

The motion of the Hon'ble Dr. Bidhan Chandra Ray that the Bengal 
Finance (Sales Tax) (W^est Bengal Amendment) Bill, 1950, as settled in the 
Assembly, be passed, was then put and agreed to. 
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The West Bengal Premises Rent Control (Temporary Provisions) (Amend- 
ment) Bill, 1950. 

The Hon’ble Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: Mr. Speaker, 
Sir, I beg to introduce the West Bengal Premises Rent Control (Temporary 
Provisions) (Amendment) Bill, 1950. 

(The Secretary then read the short titJe of the Bill.)’ 

The Hon’ble Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: Sir, I beg to 
move that the West Bengal Premises Rent Control (Temporary Provisions) 
(Amendment) Bill, 1950, be taken into consideration. 

Sir, the Rent Control Act has unfortunately i>roved an ill-starred 
measure. Soon after this Government came into ofiice, they placed on the 
statute book a comprehensive measure for rent control. When the Act was 
passed, it was well received, on all hands. Soon after, objections were 
raised, and questions were raised in particular against certain provisions of 
the Bill as working harshly on the tenants. The Government of West Bengal 
appointed a non-official committee with Mr. Atul Chandra Gu])ta as Chair- 
man. The committee made certain recommendations. They even suggested 
fhe lines on wdiich the Act of 1948 should be revised. The Act, Sir, was 
revised, and the Rent (\)ntrol Bill, 1950, was brought forward. That was 
again a comprehensive measure, and it was thought that when the Act was 
being placed on the statute book in acc'ordance with the recommendations 
of the non-official committee, the Act would be an altogether satisfactory 
Act — -satisfactory to all the fiarties concerned. But, Sir, unfortunately two 
questions have emerged since the Act was ])assed, which have necessitated 
further amendmeut of this Act of 1950. In the first place. Sir, it is seen 
that in Calcutta we are not going to have very many new houses and 
representations have been made that unless better terms, than those that 
have been provided for in the Act of 1950 are offered, owners of lands will 
not feel encouraged to build new houses. It is therefore just to give 
encouragement to the owners of land to build new houses which this province 
needs so much at the present moment when there is such an influx of 
refugees and other jieople to Calcutta and the urban areas, Government have 
thought it fit and projier to assure the owners of land fliat if they build 
new houses they can exjiect better return. That is the reason for the 
proposed amendment of section 9 of the Act. Then. Sir, amendment of 
section 18 has also been deemed necessary. Section 18 was intended to give 
relief to those ])ersons who were liable to eviction that is, against whom\ 
decrees for eviction or suits for eviction were iiending, because of ipso facto 
determination of tenancies under the provision of section 12('J) of the Act of 
1948. Tt was intended to give relief to those persons under section 18 of 
the new Act of 1950. Unfortunately there has appeared a conflict of 
judicial decisions which has got to be removed. In Maniklal DutUs case 
it was held by the Calcutta High Court that a tenant whose tenancy had 
been determined ipso facto for non-payment of rent for three months under 
section 12(»7) of the Act of 1948 could not be described as a tenant nor a 
decree for eviction against him could be described as a decree for ejectment 
on the ground of default in payment of arrears of rent and therefore he was 
not entitled to the benefit of new section 18. Sub-section (1) of section 18 
runs as follows: *‘Where any decree for recovery of possession of any 
premises has been made on the ground of default in payment of arrears of 
rent under the provisfbns of the West Bengal Premifses Rent Control 
(Temporary Provisions) Act,, 1948, but the possession of such premises has 
not been recovered from the tenant, the tenant may apply to the trial court 
within sixty days of the coming into force of this Act for vacating the decree 
for ejectment against him and within such period no order ‘for delivery of 
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possession shall be made by any court, nor if an application is made by the 
tenant under this sub-section till the application has been dismissed under 
Bub-section (4)”. Then there is a similar provision in sub-section (o) of sec- 
tion 18 to give relief to such tenants against whom suits for eviction were 
pending, but the Calcutta High Court in the Maniklal Butt’s case decided 
that the person who sufiered ipso facto termination of tenancy was neither 
a tenant nor a decree against him could be described as a decree obtained 
against him on acriount of the default in })ayment of arrears of rent. Again, 
Sir, another decision was made by the High Court in Nundarani’s case. 
There it was held by. the trial Judge that the decree against a tenant whose 
interest had been terminated by operation of section 12iJ) could be properly 
described as a decree for ejectment obtained against a tenant and obtained 
for default in payment of arrears of rent. But on ap]>eal that judgment 
was reversed and it was decided that although he might be described as a 
tenant, yet the decree against him for eviction could not be described as a 
decree on ground of default in payment, that is, non-payment of arrears 
of rent. Therefore he could not be allowed the benefit of section 18(/). But 
on the morrow of that decision another judgment was delivered by the High 
Court in S. B. Trading Company’s case in which it was held that the cbise 
of tenants who lost their tenancies under ihe ]>rovisious (»f section r2(,?) of the 
Act of 1948 ('ould not be jnoperly described as tenants and much less as 
tenants against whom suits for eje(‘tmcu1 of the type referred <o in section 
18(J) of the Act of 1950 were pending. Now in view of all this conflict of 
decisions it has Become necessary to make the imsition clear and to make it 
possible , for that class of tenants who sutt'ered ipso facto fermination of 
their tenancy under ihe Act of 1948 to have the benefit of the new section 
18 of the present Act. Therefore we are going to propose amendments to 
section 18 in the manner jirovided in the Bill. These are the reasons, Sir, 
which have necessitated the jiresent amendments and I bojie the House will 
be pleased to pass this relieving measure.

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: On a point ot order. 
May 1 liave your ruling, Sir^ It is true that then* are ameiidmeiitH proposed 
in my friends Mr. Sibnatli Banerjee, Mr. Hiinal ('omar CJliuse, Mr. Anandilal 
Poddar with reference to sections of the Kent Control Act other than tho.se 
which are sought to be amended bv this Bill. My question is, at best 
their amendments may be very vaiuat)l(‘ but at the present moment Govern- 
ment will not be able to give any answer “yes” or “no”. That is one 
aspect of the question. Therefore, Sir, a discussion on those sections which 
are not under the provisions of the amending bill would not only be futile 
.at this stage but would not be of any value to anybody. On the other 
hand, I have already said to you and I make the suggestion that all the 
amendments thai have been proj>osed on other sections of the Bill will be 
very closely scrutinised by the deparmeiit and if any valuable suggestions 
have been made in these amendments, they shall be uccept(*d by the Oovern- 
ment and an amending bill may be brought in. But this Bill, Sir, is only 
with reference to two secti(jns of the Act, and, therefore, I suggest that 
discussions or amendments to be moved on other sections of the Bill would 
be fruitless, so far as this side of the House is concerned and probably 
would not be very valuable to anyone in this House.

So far as discussion of the 
consideration motion is concerned,^ it should be remembered that the principle 
to be observed is that the discussion should be relevant to the ambit, to the 
scope and principles of the Bill. I, however, do not absolutely debar any 
member from referring in short to some other things to which he wishes to 
draw the attention of the Government, but it should be remembered that 
reference is allowed as a matter of concession and should not form part of 
the substantive argument on the consideration clause, in which case that 
may be ruled out. Therefore, I would recmest you to speak on the amend- 
ments which are before the House. At the consideration stage discussion 
should be confined to the principle of the Bill. Incidentally you may refer 
to other things here and there. So far as Government amendments are 
concerned, as I have said before, I will consider them at the time when they 
are moved.

Let him bring forward two or three persons who nre 
interested in the amendments and we shall certainly discuss these things 
with them and then we can come to a certain decision. 

8J. SIBNATH BANERdEE: Sir, I heartily thank the Chief Minister 
for this offer and I shall certainly avail of that opportunity, but I do not 
know what will transpire as a result of that discussion, because there will 
be no Speaker to protect me. 

Mr. SPEAKER: No Speaker is required there. 

8J. SIBNATH BANERdEE: Sir, I shall try to follow your advice, 
But, Sir, I was thinking that the Chief Minister, apart from this offer of 
discussion behind the screen, is labouring under a little misapprehension, 
if he thinks that the amending clauses can be discussed without the main 
clauses, for instance, we can hardly discuss the amending clause without 
clause 9. 

Mr. 8PEAKER: L et us not go on a hypothetical basis. The principle 
enunciated and already settled is this that whenever a Bill comes before the 
House to amend a particular Act, whether a discussion or an amendment is 
relevant to that Act or not iff to be considered from three considerations. 
The first consideration is the preamble of the Bill. The second consideration 
is the Statement of Objects and Reasons, and the third consideration is 
the provisions of the Bill. Therefore whether a discussion is relevant to 
this Bill or not or whether an amendment is relevant to this Bill or not is 
to be considered from these points of view. As a matter of fact, in this 
very house, if you remember aright, Sir Azizul Haque discussed this point 
on two or three occassions and he gave his ruling on this point. I also feel 
that on principle the ruling is sound and for this reason that if the Govern- 
ment wants to amend two or three clauses of the Bill and if the members 
bring in amendments,^to other clauses of the Bill, that means you will leave 
open the whole of the Bill for discussion, when the Government wants to 
amend the Bill on a particular section. Suppose there u an amendment in 
regard to sections 9, or 18, certainly you are entitled to bring in for discussion 
those things which have relevancy to that particular amendment or rather 
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it is said that the amendment for discussion must be such that there is a 
peg upon which it can he hung. Otherwise the discussion is meaningless. 
Government is not in a position to discuss all the clauses of the Bill. There 
may be amentoents required to several clauses, but the Government is not 
prepared to discuss the whole Act. Therefore this rule has always been 
observed and I do feel that we should continue to observe this rule. 

8Ji B|MAL GOMAR CHOSE* Are you giving your ruling on the 
admissibility of amendments? 

Mr. SPEAKER: I am just considering what discussion should be 
allowed. I have already said that discussion can be allowed only within 
the ambit, within the scope of the Bill. If discussion goes at random, that 
will be outside the scope of the Bill. 

So far as the consideration stage is concerned, I have not ruled out 
absolutely all references to other sections if the honourable member so 
desires. What I say is this that they should not form the main discussion 
of the speech. 1 have allowed this as a matter of concession that if any 
member wants to refer to certain other things which require some altera- 
tion at this stage, I will not debar him from doing so, but he should not 
dwell upon them as a matter of right or go at length. 

S]. BfMAL COMAR CHOSE: Sir, I have just one submission to make. 
I quite agree with you that the honourable members should not go on 
discussing at length on subjects which are not covered in the Bill itself, 
but you also said, Sir, that the discussion must be within the scope of the 
Bill, and you enunciated a formula to determine as to what the scope of 
the Bill should be, and if you follow that definition then it can probably 
be demanded as a right by a member to discuss the provisions in a Bill 
like this which are not covered by the clauses that appear in the Bill that 
is presented before the House. 

The Hon’ble Rai HAREMDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: Can that be 
relevant ? 

SJ. SIBNATH BANERilEE: In section 18, for instance. Government 
and the Cabinet may come to grief. I think it is fair to give them this 
warning “well, there is a danger, my dear boys; please look ahead”. 
If we do not do it, then we shall not be fair to ourselves or to this House. 
Regarding the amendments we shall discuss them whether they are relevant 
or not when they will come up. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Mr. Banerjee, I think I should read out the ruling 
of Sir Asizul Haque for your satisfaction. It was given on a previous 
occasion and it is a very big ruling. I will read only a few lines from 
that. I think that will satisfy you. He said “in considering whether an 
amendment is in order the tests are that it must be relevant to and within 
the scope of the question to which it is proposed”. Both these tests must 
be satisfied. 

SJ. BIMAL COMAR CHOSE: That is about amendment. 

Mr. SPEAKER: If a subject can be introduced in a general discussion, 
the same principle will apply to amendments also. You cannot discuss a 
subject unless it is relevant to the Bill. Similarly, you cannot move an 
•amendment unless and until it is relevant to the same. Therefore the 
principle which governs the amendment also governs the discussion, and 
you will agree with me that no discussion w^Kich is irrelevant can be allowed 
in respect of a Bill. If an amendment cannot be moved, no discussion on 
the subject-matter relating to it can also be allowed. 

21 . 
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8L BIMAL COMAR CHOSE: Then it follows that if an amendment 
can CMB moved, then the subject can be discussed and is relevant for the 
purpose of discussion. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Yes, an amendment can be moved and a discussion is 
allowed only w'hen it is relevant to the clause which it wants to amend. 
But if an amendment is out of order, certainly the discussion on it is also^ 
out of order. As a matter of fact, it is based on a salutary principle and 
any departure from that principle may throw the entire body of laws into 
jeopardy. I am only concerned with this fact that all amendments and all 
speeches must be relevant to the subject-matter w^hich is before the House. 
Therefore I feel that your discussion should be confined within the scope 
of the Bill, but I may allow you to refer to certain other sections simply 
for the information of the Government if you w’ant to — though strictly 
speaking that may not be quite relevant.

The Hon’ble Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: After all, that 
provision has not been thrown open under Ihe new amending Hill. 

Mr. 8PEAKER: AVhat about amendment No. 5AAAP 

The Hon’ble Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: 1 believe 5AAA 
is out of order. 3A has also been declared out of order, I believe. About 
5AA, I think that is outside the scope of the Bill. 

8J. BIMAL COMAR GH08E: On a point of order, Sir. 

Mr. 8 PE AKER: On which clause? 

8j. BJMAL COMAR GH08E; On the rejection by you of an amendment 
on the ground that it is a new clause and does not come within the scope of 
the Bill. Is that the ground? 1 am referring to amendment No. 5AAA. 

Mr. 8PEAKER: You cannot discuss that. That has been finished. 

SJ. BIMAL COMAR CHOSE: I did not know. First, I want to ascer- 
tain if you are refusing permission on the grdund that it is not an amend- 
ment to a clause appearing in the Bill which is before us. Is that the 
ground ? 

Mr. 8PEAKER: Yes. 
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8Ji BIMAL COMAR CHOSE: If that is the ground, then I haTe 
certain submissions to make. This Bill which is before the House at the 
moment is for the amendment of a certain Act and as to whether amend- 
ments could be allowed or not to particular Bills was discussed in the 
ruling to which you have deferred and which said that the scope of a Bill 
has to be determined, in deciding whether amendments are in order, witji 
reference to the preamble and its aims and objects and the citations of 
the provisions in the Bill itself. 

Now, with regard to this point, the preamble of the Bill is thifi: Whereas 
it is expedient to amend the West Bengal Premises Rent Control (Tempo- 
rarv Provisions) (Amendment) Act, 1950. The aims and objects of the 
Bill — not the Statement of Objects and Reasons which is a different thing, 
here it is stated as the aims and objects of the Bill which I should think 
is something different from the Statement of Objects and Reasons which 
is appended to the Bill — is to amend the West Bengal Premises Rent 
Control (Temporary Provisions) Act, 1950. The citation is to amend the 
West Bengal Premises Rent Control (Temporary Provisions) Act, 1960. * 

The Hon’ble Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: That is not the 

citation. 

8J. BIMAL COMAR CH08E: What is the citation? 

The Hon’ble Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: Citation means 
provisions in the Bill. 

8]f BIMAL COMAR CHOSE: Wherever a Bill is called, we find that 
one of the officers of the Assembly Department reads out certain portion 
which I understood to be the citation bf a Bill. That is, to amend the 
West Bengal Premises Rent Control (Temporary Provisions) Act, 1950. 

I stand oi)en to correction if 1 am wrong, but that is my impression. 

Now, Sir, the Statement of Objects and Reasons, I submit, is entirely 
different. What is stated in Sir Muhammad Azizul Haque’s ruling is 
“aims and objects”. He does not mention the Statement of Objects and 
'Reasons in the categories that are mentioned in his ruling. Then he goes 
on to say at page 15G of the “Decisions of Speakers” — which you have very 
kindly circulated — that “If a Bill has an ‘open’ preamble, i.e., if it amends 
an Act without any reservation, e.g., Whereas it is expendient to amend, 
etc., amendments to all the sections of the Act will be generally within the 
scope of the Bill. It would throw the whole law into the crucible, expose 
to amendment, not merely the particular provisions which the introducer of 
the Bill desires to alter, but all other provisions of the law which appear 
to he in any way open to criticism.” 

The Hon’ble Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: Continue— why 
discontinue P 

8]. BIMAL COMAR GH08E: I was just saving time. If you want 
me to read, I have no objection. “On the other hand, if a Bill has a 
‘closed preamble”’ — and I submit that this is a Bill which has not a 
“closed preamble” — “viz., the Bill seeks to amend only certain sections of 
an Act or an Act i^^any particular manner” — which is not mentioned here, 

I submit, because it says if that was the intention, it might have mentioned 
“as hereinafter provided” or something of the sort. It does not mention 

that. It just says “Whereas it is expedient It is hereby enacted as 

follows: — ” and it is not circumscribed in any way. I am making my 
submission ^at the preamble is in no way circumscribed. It is for you 
* to decide whether it is correct or not. 
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Tlieii in tlie same decision at page 159 it is said “The general principle 
is that amendments must be relevant to the question upon which they are 
moved. ’ It follows from the nature of an amendment that its contents 
ought to have some bearing upon the subject introduced by the principal 
motion...” What is the principal motion? The principal motion is the 
consideration of this Bill. And what is the Bill? The Bill, as it is in the 
preamble, is that it is expedient to amend the West Bengal Premises Rent 
Control (Teipporary Provisions) Act, 1950. Thai is the principal motion 
which is before the House and the amendment sought to be moved is, also, 
I submit, ^ a valid amendment, because the principal motion is such that 
the whole Act has been thrown open for consideration. Amendment to 
any provision of the original Act is relevant. 

Then, at page 101, towards tlie end it is stated: “Once a Bill is. ..in 
a particular form before the legislature, it is a salutary principle that there 
is no intention to make any alteration in the laws beyond whut is explicitly 
declared, either in express terms or by clear implication. In other words, 
a Bill must for the time stand by its immediate scope and object and all 
other matters outside these limits must remain undisturbed...” I submit, 
Sir, as I have said so many times, that if it was circumscribed we could not 
have gone outside those objects stated or outside the limits provided in the 
Bill itself. But since it has not been circumscribed, therefore these amend- 
ments are withiil the purview of tlie Bill. Whatever has been stated in 
Sir Azizul.Haque% ruling, I believe, supports my contention that it is quite 
reasonable and it is quite within our competence to move any amendment to 
any of the clauses of the Act. 

Then, Sir, I have another submission to make. I have stated that “the 
aims and objects” is not the same thing as “statement of objects and 
reasons”. That is my first contention. Even if you consider that aims 
and objects do mean the same thing as objects and reasons appended to the 
Bill, then 1 submit that if that w’ere your contention which 1 hold in the first 
instance to be not correct, there is a dispute as between the preamble and 
the statement of objects and rejisons, and also a dispute between aims and 
objects and statement of objects and re*asons. If there is a conflict between 
the two, how .shall we be guided? I submit. Sir, that the statement of 
objects and reasons is not any part of the Bill. What is an integral part 
of the Bill is the preamble, and therefore, .so far as this House is concerned, 
w’e should be guided by the preamble and not by the statement of objects 
and reasons which merely states the puri)ose for which the Bill has been 
brought by the (Toveriiment and really is not an essential part of the Bill. 
Although u statement may be api>ended to the Bill, what the Government 
say in the statenient is not final. The final thing is the preamble, and I 
subnnt, Sir, that the preamble is formed in such open fashion that any amend- 
ment to the original provisions of the Act should la* permitted. The.se are 
my submissions. 

The Hon’ble Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: Mr. vSpeakw. 

Sir, the ruling referred to by you which was given by Sir Azizul Haque 
clearly states that the scope of a Bill has to he determined with reference 
to its preamble, its aims and objects and its specific, provisions. 

First of all, let us see what is stated as the substance of the ruling at 
page 16. Sir, I am quoting first from page 16 and subsequently I shall 
quote from page 157 of the hand-book of rulings to which Mr. Ghose hai 
referred. Now, Sir, at page 16 it is stated: “The scope of a Bill has to 
be determined with reference to its preamble and its aims and objects and 
with due regard to citations and provisions ‘in the Bill itself. It is on 
consideration of these three together but not taking any one in isolatiion 
that an amendment relating to the scope of a Bill has to be scrutinised.” 
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Tliat is how the ruling has been stated here in our Departmental handbook. 
Then let me refer to the ruling itself. TThat does the phrase ^^aijns and 
•objects” mean? Sj. Bimal Ghose would try to make it out that aims and 
objects of a Bill is something different from what is given in the statement 
of objects and reasons. That is not correct. On page *156 you will find 
that the reference has been? made not to “aims and objects” but to the 
statement of objects and reasons. Let me read out tlie very portion whicly 
he was going to omit but which later on he had to read oufon request. “On 
the other hand, if a Bill has a ‘closed preamble’, viz., the Bill seeks to 
amend only certain sections of an Act or an Act in any particular manner 
(e.g., Whereas it is expedient to amend — Act, in the manner hereinafter 
appearing) amendments to other sections of the Act, due regard being paid 
to the preamble, the Statement of Objects and Reasons, the (Stations of the 
Bill will be out of order.” Firstly, when a Bill has a closed preamble 
then other amendments, which are beyond the scope of the Bill as indicated 
by the preamble will be out of order. Now, what is meant by “closed 
preamble”? Let us scrutinise that. A closed preamble does not mean that 
in every case the words “in the manner hereinafter appearing” must occur 
in the preamble. That is simply the usual delimiting formula but not an 
indispeusible phrase. A closed preamble means a preamble to a Bill which 
indicates that the Bill seeks to amend only certain portions of an Act. 

8Jt BIMAL COMAR CHOSE: What is an open pream[>le? 

The Hon’ble Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: That has also 
been explained. A Bill has an open preamble if it seeks to amend an Act 
without any reservation. Here, Sir, the Act is not going to be amended with- 
(out any reservation whatsoever. It is particularly stated in the Bill that 
only three sections are going to be amended, and the Statement of Objects 
and Reasons also refer to those sections and those sections only. Therefore 
it is a Bill with a closed preamble. It does not necessarily mean that unless 
the words “in the manner hereinafter appearing” are there, a 
preamble will be regarded as an open preamble. That is not so. A Bill, if 
it seeks to amend certain sections as this Bill proposes to do, is a Bill with 
•a closed preamble, and therefore I submit that it is a Bill W'ith a closed 
preamble, and amendments can be given only to the provisions of the Bill. 
One cannot travel beyond the particular provisions of the Bill and beyond 
the limited objects and reasons, where the limitations are clear and interpret 
the preamble as an open preamble simply because the words “in the manner 
hereinafter appearing” do not appear in the preamble. 

Mr. SPEAKER: With regard to the point raised by Mr. Bimal Ghose 
and what has been stated by the Hon’ble Rai Harendra Nath Chaudhuri, 
I feel that the preamble is not happily worded, because there are no restric- 
tive w'ords with regard t^) amendments. In deciding however as to whether 
the preamble alone is to be considered or something else should also be con- 
sidered I feel that the ruling of this House given before on page 16 of this 
book by Sir Azizul Haque clearly show's that it is by consideration of these 
three together but not taking anyone in isolation that an amendment relat- 
ing to the scope of a Bill has to be scrutinised. Therefore in considering 
whether amendments on other clauses of the Bill are in order or out of order, 
w'e have to consider not only the Preamble but the Statement of Objects and 
Reasons and also the provisions of the Bill itself. So far as the courts are 
concerned, they do not look to the Statement of Objects and Reasons, they 
look only to the Preantble. So far as this House is concerned, the Statement 
of Objects and Reasons is a part and parcel of the Bill at the stage at which 
it is to be considered by the House. The Bills which are before the House 
alw^ays contain the ‘Statement of Objects and Reasons and the House haa to 
consider the sgme. I have already stated that so far as the Preamble 
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is concerned, it is badly worded; there should have been some restrictive 
words.in this Preamble. When L however, refer to the Statement of Objects 
and Reasons, a perusal thereof shows that the object of the Bill is defined 
therein and in the end of the Statement of (Ibjects and Reasons it is stated 
that the Bill has been framed with these objects in view, and these objects 
have been defined in the previous two parap:raphs of the Statement of 
^ Objects and Reasons. One of the reasons has been stated to be tlie judgment 
of the Caltutta Hii^h Court on the interpretation of section 18, and this 
Bill prtiposes to an^end that section, and the next amendment which is pro- 
posed is 'with regard to section 9(7)(/) regarding the new houses. And, as 
I have stated before, at the end of the Statement of Objects and Reasons, it 
is stated, that the Bill has been framed with these objects in view, 1 feel 
that considering the objects and reasons, the Bill has a limited objective. 
When I refer to clause G, I find that that clause related to section 18 and 
section 9 and also to section 2 which is rather incidental to the other two 
sections. Therefore if we apply the standard given by the ruling referred 
to above that one of these things should be not looked at and we should look 
to these three things, it appears that there is a restricted object of the Bill. 
Of course, as I have already stated, the Preamble is badly worded, and as 
a matter of fact, in English Acts the Preamble is ab.solntely omitted save 
' and except in very rare cases. T have tried to follow the rulings given by my 
predecessors, so far as this House is concerned. I. Imwever, reserve my 
judgment for a^later occasion to give a more considered view on the object 
after having considered all the rulings. 

8j. SIBNATH BANERJEE: Sir, what i.s the position of my amend- 
ment No. 5AAAAH 

Mr. SPEAKER: It is in order because it relates to section 18. 

The Hofi’ble Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: Sir, I want to 
have it cleared from Mr. Sibnath Banerjee whether he is going to move 
his new amendment No. 5AAAA relating to section 18. 

Mr. SPEAKER: He can move bis amendment. 

8j. SIBNATH BANERJEE: Sir, I beg to move that — 

(7) In section 18(7) of the Act, in line 5, after the figures “1948” the 
following be inserte<l, namely: — 

“or on the ground of default under the Calcutta Kent Ordinance, 194G, 
or under the Calcutta House Rent (.'ontrol Order, 194-1, or the 
Bengal House Real Control Order, 1942, or on the ground that 
the interest of the tenant in such })remih(?s has been deteniiiued 
^pso furio under the provisions of sul)-section (<‘J) of section 12 of 
the West Bengal Premises Rent Control (Temporary Provisions) 
Act, 1948,” and 

{2) After sub-section (J) of section 18 of the Act the following new sub- 
section be added, namely: — 

“(^) Any sub-tenant in the premises at any stage of the suit or pro-

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tj. tIBNATH BANERJEE: Sir, I also want to move my amendment 
No. 5AAAAA. 

Sir, I beg to move that^the following new section be inserted 

The Hon’ble Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: On a point of 
order, Sir, 1 submit that this siinendment does not relate to the provisions of 
the Bill but rather goes beyond tne provisions of the Bill, and therefore it ^ 
is out of order. Section 18 does not refer at all to the possession b^ landlord : 
it deals with the power of the court to order the tenant ,to pay his" arrears 
and give relief in certain decreed and pending cases. That is the "scope of 
section 18. It goes beyond the provision of section 18 and therefore. Sir, 

I submit that simply because Sri Sibnath Banerjee has marked his amendment 
as 18A it is not to be deemed a regular amendment nor does it come within 
the scope of the provision of section 18. 

MTu SPEAKER: Then I understand your objection is to 5 and 5A to 
new clause 3D? 

The Hon’ble Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: Yes, to clause 
3D, no objection to clause 3C. 

Mr. SPEAKER: I see your objection is to clause 3D; in the meantime 
Mr. Banerjee will go on with clause 3C and let me consider clause 3D 
whether it is in order or is out of order. * 

SJ. SIBNATH BANERJEE: After the offer of the Chief Minister that 
he is prepared to meet me and some other experts on this side and the other 
side I do not want to inflict a long speech on you or the Chief Minister. I 
shall be very brief. The position is this, that under section 18 Government 
found that the public are not protected against cases from 1948 — till this 
Ordinance or this Act they are not protected. So they are trying to protect 
only up to 1948. I want to go a little further. For instance, the several 
control orders — Calcutta Rent Ordinance, 1946, House Rent Control Order, 
1943, Bengal House Rent Control Order of 1942 — these are also th*ere. 
Because of them some cases are still pending. I want relief to be given to 
them also. I want relief to be given to those i>eople also w’ho are liable to 
ejectment because of the cases pending since 1942. They should get the 
benefit of this Act which the Government is trying to give to those up to 
1948. That is the first part. 

As regards the second part, I have already spoken on the subject that 
the sub-tenant is not protected. He finds himself all on a sudden on the 
street. Please try to protect the interest of the sub-tenant, of course, when 
he pays the decretal amount and if there be any case where he pays that 
he should be protected. That is my amendment. It is a very simple 
amendment and I do not want to deliver a loner speech. 

The Hon’ble Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: Mr. Speaker, 
Sir, as I observed last night it is our misfortune that Sri Sibnath Banerjee 
always comes forward with his amendments without reading the Act itself. 
Had he taken the trouble to go through the provisions of the Act I think he 
would have been better informed and persuaded not to move his amend- 
ments at all. These amendments are all misconceived. In the first portion 
of his amendment he refers to the Rent Control Ordinance of 1946 or Calcutta 
House Rent Control Order of 1943 or the Bengal House Rent Control Order 
of 1942 and argues on .The ground of ipso facto determination of tenancy 
such as .three months’ defaulters suffer under the provisions of sub-section 
(^) of section 12 of ^e Act of 1948. Now, Sir, there is no provision in any 
of these Ordinances or orders to which reference has been made by him for any 
ipso facto determination of tenancy as there is in section 12(o) of the Act

of 1948. He is not aware of the provisions of the previous 
Ordinanpes and orders and therefore he has referred to all these previous 
legislations. The provision for ipso facto determination of tenancy for 
non-payment of rent for three month occurs only in the Act of 1948 and 
therefore the Gupla Committee recommended that section 18 should be 
framed to give relief to those tenants who lost their tenancy under the 
operation of section \2{3) of the Act of 1948. It was to give relief to that 
particular class of* tenants that the Gupta Committee recommended the 
insertion o1‘ section 18. Therefore so far as the first part of Sj. Banerjee’s 
motion is concerned fhat is misconceived, I should say. 

As regards the second part, he says he is afraid because a decree may be 
passed against a tenant affecting the interest of the sub-tenant 

Mr. SPEAKER: Please do not refer to Gupta Committee Report 
because that is not available to the House. If the document is not available 
to the members, you should not refer to it. 

The Hon’ble Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURY: Very well, 
Sir. 

8J. 8IBNATH BANERJEE. Rai Chuudhuri Committee will do. 

The Hon’ble Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: AVhen time 
comes Rai Chaudhuri Committee will do what more may be necessary. I 
am here to take that responsibility, whether Mr. Sibnath Banerjee likes 
it or not. 

Now, Sir, with reference to the latter part of his motion, I beg to submit 
that also is misconceived, because he is afraid that if a decree be passed 
against the tenant, then the sub-tenant then and there goes out, he has no 
protection. But that is not the case. If he refers to section 13(.2) he will 
find that sub-tenants are duly protected under the provision of 13(2) which 
says, .“Where any premises or any part thereof have been or has been sub-let 
by ‘a tenant of the first dagree’ or by ‘a tenant inferior to a tenant of the 
first degree’, as defined in explanation to sub-section (/), and the sub-lease 
is binding on the landlord of such tenant, and the tenancy of such tenant in 

either case is lawfully determined the sub-lessee 

shall be deemed to be a tenant in respect of such premises or part, as the 
case may be, holding directly under the landlord of the tenant whose tenancy 

has been determined etc.”. Therefore the sub-tenant is duly 

protected even when a decree is obtained against the tenant and the execu- 
tion of the decree is effected. Therefore his solicitude for the sub-tenant as 
evinced in the latter part of the motion is altogether misplaced and 
superfluous. 

aanab MUDA88IR H088AIN: Mr. Speaker, Sir, in the case referred 
to by the Hon’ble Minister 1 mean to point out that if the sub-lease was 
given with the consent of the original owner by the tenant, — that is what 
is meant in that section — but my friend refers to ail kinds of sub-tenants 
whether lease was given to them with the consent of the owner or without 
such consent. If consent was not ^^iven he will be liable to be evicted. 
What my friend Mr. Sibnath Banerjee means to say is even that class of 
sub-tenants who were not given lease or settled without the consent of the 
owner should be protected. That is what he means perhaps.

Under section 2G()('l), 
as I have just indicated, a consolidated fund of the State has to be provided 
and no money can be appropriated except in accordance with law passed 
under Article 204. In the last budget session members will recollect that 
this House passed the Bengal Appropriation Bill, 1960 to provide for 
appropriation out of the consolidated fund of West Bengal money required 
against the grants made by the Assembly for the year 1950—51. During 
the present session the Assembly voted certain supplementary grants for* 
the same purposes for the year 1950-51 under the provision of Article 200 
o* the Constitution. The present Bill is accordingly being introduc'.ed 
under Artiide 204 read with Article 205 to provide for apjiropriation out of 
the consolidated fund of West Bengal all moneys reouired to make good 
supplementary grants which have been so voted by tne Assembly and to 
meet the sujiplementary expenditure charged on the consolidated fund of the 
State. In accordance with the provisions of the new Constitution the 
amounts included in the Bill on account of the charged expenditure do not 
in ‘any case exceed the amounts shown in the schedule. In pursuance of 
Article 206(7) of the Constitution of India the Bill merely proposes to 
appropriate money to make good the supplementary grants alrea(ly sanc- 
tioned by the House.
